Personal. 

OUR soscribers will not fail to notice an 
improvement in the appearance of the 
Register this month, owing to our using book 
paper. This we are enabled to do by the 
increase in the registration fee and subscription 
price. Suscribers have been very prompt in 
sending their money for the present volume, 
and the growth of the Register has steadily 
increased during the period of its existence, so 
that the present improvement is the result of 
what they have done. 

It will be remembered that in the discussion 
on the protection of registration the idea of 
raising the fee received very general support 
from our correspondents. Not a few suggested 
that it should be raised to one dollar, and it 
was not without some misgiving that we 
decided upon fifty cents, fearing a marked 
falling off in the number of entries, especially 
in the opening number. A glance at the 
registration departments of this issue shows 
how groundless our fears were. Notwithstand- 
ing that last month we published the un- 
precedented number of two hundred entries, 
we yet have eighty new ones for this month. 
A little comparison is perhaps not out of place 
as showing the growth of the Register. De- 
cember, 1883, contained the largest number 
received up to that date, namely 137 entries, 
and the following January numbered 75, a 
total of 212. The corresponding months show 
200 and 81 respectively, or an increase of 33 pei 
cent. The totals for the two years show an 
even better result than that, for in the number 
which made up Volume I. there were 668 
entries, or an average of 74per month, while in 
1884 the entries totaled 1,289, or an average of 
103 per month. 

In conclusion we can only repeat what we 
said a year ago: "It is apparent from the use 
made of the register numbers in the way of 
advertising dogs for sale and in making entries 
at exhibitions that its usefulness is becoming 
more and more apparent, hence we anticipate 
a greatly increased subscription list before the 
end of 1885. The surplus revenue will be 



devoted to enlargement and further improve- 
ments, and those of our present suscribers who 
wish to see the Register blossom into a twenty- 
four page monthly can best attain that end by 
endeavoring to add to our list of suscribers."

The Crown Prince Litter. 

E present in another column the latest 
. . phase of the Crown Prince litter 
paternity question. The reason we give so 
much space to this matter is not only on 
account of the prominence of the case, but 
as bearing on the question of protection of 
registration that has been so fully discussed in 
our columns. It clearly shows the correctness 
of the position we then assumed, that all we 
could do was to exercise all possible care, correct 
all evident errors, reject palpable frauds, and 
trust to breeders to correct special errors and 
expose bidden frauds. The Crown Prince case 
shows the utter impossibility of any such work 
as ours giving even a quasi indorsement to a pedi- 
gree. Here is the greatest dog of his breed, promi- 
nently before the public for years, the greatest 
show dog, and the greatest stud dog of the age, 
and according to the evidence so far, he has 
been under a false pedigree all the time. Not 
only that, but the present owner of his true 
sire was cognizant of the falsity of the regis- 
tered pedigree over three years ago, yet cir- 
cumstances seem to have forced him to keep 
2 met And even the committee of the O. E. M. 
Hub, the official conservator of the breed, 
after having been specially instructed to inquire 
into the matter, begged the whole question as 
far as the vital issue of the true paternity is 
concerned, and appear to have devoted them- 
selves to exculpating the breeder of the litter, 
who is a member of the club. 



As the New England Kennel Club may be 
on the lookout for a superintendent for their 
dog show, why not have Dr. Walton take 
charge if he will. The great mistake of our 
clubs is to go too much into splitting up the 
work and appointing committees. Let one or 
two men have charge of the business of the 
show, and leave them alone. At a show we 
once attended as judge, we asked for the judges* 
book. 4< Oh,»dear," said the secretary, "Mr. 

is the committee on judges 1 books, but I 

haven't seen him this morning." We proceeded 
to judge by the catalogue, and at tne end of 
the first class asked if there were any ribbons 

to hand the winners. '*Oh, dear. Mr. was 

the committee on ribbons. " As a piece of chalk 
was wanted next, we simply asked if the com- 
mittee on chalk had put in an appearance, and 
the reply was no. ''Well, now, Mr. Secretary, 
suppose we discharge these committees, ana 
you call that boy there and give him a quarter 
to go down town to get what you want. 1 ' The 
thing was settled in twenty minutes. Com- 
mittee meetings are called for everything, and 
the committeemen as a rule know little or 
nothing of the work to be done.

Crown Prince's Paternity. 

THE Stock Keeper is now publishing the 
evidence presented by Messrs. Hugh Dalziel 
and J. Evans, who may be called the prosecu- 
tion in this case. The first installment was the 
evidence of Mr. J. Evans, the present owner of 
The Emperor, which is briefly this: 

In April, 1880, Mr. Evans inquired of Burnell 
for a mastiff dog puppy. Burnell informed 
him that Mr. Woolmore's bitch Merlin had a 
litter by The Emperor. Mr. Evans then 
directed Burnell to get him one of them. (This 
was the Crown Prince litter). In June 1880 
Mr. Evans inquired of Burnell what he had 
done about getting an Emperor puppy from 
Mr. Woolmore for him. Burnell replied that 
Mr. Johnston, the^then owner of The Emperor, 
said the puppies were no good. Sometime in 
the summer or fall of 1881 (exact date not 
given) Mr. Evans was in treaty with Mr. John- 
ston for the purchase of The Emperor, and 
inquired of Burnell whether his (Burnett's) 
statement that the litter referred to was by 
this dog, was correct, saying that he particu- 
larly wished to know before giving a large 
price for a dog when in very poor condition. 
Burnell then assured Mr. Evans that what he 
had previously said was perfectly correct, and 
advised him to buy the dog at once, which Mr. 
Evans did in November, 1881. 

In July, 1832, The Emperor served Merlin in 
presence of Woolmore, Banks, Burnell and 
Evans. In September Mr. Evans received a 
letter from Woolmore that Merlin had been 
delivered of five puppies, and requesting him 
to advise Mr. Banks of it. When Mr. Evans 
called on Banks he was shown a letter from 
Woolmore to Banks, that .Merlin had eight 
puppies, and he subsequently learned that 
three of them had mealy muzzles and had been 
drowned. This litter is what is known as the 
Maximilian litter. The mealy-muzzled puppies 
in the litter are of significance, as Crown Prince 
is so marked, and The Emperor and his brother 
Stanley both got such puppies, and they 
derived it from tneir grand dam, Old Flora. 

In the middle of May, 1884, Mr. Hull called 
on Mr. Evans, and stated that Burnell wished 
to see him, relative to making a public admis- 
sion that The Emperor was the sire of Crown 
Prince, and on June 28, Mr. Burnell distinctly 
admitted in the presence of Mr. Evans and Mr. 
Hull that The Emperor was the sire, and it was 
then arranged that* Hull should put the 
admission in writing, in such a way as to do 
Burnell no harm (!), and that Burnell should 
sign it. Mr. Hull in his testimony asserts that 
he drew up the statement for Burnell go sign, 
but the latter declined on the ground that his 
solicitor advised him to go no further in the 
matter. 

When Corsincon's letter appeared m the 
Stock Keeper of Sept. 12, with Hideout's state- 
ment, Burnell got very angry, blamed Mr. 
Evans with inspiring the article, went back on 
all his previous statements, and for the first 
time set up to Mr. Evans that Young Prince 
really was the sire. These are the vital points 
in the evidence so far; minor ones, such as 
Woolmore's anxiety to buy Emperor from 
Evaos, his (Woolmore's) shielding Burnell when 
he embezzled the payments of stud fees due 
the owner of Emperor, etc., need not be quoted. 
Evans and Hull agreed in their testimony 



before the committee, so unless Mr. Evans is 
utterly unworthy of belief, and a most skillful 
forger of papers, his statements, coupled with 
those of Hull and Hideout, are conclusive that 
The Emperor, and not Young Prince, is the sire 
of the Crown Prince litter. Mr. Evans's full 
statement is particularly minute and circum- 
stantial, giving day and date for everything, 
and therefore is somewhat dry reading. 

The Stock Keeper of Dec. 10 contains the 
testimony of Mr. J. H. Hull on the matter. It 
substantiates that of Mr. Evans as to Burnell's 
declarations to them that Emperor was the 
sire. Mr. Dalziel has not produced his own 
evidence yet. being apparently too busy in 
showing up the committee, Burnell, etc; wnich. 
he is doing with an artistic skill and energy 
worthy of the highest admiration. 

Mr. T. W. 4Hen, the former owner, if not 
breeder, of Creole, has a very dignified appeal 
to the committee to be outspoken and straight, 
agreeing in the meanwhile that the evidence is 
all in favor of The Emperor. 

Mr. W. H. Johnston, from whom Mr. Evans 
bought The Emperor, confirms the statement 
that several of the litter had 'Dudley noses.' 7 " 
Messrs. Evans and "Argus" lend efficient aid to 
Mr Dalziel in the onslaught on the committee. 
Finally Dr. Turner, the chairman of the com- 
mittee, asks readers to keep their heads clear 
of the irrelevant side issues that have been 
injected into the matter, until he presents the 
summary of the evidence. It might be 
suggested and should have occurred to Dr. 
Turner that much of this injected matter 
appears only in the report of the committee. 



The English Mastiff. 

BY M. B. WYNN. 

Part 111.— Early History. 

IN the "History of Manchester," by the Rev. 
Whitaker, a curious and rather rare work, 
are some interesting particulars relating to 
British dogs, but the reader must take his re- 
marks in general eum grano salis, many being 
incorrect, illogical and contradictory; at the 
same time the work is an elaborate compila- 
tion of useful and curious matter, collected by 
a credulous writer, gifted with a flowing dic- 
tion, who accepts such doubtful matter as Os- 
sian's Poems as genuine history, and his knowl- 
edge of dogs was plainly very limited. Among 
a tangled mass of historical information on the 
mastiff and bulldog, Whitaker gives the cut of 
a coin of Cunobyline, Pendragon, or head king, 
as his name implies, and father of the well- 
known British prince. Caractacus. This Cuno- 
byline lived in the reigns of Tiberius and Cal- 
igula, and died before the autumn of A. D. 48. 
He was the first to mint money with any im- 
pression on it, having procured artists for his 
mint from the Continent. On one side of the 
coin illustrated in Whitaker is the figure of a 
naked man bearing a club, on the reverse a 
figure seated on an animal. This Whitaker 
states to be the figure of "a British mastiff 
bearing a child on its back." I read this ac- 
count m a MS. copy, kindly pent me by Miss. 
G-. S. Walker, an enthusiastic admirer and 
breeder of the mastiff, as well as being a most 
accomplished lady, gifted with the sounder 
erudition females of the last century not un- 
frequently possessed. I exulted, feeling that. 
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if correct I had hit upon unquestionable proof of 
the size and power or the British mastiff or Alan 
(as described by Chaucer as large as a steer), for 
I need hardly say no bulldog could bear even 
a child on its back. But after seeing the cut of 
the coin in Whitaker, which was first engraved 
by Dr. Pettingall, from Mr. Daune's collection, 
I feel reluctantly bound to differ in opinion 
from the learned writers, as to what the im- 
pressions were really intended to represent. 
In all humility I would suggest that the one 
side was in all probability intended to repre- 
sent the British Kin?, or else Hercules, as the 
emblem of power. The reverse, one of the ear- 
liest representations of Britannia seated on the 
lion. I venture this opinion as the figure, in- 
stead of being that of a child, as Whitaker 
hastily concluded from the animal bearing it 
being represented as large, is plainly intended 
to represent a full-grown woman, the paps 
being plainly depicted and largely developed, 
and the wide hips, so distinctive and rightly 
considered a perfection in the female figure, 
and which were early marked by the sculptors 
of Venus. The animal's head might lead one 
to think it was intended for a mastiff ; but, on the 
other hand, the legs would best represent those 
of a horse, but from the peculiar nV ctive curve 
of the tail, in which I think I can trace an in- 
tended representation of the ending leonine 
tuft, I have little doubt what the animal was 
intended to represent. I thus hazard my opin- 
ion against that of Whitaker. feeling I have 
too good a case to risk damaging my evidence 
of what the British mastiff was by using 
•doubtful matter, although it is well to mention 
it, as at any time it may be advanced as cir- 
cumstantial mastiff history. 

It is a recorded saying of the late President 
Garfield: "We cannot study nature profoundly 
without bringing ourselves into communion 
with the spirit of art," and from the potter's 
art we get the earliest examples of the forms of 
the Tnjwfrff while Britain was under Roman 
dominion. The Britons understood the art and 
practiced the labors of pottery, and many of 
Their vessels have descended to us. The prog- 
ress of this art was not equal to that on the 
continent, and under the tutorship of Roman 
or Roman Frisian masters, the Britons learnt 
to glaze and embellish their ornaments with 
figures and carvings. It was not until between 
A. D. 90 and 100, that art and literature spread 
in Britain. Thus we can form a pretty accur- 
ate estimate of about the aee of the "pottery 
bearing the forms of the British mastiff. In the 
parish of Castor, in Northamptonshire, the re- 
mains of a Roman station was found, which 
has been identified as the Durobrivee of Anto- 
ninus, who died A. D. 161. Numerous exam- 
ples of Romano-Brittanic pottery have been 
found at this station, and it is commonly called 
Castor, or Durobrivan ware, and on this ancient 
pottery, which was unquestionably made in 
Britain, and which has been fully treated on 
by Mr. Roach Smith, numerous examples of 
dogs are found, which are so boldly and typi- 
cally rendered, that we may regard them as 
fairly accurate examples of the canine forms of 
that period. These dogs fall usually under two 
distinct vet widely divergent types, namely, 
that of the vertragal or Celtic greyhound, and 
the Pugnaces or mastiff. 
In 1833, E. T. Artis published a work entitled 



"Roman Antiquities: or, the Durobrivae of 
Antoninus Identified." In a series of plates 
illustrative of the excavated remains of that 
Roman station in the parish of Castor, on 
page 48 is figured a vast mastiff attacking a 
none in the flank, showing at once that the 
manner of attack in these ancient British mas- 
tiffs was not the attack of the bulldog, which, 
if pure bred, always flies at the head or throat. 
On page 88 of the same work is another plate, 
showing another of these mastiffs galloping 
after anorse. Judging from the relative size 
of the horses and dogs, which are both very 
carefully and accurately delineated, these dogs 
must have been quite as large as our modern 
mastiffs, and in conformity with all the ex- 
amples I have met with of these early kinds. 
Their heads are broad and short, muzzles short 
and truncated, ears small and partially erect, 
their necks and bodies are massive and limbs 
short and stout, the sterns are fine and the 
tout ensemble is that of long-bodied, muscular, 
heavy mastiffs. The dogs m these scenes were 
plainly used for collecting horses and horned 
cattle out of the woods and pastures, and form 
a very reliable figure of what the breed was 
between A. D. 100 and 150, which we may- 
estimate was about the date of the vessels be- 
ing manufactured. Thesearethe best drawn 
and most reliable evidences I have met with, 
and it would be ridiculous to class such dogs as 
bulldogs, with their vast size, although they 
may have been the common ancestor of both 
of that breed and our mastiffs, if we admit the 
theory that the bulldog is only the British 
mastiff dwarfed by selection in breeding. 

In Roach Smith's work, "Collectanea An- 
tiqua," are some cuts of dogs' heads, figured 
on some of tie Romano-Britannic pottery. On 
page 10, No. 24, is one of these large-headed 
mastiffs, the muzzle being blunt, short and 
heavy, the underiaw being very massive, with 
an exceedingly broad mouth and seemingly 
undershot. This dog seems to have had some 
rough hair about the neck, which lion-like 
mane we see depicted in Hogarth's bulldog, 
and which was formerly a very common fea- 
ture both in the mastiff and bulldog. It is 
worthy of remark that the ears are plainly 
figured as cropped. The custom of shaving 
the beard in man, docking horses' tails and 
cropping dogs' ears and tails, appear all to have 
been of Roman origin. The earliest record 
that we have of docking a dog's tail, was the 
action of Alcibiades, who cut off his dog's tail 
to give the Athenians something to talk about. 
On page 11, No. 814, of Mr. Smith's work, is the 
head of a mastiff on the handle of some uten- 
sil. The ear is uncropped, of medium size, and 
Stinted backward. The only other feature par- 
cularly worthy of note in this, is the heavy, 
blunt muzzle, tn the "Archselogica Cantiana" 
is a plate lithographed by Thos. Keg, of Lon- 
don, from drawings by Humphrey Wickham, 
from a Romano-Britannic pottery vessel in the 
collection of Mr. Teanby. Mr. Wickham 
kindly furnished me with a tracing and par- 
ticulars. The subject is an embossed hunting 
scene. The dog is chasing a hind. This is a 
very rough piece of art compared to the fore- 
going, and possibly partly distorted by the 
action of firing. The dog is quite as large as 
the hind, has a large, short head, with the 
tongue hanging out of the side of his mouth 
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from the exertion of the chase, the neck 
■and shoulders are vast, limbs short and stern 
fine. 

Rough as it is, the type is precisely the same 
«s the mastiffs depicted on the Castor ware. 
It may be thought that a mastiff would be too 
■slow a dog to catch a hind, and no doubt, 
owing to bad rearing and over-feeding render- 
ing them more like slow pigs than gladiators, 
the majority of show mastiffs would be so ; but 
some three years since, when walking through 
a deer park, I came across a fawn asleep; it 
started up under my feet and bounded off at a 
great pace, my mastiff dog, Young King IL, 
giving chase, and although I called to him to 
stop, it was of no avail. I shall never forget 
the beautiful, yet to me sad, sight. The little 
creature made straight off to the main herd, 
while the dog kept on after it right through 
them all, singling it out and continuing the 

Sursuit in the open. But what was the most 
eartrending part was hearing the piteous cries 
of the little animal, and seeing its mother cir- 
cling round and round it, trying to baffle the 
dog, who, however, much to my surprise, 
literally chased it down and worried it sav- 
agely, threatening to do the same to the dam 
as she stood gazing at him and stamping her 
feet. He was a remarkably well-grown, active 
.specimen, and usually of a most gentle and 
obedient disposition. 

In order to show that the mastiff-like dogs on 
the Romano-Britannic ware were not merely a 
•conventional form of the potter artist, Mr. 
Wickham forwarded me a tracing of a draw- 
ing made from some of this early British pot- 
tery, on which are depicted the vast Celtic 
greyhounds. There are two scenes— both stags 
being chased by three gigantic greyhounds — 
the action of the stags is peculiarly spirited 
and true to life. In one the stag is looking back 
at the long dog dashing after him, in the other 
there arc two dogs. The former has just seized 
the stag by the hock (a mode of attack peculiar 
to the Scotch deerhound to this day), the other 
dog is rushing up from behind. The three 
dogs are all remarkably similar in type, which 
is that of the greyhound; but the dogs are 
longer and as large as the stags themselves. 
The .delineation of both dogs and sta^s is 
remarkably fine. 

Before concluding these remarks it is only 
fail- to the enthusiastic antiquarian, Mr. Wick- 
ham, to state that, although a stranger, he very 
•courteously assisted me to much of the forego- 
ing information respecting this early pottery 
on which he was quite an authority. Some 
account of the early British mastiff and two 
figures of the same are given in "The Kelt, the 
Roman and the Saxon," by Wright, published 
1852, pages 207, 208, 211 and 212. There are 
also some of these British mastiffs figured on 
some Romano-Britannic pottery in the museum 
of British curiosities at York. In a work en- 
titled "Old England," under Bestiaria, is given 
the cut of a large mastiff chained by the neck 
to a band round the body of a bull. The dog 
is in the act of flying at a man in front, while 
the bull is following him, and a man behind 
is running after it with a whip. This dog, quite 
as large as our modern mastiff, was a short- 
headed, blunt-muzzled, fur-coated animal, and 
has been regarded (on what autharity I am 
unaware) as a specimen imported from Britain. 



However, it is a conclusive proof of the mas- 
tiffs existence previous to A.D, 79. 

Mr. Vero Shaw, in his "Book on the Dog," 
gives a cut of two early mastiffs, Ignoranuy 
termed Canes molossi. They are from J. F. 
Reidel's "Icones Animalium." which work is 
in the British Museum. Both these dogs have 
large heads, short, blunt, truncated, and some- 
what turn-up muzzles, both are large animals, 
leggy, and totally different from the bulldog in 
body. Their ears are cropped, as shown in the 
Durobrivan specimen, and their sterns are fine 
and long. I have purposely somewhat extended 
these remarks in order to show that at the time 
of the Roman dominion over this country, we 
possessed dogs of distinctive mastiff character, 
and of large size, at least from twenty-seven 
to thirty inches at shoulder, and that Colonel 
Hamilton Smith made a hasty and incorrect 
conjecture, that at the time of the Roman 
supremacy over this country, but one breed of 
broad-mouthed dogs existed, which were a sort 
of large bulldog, in fact the bulldog of that 
date, and other writers of less authority have 
fallen into the same error and have extended 
and exaggerated it.

During 
our recent visit to England we saw Graphic, 
admittedly the best pointer in England, and 
although he beats Beaufort in nind legs, the 
latter we consider to be his equal or superior in 
every other point, and decidedly superior in 
head. Mr. Mason says the only pointer he has 
known which he considers as having been of 
equal merit was Old Wag, a dog we cannot re- 
call to our memory sufficiently well to express 
an opinion upon.

Meeting of the A. K. C. 

THE Executive Committee of the American 
Kennel Club met Jan. 24. The meeting 
was called to order by J. M. Taylor, President, 
and General W. B. Shattuc appointed Secre- 

The following clubs were represented in per- 
son or by proxy, viz. : Montreal Kennel Club, 
Baltimore Kennel Club, Cleveland Bench Show 
Association, Illinois Kennel Club, Kentucky 
Kennel Club, St. Louis Kennel Club. Cincinnati 
Sportsmen's Club and Bench Show Association. 
The New Haven Kennel Club having author- 
ized the representative of the Westminster Uub 
or in his absence the representative of the New 
England Kennel Club to cast its vote, neither 
being present, it was left without representa- 

The minutes of the meeting*of Oct. 22, 1884, 
at New York city, were read and approved. 
The regular order of business according to the 
by-laws was then taken up. There being no 
election of officers, the secretary's report and 
the treasurer's report were read and approved. 
No reports from committees. It was decided 
not to take up the election of members until the 
next meeting, when a full representation could 
be had. Under head of miscellaneous business, 
the proper construction of Rules 8 and 9 were 
then taken up for discussion. After a full con- 
sideration, the rules as interpreted by the presi- 
dent and published in the principal sportsmen s 
papers over his signature, viz.: "All dogs of 
whatsoever breed that have won a first prize 
in the open classes at the bench shows of any 
organization now recognized as a member of 
the American Kennel Club, should be entered 
in the Champion class, and all dogs that have 
won two first prizes in the champion class, 
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regardless of former competition, should be en- 
tered in the Extra Champion class. In future 
winnings dogs will be advanced strictly in ac- 
cordance with Rules 8 and 9, and no awards 
will be recognized except those made by mem- 
bers of the A. K. C," were approved, with the 
following addition, viz.: that "previous win- 
ners of first prizes in the open class shall take 
advantage of their winning during the year 
1885 by entering in the Champion class ; if they 
do not before Jan. 1, 1886, they shall be con- 
tinued in the open class until their winnings 
amount to three first prizes." 

It was also the unanimous opinion of the 
meeting, that Rules 8 and 9 of the A. K. C. 
should only apply to coming shows given un- 
der the auspices of members of the association, 
with the understanding that clubs may avail 
themselves of the right of Section 33 of Rules 
and Regulations, in advertising extra cham- 
pion class or not, as they think proper.

American Kennel Club Rules. 

THE deplorable mistake made by Major 
Taylor, in connection with the new cham- 
pion rule, is rendered still worse by the action 
of himself and General Shattuc at a meeting 
held at Cincinnati. The holding of the meet- 
ing was very questionable, while the majority 
representation by proxy or indeed any proxy 
representations on the executive committee 
■were quite illegal. We have tried for three 
months to raise our protest in the Register 
against these rules but have never had room 
to do so. In this dilemma we have applied to 
the editor of Forest and Stream, who has kindly 
consented to print the comments. 



What Are Champions? 

Editor American Kennel Register: 

Will you kindly enlighten some of us breed- 
ers and intending exhibitors in regard to the 
meaning of Rules 8 and 9 of the American Ken- 
nel Club Association? We would also be glad 
of a list of the clubs now forming the Associa- 
tion. If a dog has already won three first 
prizes at shows under the auspices of clubs now 
members of the association, though not at the 
time his record was made, what is his stand- 
ing? Ought he to be entered in the open class, 
the champion or the extra champion class, on 
the next occasion? Information will be gladly 
received by Chequ asset. 

[Our correspondent is not the only one who 
is nonplussed by the action of M aj or Taylor in 
altering the meaning of Rule 8. What the rule 
means, and what the president of the club and 
his proxy votes say it is, are totally at vari- 
ance. In another column will be found the 
latest explanation, to which we are totally op- 
posed, because it was never the intention of 
the association at the time the rule was made 
that there should beany meaning but what 
the words expressly implied To get further 
light on the subject, we communicated with 
Mr. E. S. Porter, secretary of the American 
Kennel Club, who replies as follows: 

"I inclose copy of the minutes of the meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee of the A. K. 
C, held at Cincinnati on January 24. The 
New Haven club will require three first prizes 



before a dog can compete in a champion class- 
This interpretation of Rule 8 is deemed the 
only right one to enforce, as it is in the spirit 
of what was deemed advisable by the meeting 
held in New York last October. It seems only 
right that each previous win in the champion 
class should count as a win; and the New 
Haven club has decided that any dog having 
won three first prizes, whether they be three 
open class, one open and two champion or two 
open and one champion, is eligible to the cham- 
pion class. If the interpretation of Major 
Taylor is accepted, it places the shows exactly 
where thev were a year ago, and where they 
will remain for a year to come. The New 
Haven club joined the association with the un- 
derstanding that three first prizes would be 
required, and feel fully justified in upholding 
the letter and spirit of the rule as it was 
adopted." 

We fully indorse Mr. Porter's view of the 
rule, and of course to qualify a dog for the 
ridiculous extra champion class he must win 
two champion prizes in classes to be held under 
the new rules; in other words, no dog is yet 
eligible for such a class. The members of the 
association are the Westminster, New Eng- 
land. Illinois, Cleveland, Montreal, Cincinnati, 
Baltimore, Kentucky, St. Louis, New Bruns- 
wick, London, New Haven and Philadelphia 
clubs.] 

The Spaniel Bozique. 

Editor American Kennel Register: 

I notice your remarks attached to Register 
No. 1978, in last issue of Register. Please ex- 
plain the good reason for same, as I am unable 
to say as yet who is to blame for it, whether 
Mr. Tuck or yourself. I am well aware that 
Mr. Tuck has pretty well succeded in mftirfocr 
"a bull" in all his registers, probably through 
inexperience and incompetency to get things 
straight as given him. He was given the pedi- 
gree and history correctly of Bozique. and 
there is no excuse for his attaching to it a sus- 
picion of ''said to be imported". Bozique was 
bred by McGowan, of Edinburgh, Scotland, 
out of his thorough and straight bred cockers 
Glyde and Glen, and Bozique was whelped in 
the fall of 1882, and was given, when a few- 
weeks old, to Mr. Robert K. Kamp, a personal 
friend of his and an acquaintance of mine, who 
brought him to this country, and I am trying* 
to find out now the names of his grandparents, 
greatgrandparents and greatgreatgrandpar- 
ents, etc., for no one to look at him once can 
for a moment deny but what his entire lineage 
is entirely free from any field spaniel or other 
foreign blood of any nature, and that he not 
only had a fine sire and dam m Glyde and Glen 
but grandsire and granddam, etc., as well. He 
is a remarkably fine specimen and deserves 
laudation rather than censure for being a fine 
one. I intend to have him registered as soon 
as I can get further particulars that I am 
positive can be relied upon, but don't propose 
to have him registered as "said to be im- 
ported," or in the loose way many are 
registered I see. Neither do I propose to give 
his pedigree to those seeking his stud service, 
further than I am able to vouch for, for any 
selfish motive. He is a fine dog, as hosts of 
sportsmen are aware, and they will be sur- 
prised to see such footnotes attached to Mr. 
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. Tuck's Register number, and I fear may give it 
as a wrong motive causing it somewhere. 
Please explain the same so that I may see the 
good reason for it. M. P. McKoon.

[We insert the characteristic letter of Mr. 
McKoon in its entirety. His aspersions on Mr. 
Tuck are totally unwarranted, as no one can be 
more particular or careful in his entries tban 
that gentleman. Mr. Tuck sent with his entry 
the original statement of Mr. McKoon, as fol- 
lows: 'TBozique was bred by a Mr. McGtowan, 
of Edinburgh, Scotland, and is out of his Glyde 
and Glen, represented to be very choice and 
rare specimens. Bozique was Riven, when a 
pappy? °y Mr. McGowan to Mr. Robert K. 
Kamp, a personal friend of his, who died a few 
months after reaching here, and we have as 
yet been unable to find any further particulars 
of Boziqua" In accepting the registration of 
Mr. Tuck's dog by Bozique we came ta the con- 
clusion that the pedigree of the sire was just 
definite enough to be indefinite. It is uncer- 
tain whether Glyde or Glen was his sire or his 
dam. If Mr. McKoon had sent on Bozique's 
entry we should have returned it with the sug- 
gestion that he had better obtain more definite 
information respecting the pedigree, and if 
possible trace it to some more definite ancestry, 
forwarding to us the original correspondence 
he might receive. With Mr. Tuck's entry there 
was this marked difference, his dog was un- 
doubtedly by Bozique, and was entitled to be 
so registered. The further addition of Glyde 
or Glen means nothing, and if Bozique had been 
for several years in the country and at the 
stud we would have passed it; but he is a new 
dog of virtually unknown paternity, but one 
that there should be no difficulty in deciding, 
owing to the short time since his arrival in this 
country and his passing through so few hands. 
This was the course adopted by Mr. Wade in 
the case of his mastiff Tiny, and the result was 
his securing a full pedigree and a correction of 
his name to DeBuch, under which he was reg- 
istered.J 

The English Mastiff. 

BY M. B. WYNN. 

Part IV.-Early History. 

AFTER the evidences of the British mastiff 
left to us by the Roman poets and artists 
at the time when Roman supremacy over 
Britain was in the height of its culture and 
civilization, meagre are any traces of the breed 
until after the Norman conquest. The Saxons, 
a race of rude warriors, terse in their phraseol- 
ogy, and possessed of little skill in sculpture or 
carving, apparently found the British mastiff 
used principally as a chained watchdog. Saxon 
sculptures are scarce and very rude, being 
seemingly only copied from the Koman, and it 
is not surprising that no sculptured figures of 
dogs of that period have been found. One of 
the most curious and perfect examples of 
Saxon sculpture that I have seen is in Chiches- 
ter Cathedral, Sussex. They were found built 
into the walls and are supposed to have been 
brought from the Saxon cathedral at Selsea, in 
Sussex. The subjects are scriptural pieces, 
and are boldly-carved, raised figures, in a kind 
of red clay or deep red, softish stone — and I 
mention them to show the existence of the art, 



rare as examples are. In the natural history, 
or rather Besteraii, as it was termed, of the 
Middle Ages, although we find numerous figures 
of animals, such as the lion, bear, bull and ram, 
we do not often find figures of the dog. This 
unfortunate circumstance is easily accounted 
for, as the animals depicted in these semi- 
sacred subjects are all symbolical, and although 
the artist depicting Taurus or Aries intended to 
portray the ancient fabulous animal, they could 
only draw or carve from the living models 
around them. Thus, a Durham carver depict- 
ing Taurus, would unintentionally leave benind 
for the modern breeder a fairly reliable por- 
trait of the type of the Tees water cattle of his 
day; while the Herefordshire sculptor would 
delineate the Hereford bull of the period, whose 
type is thus handed down to posterity pre- 
served among the crumbling, calcareous re- 
mains and dusty particles of their breeders who 
rest around. 

From the miserere carving of Worcester and 
other cathedrals we may obtain the forms of 
our early English cattle and sheep, but the 
mastiff not being symbolical of any sacred or 
profane subject, is not found, still it is very 
possible that interesting information might be 
brought to light by research among the old 
illuminated MSS. and Saxon chronicles. One 
of the greatest drawbacks hitherto to any 
discovery and information from suoh sources, 
is the fact that few antiquarians have any- 
real knowledge of the characteristic feat- 
ures of the various breeds of dogs, in fact they 
are neither dog fanciers nor judges as a rule. 
Until lately the majority of dog fanciers were 
also too ignorant and coarse in their ideas to 
have any taste for such investigation, but the 
educated and thoughtful would wish to raise 
the tone of the fancy and cause the antiquarian 
and learned to appreciate the defined points of 
the various breeds, and practical ana experi- 
enced breeders know the value of ascertaining 
knowledge of old ancestral features, which 
are very fixed and hard to eliminate, unless 
broken up in a systematic way. 

Thus of the mastiff during the Saxon times, 
there is next to no record, oeyond their terse 
barbarian name for the animal, that of Bandog, 
which has been handed down from the days 
of Canute to the last century, when that undis- 

Suted authority on all such subjects, W. A. 
isbaldiston. in his "British Sportsman's 
Dictionary," published 1792, ignores the word 
mastiff, using, like a true Saxon, the word 
Bandog to define the breed. Bandog or band- 
dog is of Saxon origin, from Banda, a chain, or 
any narrow ligament by which a thing is 
bound, and Doc, a dog, hence Banda-doc or 
Band-dog, a chained dog, which was the orig- 
inal term for the mastiff; as example, Ains- 
worth, in the 1672 edition of his Latin and Eng- 
lish dictionary, gives Band-dog, or Bandog, a 
Molossus vel cants catenarius, and under 
c&t&n&rius, chained or linked; and catenarius 
cants a Band-dog or Ty-dog. In Seneca, who 
flourished about A.D., 50 are the following 
lines: i% Oraeeris catenario cam, et his quum 
multum latravit objecto cibo mansueoit (Seneca 
Lib. iii. de Ira). 

Some idea can be gathered of the antiquity 
of the practice of chaining dogs to prevent in- 
gress or egress from the mythical Cerberus, 
whom Hercules (the classics inform us) dragged 
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by his chain from hell. N. Bailey, 1742, gives 
tiand-dog— a dog kept in bands or tied up, a 
mastiff. Thus we see that in the seventeenth 
and eighteenth century Bandog was under- 
stood to mean the mastiff. Chaucer mentions 
the Bandog, and Spencer, writing in the six- 
teenth century, uses the word Bandog for the 
mastiff in the "Faiery Queen." Dr. Cams, writ- 
ing about 1550, uses both the word Bandog and 
mastiff to define the mastiff group, and Shake- 
speare follows him, making use of both words, 
as in "Henry VI.," Scene 4, Act I. : 

"The lime when screech owls fly 
And Bandogs howl." 

Again in "The Tempest," Scene 2., Act I. : 

"Bowgh! Wowgh! 
The watch do*s bark." 
That polished little diamond, Rogers, whore- 
flashed in prismatic shades the gems of others, 
evidently copied from these lines in his "Pleas- 
ures of Memory," when he says: 

"Imps in the barn with mousing owlet bred, 
From rifled roost at nightly revel fed. 
When in the breeze the distant watch-dog bayed.'* 

It was formerly the custom to Keep the mas- 
tiff chained up during the day and to loose them 
at night, as may be seen by old records. 
Anciently, by law, the Bandog had to be muz- 
zled, or to be kept chained up during the day, 
but this law had fallen into disuse in Elizabeth's 



__r. Vero Shaw, in his "Book on the Dog," 
has seen fit to sneer at the ancient Bandogs as 
unlucky brutes, kept always on the chain, thus 
showing great Historical ignorance on his part, 
as such dogs, fastened up in a yard with a lone 
chain during the day, and then let loose toward 
dusk to run about the premises until next 
morning at pleasure, would get far more exer- 
cise and consequently be far healthier than our 
modern show specimens, and the constant exer- 
cise would fully account for their superior legs 
and feet, points Mr. Shaw himself notes as 
shown in old pictures of the mastiff. We see 
from Bloomfleld's "Farmer's Boy," that it was 
the custom in England up to 1800 even, to leave 
the mastiff unchained during the night to roam 
about at pleasure, even to go sheep worrying 
until suspected. 

Through the Norman conquest bringing with 
it a culture of everything in any way connected 
with hunting, and with its barbarian or dog 
latin, we get further insight to the broad-set, 
heavy .Pugnaces of Britain. The word mastiff 
is evidently of Anglo-Norman origin. I hold 
that most probably it is a latinized form of the 
French word massif (thick or massive) being 
given on account of the thick-set, massive, or 
mastyformof the breed. The earliest men- 
tion of the word mastiff that I have met with 
is in the Forest laws of Henry IE., who ordained 
that the cJaws of the mastivus should be cut 
off, if his owner lived within the limits of the 
Foresta or great forest. The tyrannical system 
of Forest law introduced by William I. con- 
tinued during the Norman dynasty, but when 
the Saxon line was restored in Henry II., the 
Forest laws were much ameliorated, and this 
particular law appears to have been derived 
from the 23d section of the constitutions or 
laws of the Forest made by King Canute. 
Strutt states that the oldest treatise on hunting 
he was aware of, was that of Tweci orTwety, 



which was written about 1300 in French. 
The MS. Strutt quoted from was in English, 
and he judged from its appearance that it 
would be nearly coeval with the original, but 
the name of John Jyfford is joined to that of 
Twety. In this tract it is stated that "the 
mastiff is a good hounde for hunting the wild 
boar. " Now as Jyff ord's translation was made 
soon after 1300 it would be a little previous to 
the time of Chaucer, and from the two tracts 
may be gathered the Norman-French and the 
Anglo-Norman word for the Bandog or Pug- 
naces of England. The MS. by Jyfford is m 
the Cotton Library at the British Museum, Ves- 
pasian B XII., but Strutt does not mention 
now the word mastiff is spelled in this instance. 
Chaucer (who was born 1328 and died in 1400),. 
having had a liberal education, being some time 
at Cambridge and it is believed studied also at 
Oxford, may be trusted for using the common 
and correct term for the mastiff, and we find 
him using the Saxon term Bandog and older 
British word Alan. Thus the word mastiff 
seems of Norman origin, and only to have been 
introduced about 1300, while the majority of 
Englishmen would continue to use the word 
Bandog longsubsequently. In 1472 Caxton had 
returned to England and introduced the art of 
printing, and about that date Albert Durer, of 
whom Longfellow so justly says: 

"Emigravit is the inscription on the tombstone 

where he lies. 
Dead he is not, but departed, for the artist never 

dies," 

brought to a fair state of perfection the art 
of engraving on wood to produce wood cuts. 
In 1481, but according to Bergean in 1496, was. 
printed at St. Albans (from which the work 
took the name of the "Book of St. Albans") a 
treatise on hunting, by Dame Juliana Berners, 
and it was illustrated by Wynkyn de Worde. 
Strutt states it to have been little more than a 
copy of the treatise of Jyfford and Twety- 
This work, however, contains the earliest 
printed instance I know of the word mastiff,, 
which is spelled "mastif." Shakespeare uses 
the word mastiff on several occasions, as ex- 
ample, in "Henry V.," Act IIL, Scene 7: "Thia 
island of England breeds very valiant creatures; 
their mastiffs are of unmatcnable courage." I 
have not compared many of the older editions 
of Shakespeare, thus cannot state the general 
spelling of the word. 

Having so far traced the origin of the mas- 
tiff, it will further prove its history and also 
that of the breed by tracing its etymology. 
Manwood, in his work on "The Forest Laws," 
states that the mastiff derives its name from 
the Saxon Masc-thefese or thief-frightener, but 
with all respect to Manwood, I wink he has 
jumped at a conclusion, as we find no mention 
of the mastiff under that name in the Saxon 
Forest laws, and I have never met with or 
heard of the word mastivus in any author pre- 
vious to the Norman conquest. I have already 
stated it is, in my opinion, of Norman origin, 
being seemingly merely a latinized form of 
the French word massif (masc.) massive (fern.), 
the theme of which is mas, a lump or mass.. 
The breed being termed the massif evidently 
from its thickset or massive build. From the 
anglicized translation of the Norman Latin 
mastivus we get masty or thickset fellow.. 
Also a mastiff (as example, the masty in "The 
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Two Maids of Moredake," printed in 1609) also 
the word mastif as printed in 1481, in "The 
Book of St. Albans," as well as the old English 
form mastive, as in Butler's "Hudibras," "For 
now the mastives charging home," (Part VI., 
Canto iii, line 79), and the now generally 
accepted form of mastiff, although among the 
more homely sort of country people the word 
is generally pronounced still as mastive. 

By consulting the older dictionaries we get 
some insight into the etymology and accepted 
origin and meaning of the word mastiff among 
scholars. In the 1650 edition of Ains worth, 
under the word mastiff, is given: Mastiff 
masty, or masty dog, a Molossus, vide Virgil's 
"Georgics," Lib. ii, line 405. In this instance we 
see Ainsworth quoting a wrong number in the 
"Georgics." but here we have the word masty 
accepted ior mastiff down to 1650. In the 1677 
edition of Ainsworth. Latin and English, is 
given Band-dog or Bandog, a Molossus vel 
cants catenarius, and under Molossus a mas- 
tive dog. Bailey, in his 1742 edition, states as 
follows : * 'Mastiff— French, un matin barbare ; 
Latin, mastivus, a sort of great dog." In L. 
Desperez edition of Horace, published 1740, un- 
der annotation 5 the Molossus is explained as: 
u Cants ingens, Gallice a dogue, Anglice a mas- 
tiff, Molossus exEpiro ubi populo fuere Mo- 
lossi" (Strabo, Lib. VII.). In A. Boyer's diction- 
ary, French and English, published 1788, is as 
follows: "Eng., mastiff, masty, a masty dog. 
F., a dog of the largest kind, un matin, un gros 
cnlenpourla guarded'un basse-cour. Masty 
fellow, F., a clown, un matin, un paysan, un 
rastre." 

These definitions of Ainsworth, Bailey, Des- 
perez and Boyer are worthy of attention, as 
they furnish distinct evidence that from 1650 
the mastiff was regarded a dog of the largest 
kind, a masty or massive house dog, and there- 
fore totally distinct from the modern bulldog, 
and however tedious it may be to wade through 
these explanations, they are necessary for the 
ordinary reader, who may wish to understand 
Dr. Caius, Aldrovandus, Sir H. Spelman Ray 
and other early historians, naturalists and 
antiquarians. Moreover, extracts from the old 
treatises I have mentioned are at times quoted 
promiscuously by persons writing superficially 
on both the mastiff and bulldog, who, from 
their ignorance of facts, frequently confuse the 
two breeds.

Current .Notes. 

We are advised that the New Haven Kennel 
Club has received close upon 500 entries for 
their show of March . 18, 19 and 20. This is 
most gratifying, and ti^e refreshing independ- 
ence of the club in their selection of judges has 
been followed by an equally refreshing in- 
dependence on the part of exhibitors in declin- 
ing to be dictated to by the person who still 
owes them the second volume of the Stud Book. 

It is with pleasure we learn that the New 
England Kennel Club have joined hands with 
New Haven and the Westminster Kennel Club 
in repudiating the recent peculiar method of 
"constructing" the rules of the American 
Kennel Club, adopted by the president, Major 
Taylor. That gentleman has so grievously 
misunderstood the functions of his office that 
it would relieve the clubs forming the associa- 
tion of an unpleasant duty if he would tender 
his resignation of the position he now holds. 

The Philadelphia Kennel Club have decided 
to hold a show of their own in that city on 
May 19 to 22. We are advised by Mr. Roberts 
that there will be several important changes in 
the premium list from that used last fall for 
the State Fair show given under their manage- 
ment. The prizes for St. Bernards and mastiffs 
will be increased so as to make them compare 
more favorably with the setter and pointer 
classes, and some of the m : nor terrier classes, 
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which do not receive much support, will be left 
out. The club will of course follow the other 
associations in Rule 8. It is not yet decided 
where the show will be held, but the old skating 
rink at the corner Twenty-second and Chestnut 
streets, which was burnt down last year, 1b 
being rebuilt and would suit admirably. 

The Westminster Kennel Club's premium list 
differs only in one or two unimportant features 
from the list of last year. It is to be regretted 
that in the St. Bernard and mastiff classes, 
which were the features of the two shows 
held last year, there has been no increase in the 
prize money. The average coBt of these breeds 
is much higher than either setters or pointers, 
and they cost more to keep and forward to 
shows, and vet they are put off with half the 
amount of the prises offered for setters and 
pointers. A radical change is called for in this 
respect. 

The Kennel Club purpose forming a new set 
of rules, and we trust that they will discard in 
their entirety the present mass of rubbish 
labeled or libeled Constitution and By-laws, 
and commence de novo. To some of the 
members of the executive committee it would 
be high treason Xor us to suggest that the rules 
under which the National Breeders' show was 
held covers the whole ground in a compact 
manner, and will require but few alterations 
to suit the requirements of the Kennel Club. 
In framing them, the English Kennel Club, 
Birmingham and other English clubs, together 
with the American rules, were all consulted 
and the best points of each drafted into the 
National Breeders' show rules.

At a meeting of the Board of Governors of 
the Eastern Field Trials Club, March 10, the 
committee on revision of the running rules 
made a partial report, which was adopted. 
Rule 24 was changed and the maximum points 
of merit were changed to read: Pointing, in- 
cluding nose, 25, staunchness 10, and style in 
pointing 5, total 40. Pace 8, range 12, quarter- 
ing 5. and style 5; total SO. Obedience 10, re- 
trieving 10, and backing 10, making a total of 
100. Other changes were discussed which the 
committe will act upon and report at the next 
meeting. Among the proposed changes is that 
of the rule governing a bye, and it willprobably 
be changed to conform with that of the 
National It was voted that dogs to be eligible 
for the Derby of 1886 must be whelped on or 
after May 1, 1886.

Questionable Collie Pedigrees. 

Editor American Kennel Register: 

Judging from the support which the Register. 
lias received ever since its first issue, it may be 
fairly said that it has fulfilled a mission, 
recognized by all good and reputable breeders 
of dogs as a boon and a blessing. The blessing, 
however, may become a curse and the boon a 
bane if no authenticity is to be required by the 
Register and given by the breeder to the 
pedigrees as published. It certainly must be 
manifest to all that the registered pedigrees 
must be truthful or the American Kennel 
Register is worthless. The registered pedigree 
should be a guarantee that the dog it represents 
is pure-bred. Upon this ground, Mr. Editor, I 
deem it to be the duty of every owner and 
breeder of pure-bred dogs, and of every one 
who has the welfare and usefulness of the 
Kennel Register at heart, to expose and call 
in question any pedigree which bears evidence 
of misrepresentation, falsification or appropria- 
tion. This appears to be the only protection 
which breeders can obtain against those un- 
scrupulous fellows who falsify and appropriate 
to their own uses the pedigrees of ether men's 
dogs. 

Now to a case in point. I am a breeder of 
Scotch collies, have been at it for some years, 
and have sold a good many dogs. In January, 
1884, 1 sold a collie bitch pup by Brack (A K.R. 
8) out of Dora (A.K.R. 4) to Mr. A. R. Kyle of 
New Rochelle, N. Y., and gave him a written, 
detailed pedigree of the same. Two months 
later he wrote me that the pup had died and 
thereupon purchased of me a dog pup of the 
same litter. Two months later at the West- 
minster Kennel Club Show, 1 recognized the 
above bitch pup on the bench, entered in the 
collie puppy class by Mr. George Aitken, of 
New Rochelle. She was catalogued as "Juno 
II. (Juno being the dam of Dora), by champion 
Carlyle (E. 11,883) out of Juno (E. 9,452)> I 
immediately sought out Mr. Aitken and asked 
him where he procured his dog. He told me 
he purchased it of Mr. Kyle and that Mr. Kyle 
had assured him that the pup was imported 
and that her pedigree as given was straight 
and true. Now, Mr. Editor, the facts are 

First— The bitch did not die, as Mr. Kyle 
stated, but was sold to. Mr. Aitken. 

Second— The bitch was not imported, but 
was bred bv me. 

Third — The pedigree is false, for Carlyle's 
stud book number is not 11,883 but 8,505; and 
moreover, Carlyle was never coupled with 
Juno, for she was imported by Mr. A. S. Apgar 
July 28, 1881, and she died shortly after Mr. 
Apgar parted with her, and before the bitch 
in question was born. 

If Mr. Kyle is capable of such misrepresenta- 
tion as this, he is not above appropriating 
other names and pedigrees to suit his own 
purposes, to wit: In the December number of 
the Register appears entry No. 1744, Juno II., 
bred by me and owned by Mr. Kyle. Clearly 
this is a fabrication, or Mr. Kyle deceived me 
when he wrote me the bitch I sold him had 
died; but it has been shown that Mr. Kyle 
actually sold this particular bitch to Mr. 
Aitken, therefore entry No. 1744 must be some 
other dog to which Mr. Kyle has appropriated 
the pedigree I originally sent him. Again, in 
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the same number, occurs entry No. 1755, 
Wallace, aired hy Sweep, he by Nelson (E. 
9484) out of Juno (E. 9452). Now I question 
this pedigree as given to Sweep, and strongly 
suspect that it was appropriated bodily from 
Dora's pedigree. At any rate, I call upon Mr. 
Kyle to give a complete history of the dog 
Sweep, by whom he was bred, the date of 
his birth, and from whom he purchased the 
dog; in other words, to prove the pedigree. 
Again, in the January number of the Register 
appears entry No. 1916, Dora II., sired by 
imported Drive, he by champion Carlyle 
(E. 8,505) out of Sanfoil (E. 6,513). Drive is 
therefore an own brother to my imported dog 
Brack. This is very "fishy," and I charge that 
Mr. Kyle has appropriated this pedigree bodily 
to his dog from the written pedigree I sent 
him when I sold him the bitch pup a year ago. 
Ye* further, why did Mr. Kyle name his dog 
Dora II.. when no Dora occurs in the pedigree? 
While this is a violation of your rules govern- 
ing registration, it at the same time "gives 
away" Mr. Kyle. What suggested to Mr. 
Kyle the name Dora II.? In like manner I 
question entry No. 1921, Lillibulero, breeder 
Mr. Kyle, and entered as litter brother to 
DoralL 

I am well aware, Mr. Editor, that these are 
serious charges to make, but 1 am convinced 
that I have good ground for my suspicions. 
It is a strange coincidence that in making up 
his pedigrees, Mr. Kyle has used only the 
names and stud book numbers which were 
given in the pedigree I furnished him when I 
sold him the bitch pup. Now let Mr. Kyle 
prove that I am wrong, and clearly prove it 
too; if he cannot do so, 1 claim that nis entries 
should be cancelled and expunged from the 
Register, and that he be hereafter debarred 
from the privilege of registering his dogs.

In nearly all 
dogs of the Rowett strain Turner's imported 
Warrior figures, but there is, I take it, another 
Warrior, to wit: Hunt's, see A.K.R. Vol. 2, 
page 186, No. 1716. The liability to confusion 
in the future is more apparent when one ob- 
serves that the importers of both Warriors are 
from the same city, St. Louis, Mo.

So far so 
good, but what do I find when I buy the pup, a 
22-pounder like Helen, or a 38-pounder, like one 
I lately came across? Why would not the same 
rule work to advantage in the bull-terriers? 

You have the suggestion, is it new? is it in 
the interest of the A. K. R ? It costs you noth- 
ing, and to me seems of some value. S. R. H

[The one practical diflBculty in the way of in- 
sei*ting weights is that a large number of the 
A. K. R. entries are of puppies and unmatured 
dogs, and the insertion of their weights would 
only be misleading. Then again the very case of 
Obo— Critic illustrates another difficulty. Obo 
is shown as a cocker and Critic as a field spaniel 
because she is over 281bs. What shall we call 
the puppies? Time alone can determine which 
class they will eventually belong to. A similar 
difficulty has presented itself in the St. Bern- 
ards, through the interbreeding of the smooth 
and rough varieties, but we have decided to 
permit breeders to choose for themselves, as it 
is easier to say whether a puppy is rough or 
smooth than to determine such a thing as its 
ultimate weight.— Ep.]

M. P. McKoon. 

Fthe January Register we made a foot 
note to the pedigree of Mr. Tuck's Gipsey, 
by McKoon's Bozique out of owner's Yolande. 
to the effect that thepedigree of Bozique should 
be substantiated. The information given re- 
specting Bozique was suspiciously vague: but 
without stating so we asked that the pedigree 
be confirmed. This brought from Mr. McKoon 
a letter, in which he accused Mr. Tuck of in- 
competency, repeated what we already knew 
he claimed for Bozique, but gave no further 
particulars. To this we appended a statement 
of our position in the matter, and stated what 
we required to substantiate the pedigree. Mr. 
McKoon replied to this by an obscene and 
scurrilous effusion, in which he claimed to have 
further information respecting his do?, but de- 
clined to make it public. It is our opinion that 
Mr. McKoon has no further information re- 
specting Bozique, and pending the receipt of 
direct evidence, we shall take the liberty of be- 
lieving that the whole story regarding Bozique 
is a fabrication. We know Mr. McKoon pretty 
well by this time, and had inquiries instituted 
with a view of tracing this dog or his breeder. 
A letter addressed to Mr. McGowan, Edin- 
burgh, was opened and read by all of the Mr. 
McGowans known to the post office authori- 
ties of that city, but without finding the owner 
of Olyde or Glen, and the letter returned 
through the Dead Letter Office is now in our 
possession. Mr. McGowan's name is unknown 
to all the prominent exhibitors we have com- 
municated with, and a letter published in an 
English paper asking for information respect- 
ing him has so far failed to elicit a response. 
Mr. McKoon declines to assist our researches in 
any way by imparting information respecting 
the relatives of Mr. Robert K. Kamp, repre- 
sented as a mutual friend of his and Mr. Mc- 
Gowan's, and who is said to have brought 
Bozique to this country in the fall of 1882, and 
died a few months later. 

No reputable breeder will ever object to im- 
parting information respecting his dogs, but 
will do all he can to assist in investigating their 
pedigrees, and the obstacles thrown in our way 
by Mr. McKoon leads us to but one conclusion, 
that he has an object in foiling us. and that ob- 
ject the preventing our finding out that Bozique 
is not as represented by him. Such being our 
opinion, there is but one course open for us, 
and that is to decline the insertion of pedigrees 
of dogs bred in his kennels, placing him in the 
same category as Fred Grant, of Boston, and 
Dan Foster, of New York. 



Judicial Capacity Wanting. 

THE report of the committee of the Old Eng- 
lish Mastiff Club to their club on the 
Crown Prince case affords a useful and curious 
lesson of how apt committees are to wander 
from the right path when they undertake judi- 
cial functions, and particularly how esprit du 
corps will warp the right feelings of the most 
honest and honorable of men. The report is 
much too long to reproduce, and contains no 
features that have not been made known be- 
fore; but what we desire to direct attention to 
is the total misdirection of the inquiry by the 
committee. The original and only important 
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•object of the inquiry was whether Young Prince 
was or was not the sire of Crown Prince, but 
Mr. Hugh Dalziel incidentally introduced some 
matters which reflected on the integrity of 
Mr. Woohnore, who bred the litter, and is a 
member of the O. E. M. C. These outside 
■charges were disproved at the outset of the in- 
quiiyand Mr. Dalziel withdrew them, though 
Mr. Woohnore, in order to clear himself, was 
obliged to admit that he knew of Burnell hav- 
ing embezzled money he (Mr. Woohnore) had 
paid him. 

A careful analysis of the report shows that 
.seven-eighths of it is devoted to Mr. Woolmore 
and only one-eighth to the pregnant subject of 
the inquiry. The report was drawn by Dr. 
Sidney Turner, who was also the defender of 
the committee in the wordy war which took 
place in the Stock-Keeper, the letter signed 
^'A Member of the O. E. M. C. Committee" 
being from his pen. He is a gentleman of un- 
blemished character, and yet both he and his 
associates failed to recognize what their duties 
as judges called upon them to perform, and 
went grievously astray. 

The "Daniel* case is rather worse, for in it 
the rules of the Bristol show were very clearly 
uset at naught. One of the rules requires that 
a dog should have only a "plain" collar, while 
Daniel wore an ornamented one. Mr. Sheffield 
objected to Daniel on principle, but the com- 
mittee decided that only the letter of the rule 
had been violated, and allowed Daniel to take 
the prize. The rule is a foolish and obsolete 
one, but nevertheless it was a law, and as such 
the committee should have enforced it and 
then cancelled it. Mr. Harding Cox, whose 
wife owned Daniel, made the case conspicuous 
by his lording it over Mr. Sheffield and the 
committee in an offensive manner in the col- 
umns of the London Field, of which he is part 
proprietor. 

These oases, together with the protest against 
Meteor and Vanity, the mastiff puppy case and 
the more recent disqualification of Mr. Pierce, 
all tend to prove that there is a lamentable 
lack of judicial capacity on the part of many 
honorable gentlemen who have charge of dog 
shows, and it is high time we should have a 
clear-headed governing body. 



Toy Spaniel Club Scale. 

THE following scale of points for judging 
toy spaniels has been accepted by the Toy 
Spaniel Club: 

BLENHEIM, KINO CHARLES AND PRINCE CHARLES. 

.Head.— Should be well domed, and in good 
specimens is absolutely semi-globular— some- 
times even extending beyond the half circle 
and absolutely projecting over the eyes, so as 
nearly to meet the up-turned nose. 

Eyes.— The eyes are set wide apart, with eye- 
lids square to the line of the face— not oblique 
or fox-like. The eyes themselves are large, lus- 
trous and very dark in color, so as to be gener- 
ally considered black— t. e., their enormous 
pupils, which are absolutely of that color, in- 
creasing the description, from their large size 
there is almost always a certain amount of 
weeping shown at the inner angles. This is 
owing to a defect in the lachrymal duct. 

Stop.— The "stop," or hollow between the 
•eyes, is as well marked as in the bulldog, or 



even more so, some good specimens exhibiting 
a hollow deep enough to bury a small marble. 

Note,— The nose must be short and well 
turned up between the eyes, without any indi- 
cation of artificial displacement afforded by a 
deviation to either side The color of the end 
of the nose should be black, and it should be 
both deep and wide, with open nostrils. 

Jaw.— -The lower jaw must be wide between 
its branches, leaving plenty of space for the 
tongue, and for the attachment of the lower 
lips which should completely conceal the teeth. 
It should also be turned up or "finished" so as 
to allow of its meeting the end of the upper 
jaw, turned up in a similar way as above de- 
scribed. 

Ears— The ears must be long so as to ap- 
proach the ground. In an average-sized do* 
they measure 20 inches from tip to tip, and 
some reach more than 22 inches. They should 
be set low on the head and be heavily feath- 
ered In this respect the King Charles is ex- 
pected to exceed the Blenheim, and his ears 
occasionally extend to 24 inches. 

Shape.— In compactness of shape these span- 
iels almost rival the pug, but the length of the 
coat adds greatly to the apparent bulk, as the 
body when the coat is wetted looks small in 
comparison with that dog. Still it ought to be 
decidedly "cobby" with strong, stout legs, 
broad back and wide chest. The symmetry of 
the toy spaniel is of some importance, but it 
is seldom that there is any defect in this re- 
spect. 

Coat.— The coat should be long, soft, silky 
and wavy, but not curly. In the Blenheim there 
should be a profuse mane, extending well down 
in front of the chest. The feather should be 
well displayed on the ears and feet, where it is 
so long as to give the appearance of their being 
webbed. It is also carried well up the back of 
the legs. In the King Charles the feather on 
the ear is very long and profuse, exceeding 
that of the Blenheim by an mch or more. The 
feather on the tail (which is cut to the length of 
about three and a half to four inches) should 
be silky and from five to six inches long, con- 
stituting a marked "flag" of a square shape, 
and not carried above the level of the back. 

Color.— The color varies with the breed. The 
King Charles is a rich, glossy black and deep 
tan (without white), tan spots over the eyes and 
on the cheeks, and the usual markings (of tan) 
on the legs are also required. The Blenheim 
must on no account be whole-colored, but 
should have a ground of pure pearly white, 
with bright, rich chestnut or ruby red mark- 
ings evenly distributed in large patches. The 
ears and cheeks should be red, with a blaze of 
white extending from the nose up to the fore- 
head and ending between the ears in a cres- 
cent curve. In the center of this blaze there 
should be a clear "spot" of red of the size 
of a sixpence. The tri-color or black, white 
and tan, shall be known in future as the Prince 
Charles spaniel and should have the tan of the 
King Charles, with markings like the Blenheim 
in olack instead of red on a partly white 
ground. The ears and under the tail should be 
lined with tan. The Prince Charles has no 
' 'spot," that beauty mark being peculiarly the 
property of the Blenheim.

POINTS OF THE FOX-TERRIER. 

Following is the standard recommended by 
the Fox-Terrier Club: 

1. Head.— -The Skull should be flat and mod- 
erately narrow, and gradually decreasing in 
width to the eyes. Not much "stop" should 
bd apparent, but there should be more dip in 
the profile between the forehead and top jaw 
than is seen in the case of a greyhound. 

The Cheeks must not be full. 

The Ears should be V-shaped and small, of 
moderate thickness, and drooping forward 
-close to the cheek, not hanging by the side of 
the head like a foxhound's. 

The Jaw, upper and under, should be strong 
And muscular. Should be of fair punishing 
strength, but not so in any way to resemble the 
greyhound or modern English terrier. There 
should not be much falling away below the 
•eyes. This part of the head should, however, 
b8 moderately chiselled out, so as not to go 
down in a straight slope like a wedge. 

The Nose, toward which the muzzle must 
gradually taper, should be black. 

The Eyes and the rims should be dark in 
color, small and rather deep set, full of fire, life 
And intelligence; as nearly as possible circular 
in shape. 

The Teeth should be as nearly as possible 
level, i. e., the upper teeth on the outside of the 
lower teeth. 

2. Neck.— Should be clean and muscular, 
without throatiness, of fair length, and gradu- 
ally widening to the shoulders. 

3. Shoulders.— Should be long and sloping, 
well laid back, fine at the points, and clearly 
cut at the withers. 

Chest. — Deep and not broad. 

4. Back.— Should be short,straight and strong, 
with no appearance of slackness. 

Loin. — Should be powerful and very slightly 
arched. The fore-ribs should be moderately 
arched, the back ribs deep; and the dog should 
be well ribbed up. 

5. Hind Quarters.— Should be strong and 
muscular, quite free from droop or crouch; 
the thighs long and powerful; hocks near the 
ground, the dog standing well up on them like 
a foxhound, and not straight in the stifle. 

6. Stern.— Should be set on high, and carried 



Sily, but not over tbe back or curled. It 
ould be of good strength, anything approach- 
ing a "pipe-stopper" tail being especially ob- 
jectionable. 

7. Leg*. —Viewed in any direction must be 
straight, showing little or no appearance of 
ankle in front. They should be strong in bone 
throughout, short and straight in pastern. 
Both fore and hindlegs should be carried 
straight forward in traveling, the stifles not 
turning outward. The elbows should hang 
perpendicularly to the body, working free of 
the sides. 

Feet,— Should be round, compact and not 
large. The soles hard and tough. The toes 
moderately arched and turned neither in nor out. 

8. Coat.— Should be smooth, flat, but hard, 
dense and abundant. The belly ana under side 
of the thighs should not be bare. 

9. Color. -White should predominate ; brindle, 
red, or liver markings are objectionable. Other- 
wise this point is of little or no importance. 

10. Symmetry^size and character.— -The dog 
must present a generally gay, lively and active 
appearance; bone and strength in a small com- 
pass are essentials; but this must not be taken 
to mean that a fox-terrier should be cloggy, 
or in any way coarse— speed and endurance 
must be looked to as well as power, and the 
symmetry of the foxhound taken as a model, 
the terrier, like the hound, must on no account 
be leggy, nor must he be too short in the leg. 
He should stand like a cleverly made hunter, 
covering a lot of ground, yet with a short 
back, as before stated. He will then attain the 
highest degree of propelling power together 
with the greatest length of stride that is com- 
patible with the length of his body. Weight 
is not a certain criterion of a terrier's fitness tor 
his work— general shape, size and contour are 
the main points; and if a dog can gallop and 
stay, and follow his fox up a drain, it matters 
little what his weight is to a pound or so. 
Though, roughly speaking, it may be said that 
he should not scale over SOlbs. iu show condi- 
tion. 

WIRE-HATRED FOX-TERRIER. 

This variety of the breed should resemble the 
smooth sort in every respect except the coat, 
which should be broken. The harder and more 
wiry the texture of the coat is, the better. On 
no account should the dog look or feel woolly; 
and there should be no silky hair about the 
poll or elsewhere. The coat should not be too 
long, so as to give the dog a shaggy appearance: 
but at the same it should show a marked and 
distinct difference all over from the smooth 
species.

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The English Mastiff.

Part V.-Early History. 

Fwill be seen that the legitimate usee of the 
mastiff among the BritODs were to defend 
their homes and property, and also to assist in 
driving the semi-domesticated cattle, while in 
times of war they afforded a guard for the 
women and chariots. The Romans fought ani- 
mals in their amphitheaters, and from their 
savage fondness for such sights as gladiatorial 
shows and pitting animals against each other 
in all probability arose the introduction of 
baiting animals with dogs in England. The 
antiquity of such sport is shown in Pliny's ac- 
count of the Albanian dog that successfully 
baited the boar, lion and elephant before Alex- 
ander the Great some 800 years B. C. Baiting 
wild animals seems to have been a very fascin- 
ating spectacle to the Romans, and according 
to Funy the bear was transported to and pub- 
licly baited in Italy, and Claudian mentions 
the aptitude of the British Pugnaces. Accord- 
ing to Claudian and Martial, the forest of 
Britain produced a quantity of bears, and these 
continued in the North of England to the Con- 
quest. In the time of Edward the Confessor 
the town of Norwich was bound to furnish an- 
nually to th9 King "one bear and six dogs for 
baiting it." Such dogs were termed bear dogs 
(CanU ursarius), an old name for the mastiff. 

In some of the early constitutions of the 
Welsh princes, it is stated of the wild animals 
that are hunted only three are lawful for bait- 
ing, of which the bear is one. Chaucer men- 
tions that the Alan was good for baiting either 
the bear or lion. The mastiff was used to bait 
the bear principally, but at times even the 
horse and ass suffered, the latter animal fur- 
nishing a spirited combat. Strutt gives an 
illustration of a horse banded by the neck to a 
tree, being baited by two large dogs, which 
were evidently quite as large as and not unlike 
our mastiffs in body, but the drawing is in- 
different: one of the dogs has pinned the 
horse by the nose. This illustration is from 
MS. in the Royal Library. Stow states that 
baiting the bear, bull or horse in the open 
streets of London was prohibited. According 
to tradition the bull baiting took its rise in the 
reign of King John. William, Earl of Warren, 
standing upon his castle walls in Stamford, 
noticed two bulls fighting, and the owner of 
one of them, a butcher in the town, set "a great 
mastiff dog" upon his own bull, which forced 
it into the town, and the Earl, who was so 
pleased with the sport and tumult that ensued, 
that he gave the aftermath forever for grazing 
to the butchers of the town, on condition that 
they furnished annually a bull-running. 

It is mentioned by Caius and other old writ- 
ers that Henry IL ordered a mastiff to be hung 
because he had singly coped with and over- 
came the king of beasts. With the Tudors 
bear baiting became a royal sport, and assumed 
recognized rules for what was considered 
sportsmanlike treatment toward both bear and 
mastiff, and the following was as near as pos- 
sible the manner of procedure: A stump of 
wood was sunk level with the ground, into 
which was fastened a ring, to which the un- 
fortunate bear was made secure with . a long 
chain or rope; the bear was then unmuzzled. 



Several b«ar wardens were in attendance, and 
the mastiffs were fastened around at a con- 
venient distance out of reach. Then either 
one or two, generally the latter, were slipped 
without any collar, and if well trained went 
straight at the bear, trying to knock him back- 
ward with the rush, and fastening on to his 
throat, pin him down and worry him, keeping 
out of reach of his powerful claws and more 
terrible hug. One good, determined mastiff 
has before now proved a match for a bear, but 
in the usual way tne latter generally managed 
to disable one, or perhaps both of his assail- 
ants. Still Caius states that three mastiffs 
were more than a match for a bear and four 
for a lion. 

In R. Pierson's "Antfbossicon" published in 
1521, there are several bear-baiting scenes, 
which were introduced as a kind of caricature 
on the assailants, as Berjeau (who gives a plate 
of one, No. S3, in his work) explains, the bear 
being assailed by a greater number of mastiffs 
than was considered fair. The dogs are roughly 
drawn, yet their general characteristics are 
vast size, being nearly as large as the bear, 
their heads are large and short, with blunt 
muzzles, bodies short and stout, sterns short 
but not docked, ears cropped, wnich it shows 
was the fashion in 1521. The bear is banded 
with a rope to a stump in the ground. Lane- 
ham, writing about 1575 of bear-baiting per- 
formed before Elizabeth (which was a sport 
the masculine queen was greatly addicted to) 
says thirteen bears were provided for this oc- 
casion and were baited by "a great sort of 
bandog." This mention of a great sort of ban- 
dog is important, as it not only shows the cor- 
rectness of Caius's writing, but proves that up 
to 1575 bandog was a recognized name for the 
mastiff. From Caius we learn that the Eng- 
lish trained their mastiffs for' baiting the bull 
and bear, and that two were sufficient to 
master a bull at the utmost, and that the 
mastiffs wore no collars to protect their throats 
when baiting the bear. Shakespeare says in 
"Henry VI.." Scene 1, "Oft have I seen a hot 
swelling cur run back and hide because he was 
withheld. Who being suffered with the bear's 
fell paw. hath clapp'd his tail between his legs 
and cry'd." And again in "Merry Wives of 
Windsor," Act L, Scene 1, "Why do your dogs 
back so? Be there bears in the town? 1 ' and the 
following : "I have seen Sackerson loose twenty 
times and have taken him by the chain." 
According to Malone, Sackerson or Sacarson 
was the name of a noted bear in Shakespeare's 
time, baited at Paris Gardens. Vide Sir John 
Davis's Old Book of Epigrams: "Publius, a 
student of the laws, to the Paris Garden doth 
himself withdraw, leaving old Playden Dyer 
and Broke alone, to see old Harry Hunkes and 
Sacarson." Paris Garden was a great resort 
for bear baiting, and, among other writers, 
the satirist Bishop Hall wrote, "Much better 
than a Paris Garden bear." Historical accounts 
exist of numerous bear baitings that took 
place during Elizabeth's reign, and it is very 
possible that Shakespeare himself witnessed 
the splendid regal bear baitings at Kenilworth 
in 1575, of which Sir Walter Scott gives a most 
graphic account in the 17th chapter of his 
novel "Kenilworth " Such were the powers 
and activity of the mastiff in Elizabeth's reign, 
that in 1572. when Lord Backhurst was Amr 
bassador at the Court of Charles IX. of France,. 
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lie owned a mastiff which alone and unassisted 
baited successfully a bear, a leopard and a lion, 
and pulled them all down. And this is not a 
single instance. In the "Miscellanea Curiosa," 
published in 1723, it is mentioned that Conrad 
had a man hung for watching him baiting a 
bear with a single mastiff. 

Stow relates by an experiment or baiting 
made before James I., a lion was found an 
equal match for three mastiffs. The dogs were 
let loose one at a time. The two first were dis- 
abled by the conflict and died of their wounds, 
but the third, although severely torn, held on 
for some time to the lion's lip, and when obliged 
to quit bis hold, the lion, greatly exhausted, 
sought safety by flight, and leaping over the 
dogs, made off into his den. The dog recovered 
of his injuries and was taken care of by Prince 
Henry, but this was not the same animal as the 
fine mastiff introduced by Vandyke into his 
pictures of the children of Charles I., and of 
Killigrew, although some writers nave confused 
the two. In Stephano della Bella's etchings, 
made about 1642, is figured a mastiff on top of 
a bear, having thrown it on its back: the mas- 
tiff is nearly as large as the bear, has a vast 
head, short, blunt muzzle, short, stout limbs 
and massive body, with small ears and short 
stern. Strutt gives the following particulars 
of baiting in Queen Anne's reign. It is taken 
from an advertisement in a collection of bills, 
etc., in Harl Library No 15, and runs: "At a 
bear baiting at Hockley,in the Hole near Clerke- 
well green this present Monday. There are 
two bear dogs to jump three jumps apiece at 
the bear, which jumps higher for ten shillings 
to be spent, also a variety of bull and bear bait- 
ing, etc." Gay, who wrote his fables for the 
young Duke of Cumberland about 1725. in the 
XXXIV. fable of "The Mastiffs," mentions 
Hockley Hole and Marybone, both celebrated 
bear gardens, the former near the more modern 
Ray street, and in the Beggar's opera, Mrs. 
Peachem says: "You must go to Hockley Hole 
and Marybone, child, to see valour." 

Strutt mentions that asses were also baited 
at times, and he further adds, probably the 
poor beasts did not afford sufficient sport in 
the tormenting. This, however, shows some- 
what lack of knowledge on the part of Strutt, 
as the French have baited the ass until quite 
recent times, and the animal affords excellent 
sport, an example of which was exhibited in a 
fight between a mastiff and ass, both the prop- 
erty of Mr. Waddington, of Blackburn, an ac- 
count of which appeared in the weekly papers 
Nov. 8, 1879. The donkey was a fine young 
one, and was grazing in the field, when the 
mastiff rushed at it m a furious manner and 
fastened on to its nose. The donkey did not 
decline the combat, but, shaking the dog off, 
it bit it about the head and shoulders, tram- 
pled and struck it with its forefeet. The dog 
again seized the donkey, and all efforts to sep- 
arate them were of no avail. The dog repeat- 
edly fastened on the ass's nose, and blood flowed 
profusely from both animals, and at the end pf 
half an hour's fighting the owner appeared on 
the scene, and fresh attempts were made to 
part them, without success. The owner there- 
upon decided to have the dog shot, as it had by 
that time fastened with a firm hold on the 
donkey's nose. A gun was procured, the ser- 
vices of a good shot obtained, but so savage 



was the fight that it was difficult to shoot one 
animal without killing the other also. At last 
aim was taken and a bullet put into the dog's 
head, and it dropped to the ground. When 
the smoke cleared away the dog was dead, 
but the donkey had returned to the charge, 
kicking, biting and trampling on the dead dog, 
and was at last driven off with great difficulty. 
That a good active mastiff can hold its own 
against a bear was proved at Southoneram near 
Halifax. A mastiff bitch (belonging to Mr. 
Thompson, the grandfather of the late J. W. 
Thompson, breeder of Cantley's Quaker and 
Bill George's Tiger) was chained in the yard, 
when a man traveling with a large and savage 
bear, came to the house and sneeringfy 
offered to let the bitch have a go at it for a 
shilling. The bear was unmuzzled, and no 
sooner was the dog loosed than she went 
straight at it, knocked it over and nearly 
worried it straight off before she could be 
choked off, the showman crying out that he 
should be ruined by the brute of a dog. This 
bitch was the ancestress of Mr. Waddington's 
dog, and also of my Dreadnaught, perhaps the 
highest- couraged, nardest, most muscular and 
active mastiff that has been bred of late years. 
From these particulars on baiting with the 
mastiff may be gathered some idea of the 
number of them that were kept— their courage, 
strength, size and activity— but as well as lor 
baiting purposes they were used as watchdogs 
for mansions, also to guard woodyards, bleach- 
ing grounds and rabbit warrens up to the last 
50 years. 

Dogs Property in Minnesota. 

A LAW has recently been passed in Minne- 
sota by which dogs are declared to be 
personal property. The act is as follows: "An 
act declaring dogs to be personal property. 
Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Minnesota: Section 1. All dogs owned or 
kept by any person for domestic or personal 
use, or for pleasure, are hereby declared to be 
personal property within the purview and 
meaning of the criminal laws of this State, and 
the laws of this State relating to larceny and 
malicious mischief or injury, shall be con 
strued to embrace and apply to said animals. 
Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from- and after its passage. Approved 
March 2, 1885." • FF

Mrs. Fos- 
ter did tell us, when we saw her at Bradford 
last fall, how many prizes Hero had won, and 
we think we remember the figures, but they 
are so enormous that we dare not risk trusting 



to memory. Bradford Hero's prices were not 
all country show winnings, but at the Alexan- 
dra Palace, Birmingham, Crystal Palace, Dar- 
lington, York, and such prominent shows Mrs. 
Foster's crack repeatedly defeated all comers. 



Investigating Pedigrees. 

Editor American Kennel Register: 

I would suggest to any one who may wish to 
trace pedigrees of dogs imported from England 
that, although the process may be slow, it is by 
no means a hopeless task. I bought my Gipeey 
through a shopkeeper in Darlington, who could 
not get her pedigree. I got the name of Mr. 
Tom B. Swinburne as a doggy man in Darling- 
ton, and wrote him about it. He traced her 
from Darlington to an auctioneer at Hartepool, 
who got her from a ship, captain at Whitby, 
who got her from Scarbro as one of Mr. Cur- 
tis's breeding {there it ended. Rather unprom- 
ising so tar. When so well-posted a doggy man 
as **Billy" Graham had never heard of a Curtis 
as an exhibitor, and could not find such a name 
in the "Fanciers' List," it looked still worse. 
Then I went back to earlier exhibitors, and in 
Mr. M. B. Wynn found the man I wanted, who 
gave me Mr. Curtis's address. I wrote Mr. 
Curtis, and the chain of the ship captain of 
Whitby and auctioneer of Hartepool enabled 
him to identify her. 

The best course te pursue is to get the name 
of some doggy man in the place the dog is said 
to have come from. This can easily be ob- 
tained from the English Stud Book, or the 
reports of shows in the English papers, or I 
suppose you, Mr. Editor, can and will supply a 
name. Write this party, giving all the infor- 
mation you can collect, and you will be very 
apt to get a start. Perhaps only a reference to 
somebody else, but keep on and you will be 
very likely to get it at last. However, this all 
depends on the honesty of the information you 
get as a starting point. If that is spurious your 
case is nearly hopeless. It is very important 
to get hold of a specialist in the breed you are 
dealing with. If you are looking up a mastiff 
pedigree write Mr. M. B. Wynn, and if he does 
not trace it give it up as a bad case.

Questionable Collie Pedigrees. 

IN reply to the statements made under the 
above head by Mr. Martin Dennis in the 
March number of the Register, we have re- 
ceived a reply from Mr. A. R. Kyle, of Grace 
Point, Mien. We cannot print the letter ex- 
actly as it is written, Mr. Kyle having over- 
looked the very important fact that calhng Mr. 
Dennis hard names will not substantiate a 
questionable pedigree. 

With reference to Juno II, Mr. Kyle says: 
4 *I never wrote Mr. Dennis that my pup died, 
but that 1 had no other hopes but that it would 
die. Afterward I bought another of him, and 
the bitch recovered. " 

The charge of false entry of Juno II., and 
that she was sold to Mr. Aitken, is answered as 
follows: "I never sold a dog or bitch to Mr. 
Aitken in my life. I left the bitch with him to 
be served by Fritz, his young dog. I never 
authorized him to enter ner at the New York 
show, but he did without my being there. I 
was here in Michigan at the time, and he kept 
the bitch and did not let me know until after 
she had her pups. He wrote me then, and all 
I got was one pup out of six, now named Rob 
Roy McGregor.'* 

The charge made by Mr. Dennis that the ped- 
igrees of Sweep and Drive are "very fishy" and 
appropriated from the written pedigree of Juno 
II., Mr. Kyle answers by saying, Tt Both these 
dogs were imported by me. I know the pedi- 
grees of both Sweep and Drive are dorrect." 

The case is one which seems to us to be easy 
bo dispose of. So far as Juno II. is concerned,, 
the absence of Mr. Kyle in Michigan, while Mr. 
Aitken made the entry of the bitch at New 
York under a wrong pedigree, and Mr. Kyle's 
subsequently registering the bitch correctly 
when he got her in his possession, does not 
show any fraud on his part. Mr. Aitken we do 
not know, but if, as Mr. Kyle charges, he 
entered the bitch in his name without author- 
ity, he would doubtless back it up by saying he 
had bought the bitch and the pedigree was 
probably made up from memory. We do not 
see that Mr. Kyle was gaining anything by 
misrepresentation about this bitch. If he was 
to get another pup if she had died, and did so 
get the second pup to replace the one Mr. Den- 
nis says he represented as being lost, then we 
could'understand it. Both Mr. Dennis and Mr. 
Kyle, however, say the second pup was bought; 
such being the case, the question as to whether 
Mr. Kyle said a very sick pup was dead when it 
was given up as hopeless is not a material point 
at issue. Pending a contradiction relative to 
the Aitken story as given by Mr. Kyle, we most 
exonerate Mr. Kyle from any misrepresentation 
regarding this bitch. 

On the other hand, Mr. Kyle is not explicit 
enough respecting Sweep and Drive. It is ne- 
cessary that we should have the following infor- 
mation regarding each of these dogs: When 
imported, how imported, who purchased from, 
and the original letters containing the pedigrees. 
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The English Mastiff.

Part VI. 

FPart V. I instanced cases of the frequent 
use that the mastiff was kept, bred for and 
put to, namely bear-baiting, during the reigns 
of the Tudors until the times of the Stuarts 
and after, and in this part I propose tracing the 
breed down to 1800. There is a capital descrip- 
tion of the mastiff in Flemming's translation of 
Cairo's 'Treatise on Dogs," written about 1550. 
for the use of the famous naturalist Conrad 
Gesner. The description runs as follows: ' 'Of 
the mastiff or bandogge. called in Latin Villa- 
ticus or Cathenarius, tnis kind of dog is vast 
and therefore bat of little swiftness. * * * 
Our Englishmen assist nature with art, use and 
custom, for they teach their dogs to bait the 
bear," etc. Further on he speaks of the mas- 
tiff for drawing water, saying, "And these be 
of the greater and weightier sort, drawing 
water out of wells and deep pits by a wheel 
which they turn round about by the moving of 
their hardenous bodies. This kind of dog is 
called also the pack or baggage dog, because 
with marvelous patience they bear big pack- 
ages filled with tinker's tools, etc. Besides the 
qualities already recounted, this kind of dog 
hath this principal property ingraften in them 
that they love ther* masters liberally, and hate 
strangers dispitefully, wherefore to their mas- 
ters when travelling they are a singular safe- 
guard, defending them forcibly from the inva- 
sion of villians and theeves, etc." I will warn 
my readers that I have had somewhat to con- 
dense and modernize the language, but the book 
itself should be in the library of every dog 
fancier, being very reasonable m price. 

However, from the mention of the vast heavy 
body, it is palpable that Caius was writing of 
the breed we now term the mastiff, and from 
his mention that "the greater and weightier 
sort were used for water drawers," that both 
the bulldog and mastiff were termed mastiff or 
bandog, and only distinguished by the words 
greater or weightier sort, which throws light 
on Laneham's statement, written about 1575. 
that the bears were baited by "a great sort of 
bandog" (vide Nicholls Progress, Vol I., p. 249). 
Caius gives a supplement explaining the mean- 
ing of the various names of dogs. Under the 
mastiff or bandog section he states that the 
name mastiffs originated from the fatness of 
the dog's body, giving the word sagtna (a well 
fed or conditioned animal) as the Latin equiva- 
lent for mastiff, saying this kind of dog, which 
is usually tied, is mighty gross and fat fed. I 
may say the word sagina does not necessarily 
imply mere obesity, as Pliny, Tacitus and Pro- 
pertius make use of the word in connection 
with the food and feeding of gladiators, for 
gladiators used to take large quantities of 
strengthening food, and it may be instanced, 
as an example of vast size, combined with great 
courage, strength and lasting power that, it 
has been recorded of the late Col. Frederick 
Burnaby (of "Ride to Khiva" fame), a typical 
Englishman, that he was Homeric in his eating 
and could dispose of two or three pounds of 
meat at a sitting* and this recalls Shakespeare's 
words, "Quit, quit, and the men do sympathize 
with the mastiffs in robustuous and rough 
coming on, and then give them great meals of 
beef, they will eat like wolves and fight like 



devils." This may at first seem somewhat 
digressing from my subject, but it is not so, a» 
it not only shows now the mastiff should be fed 
but how thev were fed in the days when pluck: 
and strength formed the ideal standard they 
were bred to. The modern biscuit-puffed-up, 
flabby-muscled mastiff is no longer the glad- 
iatorial animal of the sixteenth century. 

In his mention of the Aquarius, or dogs used 
for drawing water, Caius speaks of the Cants 
urcanus, stating it is the offspring of bandog 
and bear; but other writers have used the word 
urcanus or bear dog, to define the true English 
mastiff, and it is plainly only a credulous ac- 
ceptance on the part of Caius, admitting the 
reported ursine connection, and this urcanus is 
but another instance of the endeavor to dis- 
tinguish the larger bandog of true mastiff. By 
some Caius has been set down as merely a 
credulous canine biosraphist, but having 
studied his work oarefuTly , I consider it is won- 
derfully accurate considering the age it was 



Latin, will not find the work so compli 
and obscure as some writers have stated, al- 
though to understand a work of the sort cor- 
rectly, a writer should have some slight knowl- 
edge of coeval and preceding authors. Flem- 
ming spells some of the Latin words very 
queerly, but that is not half so bad or am using 
as the transcriptive error that Mr. Vero Shaw 
made or let pass in his "Book of the Dog," 
Part I., page 8, when quoting from Caius, viz. : 
•' Cants viUaticus or Carbenarius." When first 
I read this, not having seen Flemming's trans- 
lation, I judged this Carbenarius might have 
connection with Carbonarius of or belonging 
to coal, having some reference to a coal-yard 
dog. I am amused and somewhat surprised 
that an author with a B. A. should have al- 
lowed such an error to pass. 

At Castle Howard, the seat of the Earl of 
Carlisle, there is a painting by Titian (who died 
1576) of a mastiff and some cats. This picture 
would seem to be painted some years previous. 
In style and character the dog resembles more 
the old Alpine or Asiatic, than the modern Eng- 
lish mastiff, having a still more massive frame 
and larger limbs. The color is a rich red fawn, 
with white blaze up the face and white on the 
forelegs. At Detchley , in Oxfordshire, the seat- 
of Viscount Dillon, there is a painting by John- 
son of Kir Henry Lee and a mastiff that saved 
his life. This painting, which was made pre- 
vious to 1600 and during Elizabeth's reign, is the 
subject of one of the many pleasing anecdotes 
of the fidelity, sagacity and courage of the 
mastiff, being briefly: While Sir Henry Lee 
was traveling on the Continent, one night his 
mastiff persisted in coming into his bedroom. 
The dog had never done so before and was 
turned out twice, but the third time he forced 
his way in ; his owner, partly to indulge the 
animal, fortunately allowed him to remain. In 
the middle of the mght Sir Henry was awakened 
by a low growl from the dog, and he perceived 
th&door of his room to be opening cautiously 
and a figure stole in with a naked dagger in 
hand, and was coming toward the bed when 
the mastiff sprang out from underneath and 
laid the would-be assassin low. It proved to- 
be Sir Henry's own valet, who confessed he 
had come into the room witn the intention of 
murdering and robbing his master, and it was- 
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due to the dog alone that the crime was frus- 
trated. This true incident formed the theme 
for the pretty tale of St. Sebastian, a work of 
Action, by Miss Porter, if I remember rightly. 
However, to resume our history, Sir Henry 
brought the dog home with him and had a col- 
lar made for it, on which was the motto "More 
faithful than Xayored." In the picture the 
head and neck are ail of the dog introduced, 
.and on the collar may be read «he words "More 
faithful." Judging from the head, the dog 
.seems to have been a large, fierce-looking ani- 
mal. The ears are rather short, in color he 
seems to have been a red fawn, with black ears 
and muzzle, with white on the face. Viscount 
Dillon kindJy wrote informing me that the pic- 
ture was photographed in 1855, but he knew of 
no exact engraving from it. 

Paintings of this description prove beyond 
.any dispute the size and general type or the 
mastiff about 1600. We have seen how James 
L, with his usual curiosity, tried the mastiff 
against the lion, and it was his son, Prince 
Henry of Wales, who is reputed to have said 
<of the dog, "He that had fought with the king 
-of beasts should never fight a meaner creature." 
This royal lion-baiting must have taken place 
between 1608 and 1605, in which latter year 
Stowe, who records it, died, and as Prince 
Henry lived until 1612, he it was who was 
Prince of Wales at the time. I have given the 
•exact dates as near as possible, as a well-known 
modern writer on the mastiff has stated that 
it was Charles I. who made the aforesaid 
speech, but as Charles was only born in 1600 
he could only have been a child of some four 
years old, at the outside, at the time— but of 
this misstatement more in its place. In 1621, 
about. James I. prohibited bear-baiting on Sun- 
days in his "Book of Sports." The year 1625 
brought Charles I. to the throne. Like his 
father and brother he was a good sportsman 
and fond of dogs. We find him advertising 
through the press for "a bob-tailed, cropped- 
eared black mastiff" which had strayed from 
the royal kennel. Owing to Charles's patron- 
age of the fine arts he has bequeathed to us 
some historical proofs of the type of the mastiff 
in his reign. 

About 1640 Vandyke made a painting of the 
children of Charles I. with a large mastiff dog 
in their center. From the children's stature it 
is easy to discern at once that the dog was of 
vast size. He was also of the deep red fawn 
with the usual white on face and legs; his ears 
were cropped somewhat roughly and not so 
■close as in most instances; the headis somewhat 
long. This dog appears to have been a court 
favorite, as there is another portrait of its head 
introduced by Vandyke by the side of Kille- 
grew. This picture Is in the possession of Lord 
Leconsfleld at Petworth House, Sussex, and the 
Duke of St. Albans has a similar one also by 
Vandyke. I have some photos of the latter 
taken from a very fair copy made from the 
original by Lieut. -CoL Gamier, R. E., who, 
writing to the Field newspaper under the nom 
de plume of "The Breeder of Governor's Sire," 
fell into the error of regarding this 
dog painted by. Vandyke as the one 
that successfully coped with the lion be- 
fore James L, as mentioned by Stowe. The 
incorrectness of this is patent and displays 
great carelessness. A period of some tmrty- 
nve years at least must nave separated the two 



dogs, and I am unaware that there is any his- 
torical mention of the latter animal. The same 
writer repeats this historical bungle in writing 
in the Field of Dec. 11, 1875, page 666. 

From the foregoing pictures we see it was 
the custom to crop the ears and shorten the 
tail of the mastiff in Charles I-'s day, which 
fashion remained up to 1885— at least Squire Wa- 
terton's (the naturalist) Tiger and Mr. Lukey's 
first mastiff Duchess being thus mutilated. It 
will also be noted that fawn, with the usual 
white face and legs, also black, were mastiff 
coloi*«bout 1600. In the Glasgow Corporation 
Galleries of Art is a painting entitled: "Horse 
Shoeing," by P. Wotrmman, who died in 1668. 
The mastiff introduced in tms picture has a 
noble head and the usual white paws. Pennant, 
in the preface of his "Synopsis." states that at 
Ray's date (about 1700) natural history was 
only beginning to dawn in Britain. All honor 
is therefore due to the blacksmith's son, as 
through his zoological writings he laid the 
foundation of the classification of the animal 
kingdom. Ray uses the word "mastivus" for the 
mastiff. The mastiff is frequently mentioned 
by writers soon after that date, as example 
Washington Irving in "The Life of Wesley's 
Mother/ 1 Fenimore Cooper in "The Pioneers," 
Smollett in his "Roderic Random," describing 
the siege of Carthagena. The introduction of 
the St. Bernard and Newfoundland helped 
considerably to banish the old English mastiff 
from our country houses. The great Linnaeus, 
writing about 1740, terms the mastiff Cants 
molossus. also Cants anglicus. It is worthy of 
remark that Linnaeus had visited England, and 
thus had excellent opportunity of examining 
the breed for himself, while his predecessor, 
Gesner, had to depend on Dr. Caius for infor- 
mation.

Secondly, the 
reporter and the judge are gentlemen well known to 
one another, and the former knows as well as we do 
that the j udge is far removed from even the very faint- 
est; suspicion, and however much they may disagree- 
on the merits of certain dogs, such an idea as you sug- 
gest is out of the question. Possibly if we had been 
there we should have disagreed with both, but you 
have no right to suppose that if we said so it was 
tantamount to saying that they were dishonest, or 
vice versa. If you wish to believe all that your 
friends tell you about your dog, never read a report 
of a show, but if you will do so, remember it is only 
the good dogs the reporter pays attention to.

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Great Danes vs. German Mastiffs. 

Editor American Kennel Register: 

I DOtice that Mr. J. L. Wincbell has registered 
a Great Dane. As this is the first dog of the 
breed, but promises to be followed by a good 
many more, in view of the rapidly increasing 
"popularity of the breed in England and Ger- 
many, I desire to call your attention to the 
error of registering it as a "Great Dane."* While 
in England the breed is still to a large extent 
known under that name, in Germany, its home, 
all reputable breeders and kennel clubs have 
combined to abolish the different provincial 
names, and the breed is now known as German 
mastiff. As this is eminently proper and the 
name of Great Dane is misleading, and as our 
English friends are slowly adopting the Ger- 
man name, I only think it advisable to start 
right in order to avoid confusion afterward. 
As authority for what I say I refer among 
others to Vero Shaw's "Book of the Dog."

The English Mastiff. 

BY M. B. WYNN. 

Part VII. 

IN 1750, the eminent naturalist and antiqua- 
rian, Thos. Pennant, published his "British 
Zoology,' 7 in which he mentions the mastiff. In 
treating on this breed he says: "Very strong 
and thick, a British kind" Here we se$ refer- 
ence again to the original idea, which caused 
the breed to be termed the massive or mastiff. 
Thomas Bewick has left numerous woodcuts of 
the English mastiff from 1780 to 1810. He rep- 
resents the breed with and withont cropped 
ears. The best woodcut of the mastiff by 
Bewick I have met with is in his "Beauties of 
Natural History," published between 1780 and 
1790. In it the mastiff is depicted with a very 
broad skull, short muzzle, with very pendulous 
lips, small ears, long, low body, being longer 
and lower in proportion than in any of Be- 



wick's subsequent woodcuts. This, like nearly 
every specimen of the mastiff depicted by 
Bewick, has white on the face, neck, rite, 
flanks, legs and stern. This amount of white 
in all the mastiffs of that and preceding date 
may have been due to the white starp of 
Alan blood, but more probably to a great ex- 
tent to the amount of inbreeding then prac- 
ticed. The age of railways and railway ideas 
had not commenced, and all animals were 
much more localized, thus we see in most at 
the old English breeds of dogs and cattle a 
great amount of white. Forced in-and-in 
breeding in consequence of localization has 
ceased. Railways, shows and the intellect of 
breeders have broken down the barriers of en- 
vironment, and the ill effects of consanguinity, 
stagnation and degeneracy through want, of 
change of locality have disappeared, and with 
them much of those marked peculiarities of 
family feature, which caused local breeds, 
amounting almost at times to sub-varieties. 
Scientific experiment in breeding shows that 
where in-and-in breeding is pursued, whether 
intentional or compulsory, after a time albino- 
ism will set in, white markings will appear, 
which will be succeeded by colorless or white 
specimens if the inbreeding is continued. It 
was owing to inbreeding on account of localiz- 
ation that the uniform white markings were 
stamped so indelibly in the Hereford cattle, 
and much of the white markings in the mastiff 
arose from the same cause, I expect. 

In all Bewick's mastiffs the stern is turned 
over the back more or less, a point common to 
the breed up to that date more or less. The 
heads are in every case broad, muzzles short 
and blunt, and stop well defined. A short list 
of a few of the figures of the mastiff by Bewick 
may be acceptable. The earliest I have been 
able to discover is in the "Beauties of Natural 
History" (1780 to 1T90) ; "The Mastiff and Thief," 
select fables (1784); the mastiff in "History of 
Quadrupeds" (17&0); tailpiece to the "Wood- 
lark" in "Land Birds" (1797); fighting mastiffs, 
two positions, and mastiff with boy on back in 
tailpiece to 4 'History of Quadrupeds" (1790) . The 
latter shows what a powerful, large dog the 
mastiff was that Bewick drew from, if we 
compare the relative size of the mastiff with 
the boy, who appears some ten years of age at 
least by his dress, form and action. The 1792 
edition of the Enc. Britannica contains a cut of 
the mastiff by Bewick, but this edition is very 
scarce and the dog is precisely the same as that 
figured in Bewick's "Quadrupeds." The 1797 
edition of the Enc. Britannica contains a cut of 
the mastiff (plate 118) drawn by A. Bell and 
engraved by W al. This dog has considerably 
less of the true mastiff character and marra 
the decline of the breed, which commenced 
about 1750 to 1800. The dog shows more of the 
hound type; the limbs, however, are very mas- 
sive, but the drawing is inferior to that of 
Bewick, thehindlegs being very badly depicted. 
The dog has, however, the characteristic white 
on face, neck, breast, flank and legs, and tip of 
stern. Bewick ends his article on the Bandog 
by saying, "The generality of dogs distin- 
guished by that name seem to be compounded 
of the bulldog, Danish mastiff, t. e.. the Great 
Dane or boarnound, and the Bandog." This 
shows that, while Bewick recognized the term 
Bandog to mean the mastiff, the generality of 
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mastiff watchdogs of his day had been very 
much crossed, mongrelized and debased in 
type. 

Cuvier, writing about 1800, rightly classes the 
TCnglish mastiff among the Dogues, the chief 
features of which are, he says, "Shortness of 
top jaw, projection of lower jaw beyond the 
upper, causing the teeth to be undershot, 
height of forehead, depth and breadth of stop, 
general width and shortness and massiveness 
of head, limbs short and stout and body robust. " 
Cuvier rightly arranges the dog in groups by 
the shape of the head and length of the jaw. 
And if people breeding dogs or assuming to 
judge other people's animals would only avail 
themselves of the labors of naturalists like 
Cuvier, sooner than following their own 
ignorant fancies, anxious to assist their friends 
and personal likes and dislikes, and above all, 
the vulgar error of partiality for overgrown 
specimens and gigantic size, we should see the 
true type more common, and dogs more sym- 
metrical and generally better and more 
uniformly judged. As it is, some pig-headed 
old fellow, who happens to have bred a few 
dogs in his younger days, which he fancies he 
never saw the equal of since, sets up as a judge, 
and at other people's expense airs his ignorance 
of natural history and canine type, but at the 
same time clearly exhibits his own unamiable 
stubborn self-opinion, ever present with 
defective education or knowledge of the sub- 
ject in question. 

John Bignall's work, "Letters on Natural 
History" (1810) has a woodcut of a mastiff of 
the true old type; he is fastened to a kennel on 
a sea wharf. This dog shows the true short 
head, blunt muzzle and deep or pendulous lips; 
he has also the white blaze up the face. The 
ears are cropped. From this date there are 
numerous pictures of the mastiff in various 
works, some showing the true type, others very 
plainly crosses with the St. Bernard, hound or 
boarhound, and it remains only to notice a few 
of the most typical or those which are portraits 
of the ancestors of our present mastiffs, as we 
proceed according to the date of their appear- 
ance. Our present race of mastiffs trace 
their ancestry back to between 1800 and 1815, 
and their history is most easily comprehended 
by tracing that of our most noted mastiff 
breeders, their systems and successes. 

About 1800, Mr. Thompson, Commissioner 
of St. Anns Chapel, in le Briers, Yorkshire, 

§ reduced some fine mastiffs which he used to 
efend his home and rabbit warren ; he had 
been a mastiff breeder and fancier for many 
years previous to that date, but left no record 
of his dogs, and all that is kuown of them is 
due to what his grandson, the late James Wig- 
gle worth Thompson, also of St. Anns, could 



remember or elicit from the old servants of his 
grandfather and old people living around. But 
the stories of their courage, affection and sensi- 
bility, although they exemplify the generous 
nature of the breed, would occupy too much 
space to recount. Among the mastiffs owned 
by Commissioner Thompson about 1800 that 
left descendants, was Sal, a vast jet black 
bitch, with white blaze up the face and white 
paws. She had a remarkably fine coat, was 
very broad and muscular, and her head was 
very. short and massive ;she was considered 
the best specimen Mr. Thompson then pos- 



sessed. A son of hers, sire unrecorded, went to 
the Wynns of Nostol Priory. He was a fawn 
dog named Lion, and lived to a good age, and 
sired Sir Geo. Armitage's Duchess alias Venus, 
a daughter of Venus, the property of Henry 
Crabtree, then game keeper to Sir £. Dods- 
worth. Another of Thompson's mastiffs was 
Rose, a fine brindle bitch which Mr. Thompson 

?urchased 1814 from some canal boatmen, 
heir story was that she ran after the boat 
along the towing path with a long broken 
chain trailing after her, and that they drew 
her into the boat by the boathook, and had 
brought her out of Cheshire. Mr. Thompson, 
although he suspected they had stolen her for 
him, being aware of his fondness for the breed, 
purchased her with some few misgivings. 
About 1817 he mated her with a yellow fawn 
dog named Bold, having been procured by his 
owner. Mr. Robinson from Bold Hall, Lanca- 
shire, being one of the English mastiffs kept 
up at that fine old residence. Bold was a very 
savage dog, at least so when on chain, the story 
being that Mr. Robinson wishing to stop a 
footpath (he had no power to do legally) pro- 
cured Bold and a large bulldog and chained 
these two dogs with their kennels so near the 
footpath that they could almost reach people 
if they made use of it; the result was as he 
anticipated, people were so frightened by the 
dogs that they discontinued using the path and 
in course of time Mr. Robinson was able to close 
it. From this Bold and Commissioner Thomp- 
son's Rose was born either in 1815 or 1816, 
Lion, a dark brindle dog. He was given to Mr. 
Holdsworth,who was Mr. Thompson's daughter- 
in-law's brother and consequently uncle to the 
late J. W. Thompson. This Lion of Mr. Holds- 
worth's was considered by the Thompsons one 
of the finest specimens they ever bred!, and the 
late John Crabtree told me he was a rare speci- 
men, having an enormous head and was very 
muscular and fine in the coat. Beyond this no 
record exists of Commissioner Thompson's 
mastiffs, and the traced line passed out of the 
family until between 1827 to 1880 when the late 
J. W. Thompson obtained the line, back in 
Dorah, born m 1826, from the late John Crab- 
tree, game keeper at Kirklees Hall, Yorkshire, 
the family seat of the Armitages. John Crab- 
tree made Kirklees classic ground to the mas- 
tiff fancier. Considerably over six feet in height, 
handsome in face and figure, with the courage of 
a lion and true courtesy of the gentleman "Old 
John," as his friends loved to term him. was 
one of nature's noblemen. In the ancient park 
is the site of the building in which Robin Hood 
was bled to death by the orders of his near re- 
lation, Elizabeth de Stanton, then Prioress of 
Kirklees. 

In the Illustrated Sporting and Dramatic 
News of Aug. 11, 1877, is an engraving of the 
gate house ot Kirklees Priory, from which 
Robin Hood shot his last arrow, with John 
Crabtree seated on the wall talking to another 
keeper. It is a capital likeness of Crabtree, 
showing his tall figure and long silvery beard. 
There is- also in the same number an engraving 
of the grave of Robin Hood, which is at the top 
of the park. About 1820. John Crabtree (whose 
career as a mastiff breeder I propose to sketch 
in my next) commenced breeaing. Having 
about 1818 or 1819 set some traps in the park 
for foxes, he was somewhat surprised and not 
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a little puzzled in seeing securely caught, one 
fine morning, a grand brindle mastiff bitch, 
broad in head, chest and loin, small in ear and 
long and low in bodv. How to get her ont of 
the trap was the difficulty; but taking off his 
belt, he made it fast round her neck, and then 
let heront, and led her up to the hall for the in- 
spection and orders of the then Sir George Ar- 
mitage. John asked what he was to do with 
her. The worthy baronet, in true feudal style 
(evidently considering all found trespassing on 
his estate by right should be confiscated to his 
use) said, peremptorily enough, old John told 
me, "Take her to the gun room, John, lock the 
door, and say nothing about her to any one." 
This. John remarked, to own the truth, suited 
his inclination, at the same time he did not 
wish to keep her if he could trace that she be- 
longed to any one in the locality, and on mak- 
ing a little inquiry, he found that a mastiff 
answering the description had been seen the 
day before passing through with some carts 
- that had come out of Lancashire for teasels 
(the fuller's thistle). Crabtree said he had very 
little doubt but that the bitch had come with 
the carts from one of the Lancashire doth 
mills, places where the mastiff was formerly 
kept in considerable numbers. No inquiry, 
however, was ever made after the dog. and so 
was John Crabtree started as a mastiff fancier 
and breeder. 

American Kennel Club. 

THE annual meeting of the American Ken- 
nel Club was held at the Philadelphia 
Kennel Club's rooms, on the evening of May 
19. Major J. M. Taylor, the president, occu- 

?ied the chair, and in the absence of Mr. E. S. 
brter, Mr. G. Norbury Appold, the treasurer, 
acted as secretary. The clubs represented were 
the Baltimore, Illinois, Cleveland, Kentucky 
and Montreal, by Mr. H. Malcolm, of Balti- 
more; Cincinnati, by Major Taylor; Philadel- 
phia and New England, by Mr. W. H. Childs: 
New Haven, by Mr. L. L. Morgan; Western 
Pennsylvania, Pittsburgh, by Mr. W. Wade, 
and Eastern Field Trials Club, by Mr. J. Otto 
Donner. 

The election of officers resulted in the re-elec- 
tion of Major Taylor as President by the votes 
of the first six clubs named above, against the 
five who voted for Mr. Wagstaff ; First Vice- 
President, Mr. Elliot Smith; Second Vioe Pres- 
ident, Mr. A. W. Pope: Secretary, Mr. E. A. 
Osborn; Treasurer, Mr. J£. Comfort. 

The committee on revision of the constitu- 
tion and by-laws asked an extension of time 
until the following morning, when a complete 
new set of rules were submitted. 

On the adjournment of the annual meeting 
an executive committee went in session. 

The application of the Knickerbocker Kennel 
Club was withdrawn.

We do object to receiving 
such a note as this : "I sent my bitch to be bred 
to Mr. Smith's Dash. She is a very fine one, 
and last time had twelve puppies by Mr. Jones's 
Bob." It took us just twenty minutes by the 
watch to unravel such a puzzle as that for this 
month's Register, while the owner could just 
as easily have written it the way we require 
entries to be made out. 



Our Illustration. 

THIS month we give a well-executed likeness 
of the St. Bernard Hermit and the pug 
dog Treasure, both, at the time the pictures 
were taken, the property of the, Chequasset 
Kennels, Massachusetts. For the benefit of 
our numerous readers we might as well state 
that the name of the kennels is pronounced 
Chockset, and is an old Indian name. Hermit 
is a litter brother to Otho, whose picture we 
gave last month. He is a very typical dog of 
the small size, has been fairly successful, and 
always gets in or near the money. It is as a 
sire that we expect Hermit will yet shine, as 
although young he has got several very prom- 
ising: puppies, Kdnig and Kobold being the 
best, and they are good ones. Pilgrim, the sire 
of Plinlimmop, is not much, if any, larger than 
Hermit, and Plinlimmon is the largest St. Ber- 
nard ever seen, so that breeders should look at . 
what Hermit produces and not judge solely by 
the dog himself. It is not a little singular that 
this young dog, used virtually in an emergency, 
should have sired puppies to beat the cracks 
that had the pick of the bitches. 

Treasure is a very neatly built pujg, particu- 
larly good in ears, out needing a little more 
color. At Chequasset, Treasure, we fancy, 
was rather slighted, compared with the im- 
ported dog Young Toby, Dut he has yet got 
some good puppies. His present owner is Mr. 
Chas. Leonhard, of Newport, Ky.

I cannot allow myself to be "polished off" 
quite so easily. I agree with you that uni- 
formity is desirable, but is it desirable to such 
an extent that you sacrifice correctness in order 
to attain it? Because the English call a breed 
by a wrong name, must we do the same? Are 
we bound to follow our cousins wherever they 
lead us to — even if we know they are wrong- 
in order to secure uniformity? 1 cannot believe 
that such is your position. I presume you still 
consider the name "Great Dane" appropriate, 
but that if you should be convinced that it is 
wrong and misleading, you will change it. If 
you will admit that much I shall be satisfied, 
for I believe my assertion that the proper 
name of the breed is German mastiff and not 
Great Pane can be proven without much 
trouble. 

Without going into details now, allow me to 
quote a few lines from a letter I received a few 
days ago from Mr. Gustav Lang, of Stuttgart, 
a well-Known authority on the breed, and who 
has acted as judge at almost every show of im- 
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portance in Germany and Austria. He writes 
me: 

"There is no Danish mastiff or Great Dane in 
existence that is worthy of attention. The. 
breed has long been allowed to run down in 
Denmark. The dog called Great Dane in Eng* 
land is our German mastiff, a product of 
Germany, bred nowhere but in Germany, 
brought forward by Germans and should 1 be 
known by no other name. They are and always 
have been bred in Germany, more especially in 
Wurtemberg. and every single one of the dogs 
that have received any attention in England 
has been imported from Wurtemberg, and I 
now hope that Americans will not allow the 
English to dictate to them in thia matter but give 
the child its proper name, or rather will not 
help robbing it of its name. Englishmen! meet 
generally speak of Americans as of babies, but 
I think they cut their eye teeth long ago."

American Kennel Club. 

FOLLOWING is the text of the new consti- 
tution and by-laws adopted by the A. K. 
C. at the last meeting at Philadelphia: 

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE L 

The name of this organization shall be 'The 
American Kennel Club." 

ARTICLE IL 

The object of this Association shall be to se- 
cure uniformity in rules governing bench shows 
and field trials, the revision of standards, the 
decision of appeals which may be taken from 
the decisions of managers of bench shows or 
field trials held by members of this Associa- 
tion, and the preparation and enforcement of 
rules and regulations necessary for the punish- 
ment of all cases of improper conduct on the 
part of managers, judges and exhibitors at any 
bench show or field trial by members of this 
Association; also to adopt and maintain such 
measures as shall tend to the mutual benefit 
and protection of its several members. 
article m. 

Section 1. All regularly organized clubs or 
association in the United States and British 
American Provinces, under whose auspices 
bench shows or field trials have been held, or 
which shall be formed wholly for the purpose 
of holding bench shows or field trials, are elig- 
ible to membership. 

Sec. 2. All clubs or associations forming this 
Associations shall annually appoint or elect 
one delegate to the National Association, whose 
election shall be certified to in writing by the 
Secretary of the club or association which he 
represents, which certificate shall be delivered 
to the Secretary of the National Association at 
its regular meeting. A person to be eligible to 
act as delegate or proxy for a club or associa- 
tion, whose regularly elected member or rep- 
resentative is absent, must be a member of a 
club, one of the members of this Association, 



but in no case shall any delegate act as proxy 
for more than one other member of this or- 
ganization. 

article rv. 
The officers of this Association shall be a 
President, First Vice-President, Second Vice- 
President, Secretary, Treasurer, and an Ex- 
ecutive Committee consisting of one delegate 
for each club, members of this Association. The 
President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer 
shall be elected annually by ballot by the dele- 
gated members of this Association. Officers of 
the American Kennel Club shall not be privi- 
leged to vote upon business before the Execu- 
tive Committee, unless regularly elected dele- 
gates from their clubs except the President, 
who shall have the casting vote in case of a tie. 
Provided that all organizations, members of 
this Association, that ao not hold bench shows 
or field trials within two years, dating from 
Jan. 1, 1885, or actual date of their admission, 
shall not have representatives in Executive 
Committee meetings, nor its members be elig- 
ible to office. Upon holding a bench show or 
field trial the usual representatives shall be 
allowed. 

article v. 

The President, First Vice-President, Second 
Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer shall 
be elected at the annual meeting, and shall 
hold office until the next annual meeting or un- 
til their successors are elected. Each of the 
officers shall be, at the time of their election, 
regular members in good standing of a club one 
of the members of this Association, and shall 
serve without compensation. 
article VI. 

The President shall preside at all meetings of 
the Association. He shall have power to call a 
special meeting at any time when the interests 
of the Association require. The Vice-Presi- 
dents, in the order of their election, shall, in the 
absence of the President, preside at meetings of 
this Association. 

ARTICLE VIZ. 

The Secretary shall keep records of all meet- 
ing, of the Association, make all calls for meet- 
ings, take charge of and keep a roll of member- 
ship, of all papers belonging to the Association, 
and do any other business proper for his office, 
or directed by the Executive Committee. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

The Treasurer shall receive all moneys belong- 
ing to the Association, and disburse same under 
the approval of the Executive Committee. 

ARTICLE IX. 

Section 1. The Executive Committee shall 
conduct all the business of the Association, de- 
cide all disputes, arbitrate upon all matters 
affecting the welfare of the several clubs form- 
ing this Association, and make such rules and 
regulations as may be considered advisable for 
the advancement of the interests of dogs, dog 
shows and field trials. 

Sec. 1. All vacancies in the offices of the As- 
sociation may be filled by the Executive Com- 
mittee until the next annual meeting. The 
Executive Committee may assess the members 
of this Association in such sums as are neces- 
sary to defray its expenses. A club failing to 
pay said assessment within sixty days shall for- 
feit representation. 
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ARTICLE X. 

Sec. 1. The annual meeting of this Associa- 
tion shall be in the spring of each year. The 
time and place of meeting to be selected by the 
Executive Committee, and notice sent by the 
Secretary to the secretaries of the several clubs 
forming this Association at least three weeks 
prior to said meeting. 

Sec. 2. The President shall, on a written re- 
quest of a majority of the -members of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, call a special meeting. The 
notice for such meeting shall specify the par- 
ticular purpose for which said meeting was 
called, and said meeting shall not consider or 
take action upon any matter other than that 
specified in said notice. The Executive Com- 
mittee may conduct its business by correspond- 
ence among its members without assembling, 
under rules and regulations hereinafter pro- 
vided. 

Sec. 3. At any regular or special meeting of 
this Association, five members in person snail 
constitute a quorum. 

Sec. 4. Clubs eligible to membership must be 
proposed by a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee and elected by that committee. Three 
negatives shall exclude the applicant. The 
election shall be by ballot. 

ARTICLE XI. 

This Constitution may be revised or amended 
at any annual or special meeting of the Associ- 
ation by a two-thirds vote or. the members of 
the Association, but no such amendment shall 
be considered unless the same shall have been 
properly submitted to the members of the As- 
sociation at least two weeks prior to such meet- 
ing, except by unanimous consent.

section 2. 

The Executive Committee shall appoint from 
it members a Committee on Credentials, whose 
duties shall be to investigate the qualifications 
of all candidates for membership and report 
same to Executive Committee. They shall ap- 
point from their own number a Committee on 
Discipline, whose duties shall be to investigat- 
all complaints and protests which may be made 
to the Association, and report their finding, with 
such recommendations as they deem proper, to 
the Executive Committee. They shall appoint 
such committees as they find necessary to revise 
and adopt standards for all breeds of dogs, and 
ajl other committees desirable for the promo- 
tion and general welfare of the interests of this 
Association. 

section 3. 

In all business of the Executive Committee 
conducted by correspondence, the proposer or 



initiator of any resolution or other business 
shall deliver to the Secretary of the Associa- 
tion a written statement of 'the resolution or 
other business, which he desires to have con- 
sidered by the Committee, together with as 
many copies thereof as there are members of 
the Executive Committee. The Secretary shall 
at once deliver to each member of the Com- 
mittee one copy thereof, accompanied by a no- 
tice that said members shall within one month 
return the same with a written approval, dis- 
approval, or amendment. In case of amend- 
ment, the proposer shall fill all the require- 
ments necessary to the original proposition, 
and the Secretary shall also serve the different 
members with certified copies thereof. Upon 
the expiration of the period provided for in 
said notices, the Secretary shall deliver to the 
President the entire correspondence, with de- 
tailed report of all connecting proceedings, and 
the President shall make a ruling in accord- 
ance with said correspondence, and notify the 
Secretary, who shall in turn notify each mem- 
ber, giving the result of the vote and the man- 
ner in which each club voted. If necessary, 
the President shall direct further correspond- 
ence or advise the call of a special meeting 
to consider the subject. The Secretary shall 
enter upon his minutes full report of such pro- 
ceedings. 

RULES AND REGULATIONS. 

1. The term "dog" where used in these rules 
is general in its application. 

2. All dogs entered for competition or exhib- 
ition, only shall be entered in the name of the 
bona fide owner. Such entry must be identi- 
fied by the name of the dog, its date of birth, 
and if known, the name of its sire, dam and 
breeder ; otherwise it must be entered "pedigree 
unknown." If the name of a dog which has won 
a first prize has been changed, its name at time 
of winning any and every such prize, and the 
place thereof, must be given. 

3. If a dog is entered without being identified, 
as directed in Rule 2, it shall be disqualified 
from competition. 

4. Puppies may be entered in the grown 
classes in addition to the puppy class by the 
payment of an extra entrance fee. 

5. A prize won in a puppy class does not 
count as a win under the champion rule. 

6. Dogs to be eligible for special prizes must 
in all cases be entered in their regular classes, 
and no dog eligible for special prizes can be 
withdrawn from competition, unless it has 
been stated on entry blanks, "Will not compete 
for special prizes." Stud dogs and brood 
bitches, with their progeny, may compete for 
such special prizes as may be offered, but the 
progeny must be entered in regular classes. 

7. A dog to compete in the champion class 
must have won three first prizes at bench shows 
given under the auspices of clubs members of 
this Association. A dog having won three first 
prizes as above, cannot compete in an open 
class when there is a champion class for its 
kind, but must compete in such champion class. 

8. Any dog entered in a champion class must 
have stated on its entry blank at least three 
winnings, with the date of each, to show that 
it is eligible to such class. 

9. In estimating the number of prizes a dog 
has won, with reference to whether it should 
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compete in Champion Class or not, the number 
of prizes won shall be calculated up to 12 
o'clock noon of the day previous to the day of 
closing entries for the show. 

10. Dogs that have won in a Champion Class 
shall be continued in said class. 

11. A dog affected by mange or other con- 
tagious disease must be disqualified from com- 
peting, and be removed from the show. A 
competent person shall be appointed by the 
managers to pass judgment as to the disease of 
dogs. 

12. The judge may withhold such prizes as 
his judgment may dictate. 

18. In miscellaneous classes judges will award 

Srizes only to dogs of a recognized breed, that 
ave no regular classes assigned. Dogs that 
have a regular class provided for them will not 
be allowed to compete in the Miscellaneous 
Class. 

14. Dogs that have been erroneously entered 
may be transferred by the judge to their 
proper classes. If such classes nave been 
judged, they shall not be reopened. 

15. The decision of the judges shall be final 
in all cases, except where mistake, fraud, mis- 
representation, or collusion can be shown. In 
such cases the managers, or such referee as 
they may appoint, must decide all cases, and 
the dog mustbe re- judged. 

16. All protests and charges must be made in 
writing, and be delivered: to the Secretary as 
soon as practicable. 

17. Any person guilty of misconduct, or has 
been guilty of misconduct, in any way in con- 
nection with dogs, dog shows, or field trials, 
may, in the discretion of the managers, be dis- 
qualified from exhibition or competition at 
these shows. Such disqualification shall be re- 
cognized by all the members of this Association, 
until the person or persons disqualified shall 
appeal to, and the case has been decided by the 
Executive Committee. The disqualification of 
the owners will apply to all dogs connected in 
the perpetration of the fraud. 

18. A castrated dog or spayed bitch shall be 
disqualified from competing, or from receiving 
a prize if awarded. Total or partial blindness 
shall have great weight against a dog. 

19. All clubs shall reserve the right to exclude 
or remove from the show such dogs as it may 
deem proper or necessary. 

20. Each member of the Association shall ap- 
point their judges, arrange prize lists, form of 
catalogues, assume its own financial responsi- 
bility, and arrange such other details as may 
properly come under its individual manage- 
ment. 

21. Other rules and regulations not inconsis- 
tent with the Constitution and By-Laws, may 
be adopted by the members of this Association 
for titie government of their shows.

Part VIII. 

IN 1820 or 1821, John Crabtree crossed Duch- 
ess (the mastiff he had caught in the trap) 
with Mr. Holdworth's brindle Lion (which I 
mentioned in my last part). From this alliance 
came a litter, among which was Bet, who be 

gave to Mrs. Brewer of the Three Nuns public 
ouse, Kirklees. The quaint old sign still 
exists, and I have spent several happy hours 
inside it at different times, not worshiping 
Bacchus by imbibing ''inspiring bold John 
Barleycorn," but feeding Mnemosyne. Hear- 
ing of many "a touzie tyke, black, grim and 
large/ 7 listening to John Crabtree and James 
Thompson talking oyer their mastiffs, making 
notes, elucidating and compiling the pedigrees. 
A dog puppy of the same litter as Mrs. Brewer's 
Bet, Crabtree gave to Mr. Gibson of the Wood- 
man Inn, Bradley, Yorkshire, Gibson being a 
sort of watcher for the Kirklees keepers. In 
1823, Crabtree mated Mrs. Brewer's Bet with 
Tiger, the property of Cbas. Waterton, the 
noted naturalist, then living at Walton Hall 
near Sandel. Tiger was purchased in Ireland. 
He was an up-standing animal, bob-tailed and 
cropped-eared, standing over thirty-four inches 
at shoulders, and had much of the boarhound, 
t. e.. Great Dane, in his appearance, according 
to Crabtree, who knew nothing of the dog's 
pedigree or antecedents, and it is very possible 
that he was a descendant of some of the Great 
Danes kept by Lord Altamont, and erroneously 
designated Irish wolfhounds by some. How- 
ever, from Waterton's Tiger and Mrs. Brewer's 
Bet among others was Venns, a fawn, who 
Crabtree sent to his brother Henry, who was 
then keeper for Sir E. Dodsworth, Bart., of 
Newland Park, near Normanton, Yorkshire. 
Another puppy, also a fawn, and called Tiny, 
was kept by a Mrs. Scott. 

Henry Crabtree's, or as she is sometimes 
styled, Sir E. Dodsworth's Venus, was crossed 
with Lion, a fawn-colorod dog, the property of 
the Wynns of Nostal Priory, who was of Com- 
missioner Thompson's strain. John Crabtree 
had a puppy back from this cross called either 
Venus" or Duchess— his memory would never 
serve him to remember which, and conse- 
quently her name thus stands in the stud books 
—she was a fawn-colored animal. Mrs. Scott's 
fawn Tiny was crossed with Gibson's Nero, a 
dog regularly used on the Kirklees estate for 
keeper's work, and from this cross John kept a 
puppy known as Sir George Armitage's Old 
Tiger, a fawn with a white race. It is worthy 
of notice that this was a cross between uncle 
and niece and produced a dog with the while 
face, inbreeding in this instance appearing to 
bring it out, for the parents and grandparents 
had been free from it. In 182& Dora was 
whelped. She was by white-faced Tiger out of 
Duchess alias Venus. It will be seen by glanc- 
ing at her pedigree, she was inbred especially 
to Holdswortlrs Lion and Waterton's Tiger, 
following the latter in color. Crabtree let J. 
W. Thompson have Dora, when the latter 
started breeding between 1830 and 1883. After 
that date Crabtree replenished his kennel gen- 
erally with puppies of Thompson's breeding, 
although in after years, when Thompson with- 
drew for a time, he kept the breed from becom • 
ing extint. Strangely enough, the last mastiff 



he owned was one I bred and gave to J. W. 
Thompson, at whose death it was purchased by 
Sir Geo. Armytage, and the last time I visited 
Kirklees (in 1882) old John was dead, and the 
old dog was the only remaining link to remind 
me of my two old friends. He was chained 
under a splendid oak tree close to the hall. The 
housekeeper, who kindly came out in answer 
to our ring at the bell, begged me not to go 
near him lest he should bite, but being anxious 
to examine his mouth, and relying on the gen- 
erous disposition of the breed, I fearlessly went 
up and patted him, although he could not have 
recollected me, being a mere puppy of some 
two months old when he left my kenneL He 
was a long-bodied, white-faced specimen, but 
not quite up to my standard about the head. 

It will be seen John Crabtree's personal 
efforts as a breeder were displayed between 
1820 and 1890, after which his strain was kept 
up and improved much through the talent and 
fancy of J. W. Thompson. As a breeder Crab- 
tree had not the advantages of more recent 
times, no shows at which he could see better 
specimens than his own, or at least specimens 
superior in some points to what his own breed 
were; he had not the advantages of emulation, 
aroused by fellow competitors, whose critical 
eyes could detect and mention faults; no ideal 
or standard to breed up to beyond what his 
own judgment might suggest, and his suc- 
cesses depended upon a good natural judgment 
and by taking advantage of obtaining a cross 
at any time when he saw a specimen that took 
his fancy. Holdsworth's Lion for head and 
general character, fortunately a pure bred dog 
on his sire's side nnd an impressive sire. Water- 
ton's Tiger for size. John Crabtree, however, 
was no mere ignorant keeper. Constantly mix- 
ing among real gentlemen, who came to visit 
Kirklees during the shooting season, also fairly 
read in sporting matters, he understood what 
dogs were and should be as well as any man of 
bis date. 

While Mr. Wyckham was tenant at Kirklees 
he had two Alpine mastiffs brought over to him 
in 1825 from Switzerland. Thus John had the 
opportunity of comparing the Alpine with the 
English mastiff, but was not at all favorably 
impressed with the "big, loose-jointed, badly 
made foreigners," as he used to term them. In 
later years Crabtree was not roused to emula- 
tion either by Mr. Thompson's or descendants of 
his dogs winning at shows as they sprung up. 
With, to a certain extent, limited means, John 
bred nis mastiffs for keeper's work— muscular 
power and activity was his ideal, combined 
with a vast bead, but such points as squareness 
of muzzle or penaulosity of lip he had no idea of 
cultivating . He castrated Bully, the best headed 
and best all round specimen he said he ever 
owned, simply because he was a little trouble- 
some at the Hall. He seemed to have no idea 
of again resorting to the Trentham kennel for 
a cross, although he considered it was due to 
Acroyd's Dan, who came from Trentham, that 
the breed was so much improved in Bully and 
his descendants. In later years the Kirklees 
mastiffs became somewhat small, and his dogs, 
although short in head and very small in ear, 
very muscular and high bred in appearance, 
yet were somewhat pointed in muzzle and 
weak in jaw, defects he admitted at once on 
seeing my champion Empress 2872, who, he 
nevertheless said:, was not full enough in the 
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skull to his liking. John Crabtree may justly 
be looked upon as a sustainer or conservator 
of the English mastiff rather than a restorer or 
talented or enthusiastic breeder. His idea 
was to keep and breed the real thing on which 
he prided himself, never having introduced the 
bulldog cross, and any appearance of houndi- 
ness or the St. Bernard cross he would have 
none of. 

James Wiggleworth Thompson commenced 
mastiff breeding between 1830 and 1832, as near 
as can be ascertained. He was born, accord- 
ing to his own statement, in 1818, but those that 
knew him state it was several years previous. 
He died April 15, 1875. He had a weakness to 
try to conceal his age, but was constantly un- 
intentionally revealing in conversation cogni- 
zance of events that showed he was older than 
he wished people to think. This reservation 
on his part as to his real age was the cause of 
rather shrouding the dates of his earlier oper- 
ations in obscurity. However, he informed me 
he was quite a lad, only about fourteen years 
of age, and then living with his widow mother, 
when he first started Keeping mastiffs, procur- 
ing Juno from seeing an advertisement of Bill 
George's, and it is certain that this Juno was 
the first mastiff he ever owned. She was a 
brindle, but her pedigree and antecedents were 
unknown to Thompson, who crossed her with 
a dog named Tiger, belonging to a Captain Fen- 
ton, and got Hector from the alliance, who, he 
informed me. was the grandest-headed speci- 
men he ever bred. 

It was singular enough that Mr. Thompson 
should procure Hector's dam from Bill George 
and then give their lineal descendant, Tiger (so 
noted for his grand head), to Bill George; but 
Mr. Thompson informed me that Bill George 
had always behaved very straightforwardly in 
all his dealings with him (the character he 
seems to have obtained from all who dealt with 
him), and not caring to keep Tiger himself, as 
he was somewhat crippled and crooked in his 
legs through having fallen into a tan pit and 
getting nearly drowned as a puppy, he made 
George a present of him. 

About tine same time he procured Dorah, who 
was born in 1826 for certain, but getting aged 
when she came into Mr. Thompson's possession. 
He mated her with Tiger, the dog belonging to 
Captain Fenton, then quartered in Halifax for 
a snort time. This Tiger was a fawn with very 
blac^ ears and a most tppical animal according 
to Mr. Thompson's account, but with rather 
full and peculiar eyes, which I elicited quite 
accidentally in 1874 about, when one day look- 
ing at Branch (bred by Mr. Thompson but then 
my property, he having pressed me to accept 
that splendid but somewhat small mastiff) I 
asked him to what dog he attributed her full 
and peculiar eyes to have been inherited from. 
After thinking a few seconds he replied he 
could trace them back to Fenton's Tiger, who 
had the same somewhat peculiar look. The 
pedigree and breed of that dog Mr. Thompson 
knew nothing about, never having troubled to 
inquire at the time. I may here point out, as 
it snows the incorrectness of the idea some have, 
that the mastiff has been so much improved by 
modern cultivation, t. e., by Mr. Lukey and 
subsequent breeders, that Mr. Thompson him- 
self considered Hector, by Captain Fenton's 
Tiger, as the grandest-headed dog he had 
ever bred, also one of the largest, although 



he bred Bill George's Tiger (notedly the best- 
headed dog of his day, and his son. Barn- 
ford's Wolf, whose head has perhaps never 
been surpassed), also Cautley's Quaker, who 
beat anything Mr. Lukey could bring against 
him and' was termed the champion of England. 
Countess also, the very best show specimen Mr. 
Lukey ever bred (except Beauty, by Old King, 
and closely descended from Qu&ker) was out 
of a bitch bred by Mr. Thompson. Still tbat 
great breeder considered Hector superior to 
any of them. This shows tbat the English 
mastiff has not been so much improved as some 
people ignorantly think. The breed has simply 
been recuscitateA, and in some instances froin 
very doubtful blood, as I purpose exposing. 
For several reasons I have tried to trace Cap- 
tain Fenton out, but have failed hitherto and 
fear he will have been dead long since, as it 
must have been between 1830 and 1833 that he 
was at Halifax, but it is quite possible some of 
his brother officers may still be living and re- 
member and know something about his mastiff 
Tiger. One circumstance that fixes the date 
of Mr. Thompson's commencement nearer to 
1830 than 18SE8, is the fact that he had a Utter 
out of Dorah (born 1826), bv Hector, the son of 
Fenton's Tiger and Juno from Bill George's. 
Subsequently to this Mr. Thompson purchased 
Cymha, a fawn mastiff, from a gentleman in 
Surrey, but he never asked for her pedigree. 

On the advice of Mr. Statham, V.S., of Derby 
(who was then a breeder of Mr. Edges's noted 
strain of pointers), Mr. Thompson sent Dorah 
to Sir Robert Wilmot's fawn mastiff, named 
Lion, according to Mr. Statham's account the 
finest mastiff ne had ever seen, and a dog of 
great size. Thompson gave John Crabtree a 

{nippy out of this Utter, which was subsequent- 
y named Bess. From Dorah and Capt. Fen- 
ton's Tiger came Lion, a dog kept at Arthring- 
ton Hall, and from that dog out of Cymba came 
Mr. Thornton's Juno. All these mastiffs were 
bred previous to 1849, in which year Mr. Thomp- 
son went to see, for the first time, the kennel 
of his rival breeder, Mr. Lukey, tnen of Mor- 
den, and there saw Nero, Boxer, Lion, Bruce, 
and about fifteen or twenty female specimens. 
Mr. Thompson then selected and purchased a 
dark brindle puppy, which he named Bruce, 
after his sire, being one of the same litter as 
Mr. Lukey 's blue brindle Bruce II. Mr. Thomp- 
son returned the dog to Mr. Lukey when about 
twelve months old, having bred from him at 
ten months old, he informed me. It is there- 
fore evident Dr. Ellis's lion, son of this Bruce 
and Thompson's Juno, was bred in 1850 or 1851.

Mr. Kyle's Collie Pedigrees. 

Editor American Kennel Register: 

In the May issue of the Register you. having 
heard from Mr. Kyle, endeavored to clear away 
the charges I made in the March number 
against Mr. Kyle and his collie pedigrees. You 
called upon Mr. Kyle to furnish evidence of the 
truthfulness of his pedigrees. I have waited 
two months for his reply and it is not forth- 
coming. Now, Mr. Editor, I am not satisfied 
with either your explanation or with Mr. Kyle's 
silence, andl again press the charges originally 
made and submit herewith what 1 deem to be 
clinching evidence. 

In the first place, with regard to Juno II. , 
Mr. Kyle says, "I never wrote to Mr. Dennis 
that my pup died.' 1 In his letter to me, dated 
Feb. 13, 1884, he says. "With sorrow I inform 
you my bitch pup is dead." The original letter, 
marked "A," is annexed herewith. Now, there 
is no mistaking these words, the "pup is dead." 

In the second place, whether Mr. Kyle sold 
the bitch to Mr. Aitken, or whether he left her 
with him to be served, is immaterial ; the point 
at issue is whether he knowingly and purposely 
gave Mr. Aitken a false pedigree of the pup. At 
my suggestion Mr. Aitken wrote to Mr. Kyle 
to confirm the pedigree as it was given to him 
and published in the W. K. C. dog show- 
catalogue. Mr. Kyle replied under date of 
May 19, 1884, reiterating what he had before 
stated to Mr. Aitken regarding Juno II., and 
says "that bitch is imported," and sends a 
written pedigree, the same as was published in 
the catalogue. Again, further on he says. 
''Last December I bought a bitch pup from Mr. 
Dennis * * * after I got it three days the 
pup died." The original letter and written 
pedigree marked "B" and "C" are annexed 
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herewith. Now, Mr. Editor, do not these let- 
ters prove that Mr. Kyle not only desired to 
convey the impression, bat actually did assert, 
that the bitch pup I sold him had died? 

In the third place, Mr. Kyle says he never 
authorized the entry of Juno II. at the New 
"York show. That may be so, but at the same 
time he was fully aware of the fact that Mr. 
Aitken was going to enter the bitch under the 
pedigree which he (Kyle) had fabricated, and 
ne (Kyle) did not object. This appears from 
the letter herewith annexed, marked "D" 
(Kyle to Aitken). But, Mr. Editor, Mr. Kyle 
acknowledges to you that this bitch which Ait- 
ken had at the show was the very one he had 
purchased from me. Do you not see now "any 
xraud on his partr What Mr. Kyle was to 

fain by his misrepresentation he alone knows, 
ut that he did wilfully practice the part of a 
fraud is now a proved fact. 

In regard to the other pup that Mr. Kyle 
purchased of me, he wrote me that he had 
sent it to Canada; he wrote Aitken that he had 
sent it to Canada and that "it died four days 
after arrival." Yet Mr. Kyle in the December 
Register enters Nelson II., 1750, as the pup I 
sold him. Which am I to believe, that the pup 
died or that it lives? 

As to the pedigrees of Sweep and Drive, Mr. 
Kyle's assertion that he imported these dogs 
and that their pedigrees are correct, is not 
enough. Mr. Kyle cannot prove their pedi- 
grees and he knows it. "A man who will lie 
will steal, 7 ' and I boldly press the charge that 
Mr. Kyle has appropriated these pedigrees 
from the written pedigree I originally sent 
!him. To wbat extent Mr. Kyle has been trad- 
ing on these fabricated pedigrees 1 do not know, 
but I observe that there nave been quite a 
number of collies accepted by you for registra- 
tion, and descended from these very dogs 
whose pedigrees I have questioned, and given 
you good reasons to suspect the correctness and 
truthfulness of them. There is no persecution 
In this matter, except that showing up frauds 
is persecution. It is to the interests of all hon- 
orable breeders of pure-bred dogs, and espe 
cially in the interests of the American Kennel 
Register that this expose* has been made. If 
registration is not to be protected against such 
ruthless and flagrant misrepresentation as Mr. 
Kyle is guilty of, then the Register is worse 
than useless. 

Mr. Geo. Aitken, who is an honorable man 
and holds a trustworthy position, writes me in 
relation to this matter: "I agree with you in 
thinking it not only a duty, but a privilege, to 
assist in protecting ourselves from fraud." 

To summarize, Mr. Editor, I claim that Mr. 
Kyle has been proved by the evidence herewith 
submitted to be untruthful, first, in stating 
that the bitch had died: second, in stating that 
the bitch was imported; third, in giving Mr. 
Aitken a falsified pedigree: and, furthermore, 
unless he can prove the pedigrees of Sweep and 
Drive, he stands guilty of—well, appropriating 
-what does not belong to him. 

Under these circumstances, it is impossible for 
you to tell where Mr. Kyle's entries in the Reg- 
ister are truthful ana where they are not. 
There is, then, but one thing to be done in jus- 
tice to the reputable breeders who support the 
Register and make it what it should be, a 
faithful record of true pedigrees, and that is to 



cancel and expunge all of Mr. Kyle's entries 
and all dogs descended from his entries, and 
prohibit any further registration by him.

[The original letters of Mr. Kyle fully bear 
out the statements made by Mr. Dennis. On 
Feb. 13, 1884, Mr. Kyle wrote Mr. Dennis, "with 
sorrow I inform you the bitch pup is dead " and 
again on May 19, 1884, he wrote to Mr. Aitken, 
"the pup was only very smalL and after I got 
it three days the pup died.' 1 That is perfectly 
conclusive evidence that the statement, made 
by Mr. Kyle to us, that the bitch was dying 
when he wrote it was dead but that it subse- 
quently recovered, is false. Mr. Kyle did send 
to us the name of the person from whom, or 
through whom he obtained his dogs Sweep and 
Drive, and we wrote to the direction given, but 
have received no reply. On one of the letters 
submitted to us, that of April 9, Mr. Kyle says 
he purchased Juno of Dr. James, of Kirby 
Lonsdale, and we will write to that gentleman 
as soon as we can get a copy of the present 
Register to send him, together with the pre- 
vious numbers referring to these pedigrees and 
ask him to advise us as to their correctness. 
There seems to be little room for doubt 
that the pedigrees as supplied by Mr. Kyle are 
erroneous, buc we will await Dr. James's reply 
before adopting the course we are called upon 
by Mr. Dennis to take and which is the only 
proper one if there is even one pedigree proved 
raise. It is perhaps proper for us to say that 
our reason for, in a measure, shielding Mr. 
Kyle or placing a favorable construction on his 
explanation was that he is not a well educated 
person. Many of the names he spells very 
badly, and not desiring to do any injustice to 
one whose main fault might be caused by 
ignorant blunders, we gave him what assist- 
ance we could to clear the matter up by with- 
holding immediate condemnation. Now that 
it is conclusively proved that Mr. Kyle did not 
tell us the truth respecting the bitch pup, the 
onus is on his shoulders and no half way ex- 
planations will suffice. As Dr. James will see 
the necessity of immediate action being taken 
by us, we dont doubt but that we will be 
enabled to publish his reply in the (September 
Register. If it is against Mr. Kyle then all 
his entries as well as those of dogs bred by him 
will be cancelled and his name placed on the 
blacklist— Ed.]

MR. M. P. McKOON has evidently recon- 
sidered his intention of suing the Amer- 
ican Kennel Register for libel and is now in- 
clined to accept our terms, whereby he can 
once more get dogs, bred by him, registered in 
•our columns. In the June Register our con- 
clusion was emphasized by saying: "We are 
firm in the position we have taken that we will 
not register any dogs owned by him (McKoon) 
until the Bozique business is satisfactorily

I noticed your remarks in last Register regarding 
him, and did not expect to give it any attention ; but 
as this proof, in her visit, came to hand so unexpe>-t 
edly, I thought I would utilize it for the benefit of 
others as well as yourself, thai your excuse for 
giving him io justice may be renoved.

The cocker spaniel doe Bozique Is owned by my- 
«elf , and was brought to this country by my deceased 
husband and myself when he was only a few weeks 
of age. Mr. McKoon has given you his history and 
pedigree correctly. I know his parents to be Mr. 
Mctiowan's cockers Olyde and Glen. Mr. McQowan 
then lived in Edinburgh, Scotland, but was to move 
to Canada the following spring. Mr. Kamp knew 
his history further back, but I do not for certain. 
Mrs. R. K. Kamp. 

Mr. McKoon may think the foregoing ample, 
but we do not The more letters he writes the 
more does he contradict himself, until we are 
unable to tell which story is the truth and 
which the lie. He now savs he never owned 
the dog, whereas he stated in one of his abusive, 

Sersonal letters tnat he had parted with the 
og. but on account of the immense demand 
for nis services caused by our exposure he had 
bought him back again. A man who would 
prevaricate in this manner is not likely to stop 
at that. As to the proof submitted, it is not 
satisfactory. We have but Mr. McKoon's word 
that there is any such person as Mrs. R. K. 
Xamp. True, we have the above statement 
signed in that manner, but if we were requested 
to give our opinion as to the signature we 
should say it was written by some young school- 
boy. "We require proof, to begin with, that 
there is such a person in existence as Mrs. R. K. 
Kamp. We asked Mr. McKoon months ago to 
give us the address of the person who brought 
the dog over from Scotland. This he declined 
to do. Now we reiterate that we want Mrs. 
Kamp's address, the name of the vessel she 
brought the dog over on, and the residence or 
some clue to the identity of Mr. McGowan. 
Mr. McKoon. if he is at all anxious to have the 
pedigree of Bozique established, will get this 
information at once; and he can rest assured 
we will find out all there is to be found out. 
The editor of the Register claims Edinburgh 
as his birthplace, and he has numerous friends 



and relatives there he can ask to help in the 
investigation, and Mr. McKoon will thus be 
saved both money and labor. At present we 
have got a connecting link. It is something to 

Sst that, and we would recommend Mr. Mc- 
oon's losing no time in getting the informa- 
tion we need about and from Mrs. Kamp before 
she departs, like one or other of the persons 
acquainted with the history of Bozique. 

The American Kennel Club. 

IT was generally held that when the editor of 
the American Kennel Register took part 
last year in the effort to establish a club of 
breeders and exhibitors, that the Register 
was inimical to the American Kennel Club, and 
for that reason we have allowed matters to 
progress without comment except our strictures 
upon the dog show rules, which received due 
consideration by the sub-committee of the 
club, and a better but by no means a perfect 
code is to be submitted to the club at the meet- 
ing to be held at Pittsburgh next October. It 
is now, however, fully time that the present 
status of the American Kennel Club should be 
referred to. The utter incompetence of the 
president to understand the duties of his office 
and his powers as president, and his long and 
uninterrupted series of blunders have rendered 
the club a laughing stock to all. Matters have 
got to such a pass mat it is now simply a ques- 
tion of Major Taylor relinquishing office or the 
leading club* resigning from the association. 
It is very well understood among the members 
of the New England, New Haven, Westminster, 
Philadelphia and Pittsburgh clubs that if there 
is a break they will go in a body, and that there 
will be a break unless Major Taylor resigns is 
just as certain. 

Even, however, with the present president 
supplanted by a competent official, the consti- 
tution of the executive committee is not such 
as commends itself to our views. The idea that 
every club should have representation on the 
executive committee is wrong, and it is still 
more erroneous to give each club the power of 
nominating its own member. We are not 
speaking without experience in the formation 
of a national association, having thirteen years 
ago brought about and established the National 
Amateur Rowing Association upon principles 
which have stood the test of time without 
change or even offered amendment. The prin- 
cipal objections we there saw in an association 
of clubs was that there was a great fight for 
office and a general dicker and barter whereby 
they were distributed so as to placate powerful 
clubs. Men were tfcus selected who were not 
qualified for the positions to which they were 
elected, and then to make it pleasant all around 
an unwieldy executive committee was made 
up of a delegate or delegates from each club. 
To avoid what seemed to us to be the great 
drawbacks, we framed the constitution of the 
Rowing Association to provide for an executive 
committee of nine members, three of which 
retire each year, and the vacancies are filled by 
three members elected to serve for three years. 
With but three men to be elected at each 
annual, it can be readily seen that dickering is 
out of the question, and it becomes a question 
of the best men for the vacancies. As a matter 
of fact, the retiring committee men are now 
reelected each year, the association feeling that 
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they have got the right men in office. Having 
been so long associated together as committee- 
men, they know the most suitable members to 
appoint as president, secretary and treasurer, 
ana lobbying for office is thus unknown. 

With a kennei club formed upon this princi- 
ple and a committee made up of sucji gentle- 
men as Messrs. Nickerson, of Boston; Morgan, 
of New Haven; Donner, of New York : Greene, 
of New Jersey; Child, of Philadelphia, and 
Wade, of Pittsburgh, there would be some hope 
of good results accruing; but at present all is 
chaos and dissatisfaction. 

Recently we have been repeatedly urged, 
and in many cases by those who strenuously 
opposed the establishment of a breeders 1 and 
exhibitors' club, to take the matter in hand 
again, but we must decline for the present for 
two reasons: First, that when there was the 
opportunity to do so, lukewarmness and oppo- 
sition fciilea it by permitting the clubs to be over- 
whelmingly represented at the open meeting, 
and vote against any but themselves forming 
clubs. Our second reason is that it would be 
better to let the A. K. C. alone for another 
three or four months, as there is good material 
for a club in it if it is utilized properly. We do 
not wish to be considered in opposition to the 
club until all means to get any good out of it 
have failed. 

The English Mastiff.

Part IX. 

I MUST now ask my readers to go back a few 
years with me in order to trace the career 
of the more noted, but not greater mastiff 
breeder, Mr. T. H. V. Lukey, of Wimbledon 
Park, Surrey, and for many years of Lock's 
Bottom, Kent. Mr. Lukey died Au.-. 10, 1882, 
aged seventy-eight. In his early days he was a 
large breeder of King Charles spaniels, which 
brought him into contact with most of the bet- 
ter class of London doe dealers of that date. 1 
mention these particulars to show Mr. Lukey 
was thoroughly conversant with dogs, when he 
commenced keeping mastiffs in 1885, in the fol- 
lowing manner, he informed me: Walking 
along the Serpentine in London, one morning, 
he noticed a magnificent black mastiff, with a 
man servant in leading, and inquiring whose 
dog it was, he learned that it belonged to the 
Marquis of Hertford and that its name was 
Pluto. Mr. Lukey then and there thought he 
should like such a dog, and, calling on the Mar- 
quis, he asked permission to breed from him. 
His lordship remarked that before granting any 
such request, he must see the bitch Mr. Lukey 
proposed mating with his dog. Whereupon the 
future great mastiff breeder had to confess that 
he had no such animal then, but would procure 
one if the Marquis would grant his request. 
His lordship laughingly dismissed him, saying 
he liked his impudence, but if he thought well 
to bring a bitch, if she met his approval he 
should have the use of his dog. 

Whereupon Mr. Lukey employed George 
White of Knightsbridge to procure as good a 
bitch as money would buy, and White finally 
produced a brindle with cropped ears and tail, 
for which Mr. Lukey gave mm £40, with the 
condition White was to have a puppy some 
time. This animal was of foreign blood, being 
one of the old Alpine breed, her ears having 



been cut to prevent their getting frost-bitten. 
On Mr. Lukey's presenting her to the Marquis 
for inspection, his Lordship asked if he had 
stolen her, owing to her mutilated appearance, 
and finally gave his consent to Mr. Lukey's 
breeding from Pluto with this bob-tailed speci- 
men, on the condition that he had a puppy, 
which Mr. Lukey did in due course, the result- 
being only two brindle bitch puppies, one of 
which he offered to the Marquis, who declined 
taking it as there was so few, and remarking 
that he should only have cared for a dog puppy. 
One of the puppies Mr. Lukey then handed 
over to Geo. White according to agreement, 
and White sold her into Scotland, and she was 
accidentally drowned in either the Fryth of 
Forth or Clyde, in her journey from London to 
her Scotch purchaser. Mr. Lukey then sold 
the mother, who was named Countess, back to- 
Geo. White for the same sum he had given fc r 
her. vis. £40 

Thus Mr. Lukey started as a breeder. He 
named the puppy he kept Yarrow, and in due 
time crossed her with the Alpine mastiff Cou- 
chez, alias Turk (who I have already mentioned) 
then in possession of Geo. White, but subse- 
quently Lord Waldegrove's property. I have 
given these particulars thus fully as in the 1859 
edition of "Stonehenge," there is an incorrect 
account signed "T. L. ," of the order of crossing. 
Whether the account was garbled by Mr. Lukey 
personally or accidentally or merely made up 
from notes he supplied to the editor and thus 
confused, I am not able to say, but judging 
from Mr. Thompson, that it was incorrectly 
stated, I investigated the matter fully and 
found Mr. Lukey had in 1849 told Mr. Thomp- 
son exactly the same particulars as he told me 
and which I have recorded. 

Mr. Lukey had written April 22, 1851, to Mr. 
Thompson (who had complained of the coarse- 
ness of the coat in a puppy he had purchased 
from Mi-. Lukey) as follows: 

''With regard to any cross of Newfoundland 
I can positively assure you that I never under 
any circumstances bred from a rough -coated 
dog. 1 have no doubt but he will shed bi indie, 
but should he prove black, it is easily accounted 
for, the pup's mother was by my Nero (the dog 
with a broken leg, since dead) out of my Coun- 
tess, a fawn, broad-chested bitch, rather heavy,, 
and her father was Bruce. Nero's mother was- 

got by the Marquis of Hertford's Pluto, a better 
red or larger dog I have never seen, or one 
showing more character. He was so great a 
favorite with the Marquis that he always- 
traveled with him, and was shot by the Arch 
Duke John of Austria's keeper, for chasing their 
deer— a strong, but certainly not a rough- 
coated one. the pup himself was got by my 
Young Bruce, own brother to the dog you had. 1 ' 
(Signed, T. H. V. Lukey to J. W. Thompson). 

I may here state that Nero (the broken- legged 
dog), whose grandsire was Pluto, as Mr. Lukey 
states in this letter, was full brother and same 
litter as Bruce I., by Couchez. After reading 
this letter I wrote to Mr. Lukey tor a correct 
version. He replied June 23. 1873: "Countess 
cost £40, bought of Geo. White, of Knights- 
bridge; she had only two bitch puppies by 
Pluto. I sold Countess back to White for £40, 
and he sent her into Scotland for the purpose 
of giving height and power to the degenerated 
Scotch deerhound. It was the old Duke of

Gordon's nephew that bought her." (Signed T. 
H. V. Lukey to M. B. Wynn.) I wrote to him 
again, and his reply dated June 28, 1873: "My 
Dear Sir— Yarrow was from Countess, byPluto . 
Bruce I., by Couchez out of Yarrow. He was 
at that time the property of Geo. White, etc. 
* * * ' Bruce II. was by Bruce I. out of the 
bitch bred from Yarrow, by a brindle dog be- 
longing at that time to Wnite. I bred two 
puppies from Ansdale's Leo, a reputed Lyme 
Hall, but they both died without issue." (Signed 
T. H. V. Lukey to M. B. Wynn.) 

In the 1859 edition of "Stonehenge" in the 
footnote signed "T. L.," there is another state- 
ment altogether unreconcilable to the correct 
pedigree of Wallace. It is that his grandsire's 
name was also Wallace. This is plainly another 
misstatement of Mr. Lukey's (who was fre- 
quently inaccurate, as he relied entirely on his 
memory for his dogs 1 pedigrees). In this in- 
stance error may have crept in through the 
printer's omitting the "great" before the grand- 
sire. 

Mr. Thompson, in his essay on the mastiff, 
say 8: "For establishing the true mastiff char- 
acter, for grandeur of head, massiveness of 
form, no breeder has surpassed Mr. Lukey. 
Few carve out for themselves a position of any 
ordinary merit as breeders. Mr. Lukey was an 
exception, he displayed consummate foresight 
and skill in purchasing from Mr. White the 
brindle bitch and putting her to the Marquis 
of Hertford's Pluto." Again he says: "The 
Marquis of Hertford's Pluto, a finer and more 
splendid mastiff Mr. Lukey told me he never 
saw." 

This is standing testimony that the mastiff 
has not been so much improved as some people 
think. Here we see Mr. Lukey himself stating 
he never saw a finer specimen than the dog he 
commenced breeding from. I have given suf- 
ficient evidence to show that somehow the ac- 
count in Stonehenge is not quite accurate. 
However, we may gather that the Marquis of 
Hertford's Pluto was a dog of vast size, hardish, 
or, as Mr. Lukey worded it, "strong" coat and 
black color. He was crossed with Countess, 
an Alpine mastiff, selected for her size and 
height to recuscitate the size of the deerhound, 
while Couchez, also foreign blood, was a com- 
paratively small dog, standing barely thirty 
inches, and weighing not more than 130 pounds. 
Nothing is known of the nationality of the 
Marquis of Hertford's Pluto, but from his 
color, vast size, and strong coat, it is very pre- 
sumptive that he was of Thibetian or Asiatic 
blood. Thus the foundation of Mr. Lukey's 
kennel were not the old English mastiffs, but 
principally Alpine or foreign mastiffs. 

Mr. Lukey had been breeding for nearly fif- 
teen years, and had inspected the Lyme Hall 
kennel when Mr. Thompson visited him for the 
first time in 1849. The latter wrote: "I thought 
no breeder could carry out the object of his 
ambition with greater probability of success 
than by crossing my own finer toned-down 
kennel (though equally highly bred) with his 
majestic strain, and the result proved the cor- 
rectness of my judgment, Countess (the dam of 
Governor) bemg a direct descendant from this 
cross." Writing to me April 28, 1873, Mr. 
Thompson stated: "Mr. Lukey's former stud 
were much more massive and coarser than 
mine, and perhaps more character, so far as 
magnitude went. He has often written me to 



say what beautiful puppies the bitch I sent 
him threw to his Bruce." I may here point 
out that Mr. Lukey's old strain had vast size 
and a somewhat coarse coat, points probably 
inherited from their foreign ancestry. The size 
of Mr. Lukey's old strain may be gathered 
from the following measurements: 

Wallace weighed 172 pounds, stood 33 inches 
and girthed 50 inches. 

Nelson weighed 158 pounds, stood 33 inches 
at shoulder at 12 months old. 

Bruce I. weighed 160 pounds, stood 31 inches, 
girth of chest 48 inches. 27 inches round the 
skull tight 

We may here note that the cross of Couchez, 
barely 30 inches at shoulder, brought down the 
height and weight of the strain. 

Bell, a broad-muzzled, muscular bitch, with 
half-erect ears, who died in 1857, weighed 143 
pounds. 

Mr. Thompson, in a letter says: "I had Nero, 
a son of Old Bruce, 73 inches in length." Bruce 
IL in August, 1850, stood 31 inches, girthing 41, 
and in May, 1856, measured 27 inches round the 
head. 

We mav trace in these weights and measure- 
ments a decided reduction in size in the course 
of Mr. Lukey's breeding. Bruce I. was a dark 
brindle dog with almost black head and a white 
streak up his face. Mr. Lukey had a splendid 
oil painting of his head by Harrison Weir, and 
he informed me that prince of animal delinea- 
tors took two portraits of the dog, one for him- 
self, and the other he presented to Mr. Lukey, 
who very kindly allowed me to have his copy 
photographed, and I still possess the negative. 
Bruce II. was a blue or slate-colored brindle, 
and Mr. Lukey bred from him considerably 
more than from Bruce L, having at the time a 
greater demand for puppies. 

Up to 1850 Mr. Lukey's strain were mostly 
brindle. After that date he and Mr. Thompson 
interchanged puppies, and the latter proved 
himself to be really the more talented breeder 
of the two, producing Saladin, a dark brindle 
dog of great power, of whom he wrote: "Sa- 
laam (the sire of Cautley's Quaker) was a dog 
of great muscular power and activity, with 
immense strength of jaw, and although stand- 
ing not more than thirty-one inches at shoulder, 
could jump a stone wall of ten or twelve feet 
with ease. He has been seen to take the dead 
body of a black-faced sheep in his mouth and 
jump a wall of four feet with it Dan, his sire, 
was a dog of equal strength and celebrity, but 
not so large." Mr. Lukey, on the other hand, 

5 reduced nothing of note between 1849 and 
359 except Wallace, figured in the 1859 edition, 
of Stonehenge. 

So much had Mr. Lukey's strain fallen off 
that when asked to furnish a specimen for 
illustration in the 1859 edition of Stonehenge, 
he had to name Wallace as the best specimen 
of the breed he knew, a dog deriving much of 
his excellence from Mr. Thompson's strain, and 
then the property of Mr. Weller, of Derby, who 
informed me Wallace was not a large dog, being 
not more than twenty- eight inches at shoulder 
at the outside, thus,although very symmetrical, 
considerably smaller than Mr. Lukey's old 
Alpine mastiff sort. This dog was the sire of 
Druid, Peneril and Dr. Keer's Lion, the latter, 
although never before the public, being the 
most perfect of the three, which were all bred 
by Mr. Elmesly out of a fawn bitch, half mas- 
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tiff, being by a deerhound sire. The three were, 
however, perhaps the truest representatives or 
Mr. Lukey's old strain. I was informed by a 
breeder that knew the three brothers well, that 
their sire was much shorter, broader and 
grander in head than any of his sons, and he 
inherited the semi-erect ear of Mr. Thompson's 
strain, which is observable in the engraving, 
in which it is evident (like mo3t of Mr. Thomp- 
son's) he was much lighter in bone than Mr. 
Lukey's primary type. Both Saladin and Wal- 
lace must be considered a blend between Mr. 
Thompson's and Lukey's breeds, embodying 
the perfections of each. 
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A Remarkable Dog Story. 

NE Sunday afternoon a group of children 
v were playing at the end of a pier whichpro- 
jects into Lake Ontario, near Kingston, U. S. A. 
The proverbial careless child of the party made 
the proverbial backward step off from the pier 
into the water. None of his companions could 
•save him, and their cries had brought no one 
from the shore, when, just as he was sinking 
for the third time, a superb Newfoundland dog 
rushed down the pier into the water and pulled 
the boy out. Those of the children who did 
not accompany the boy name took the dog to 
a confectioners on the shore and fed him with 
as great a variety of cakes and other sweets as 
he would eat. So far the story is, of course, 
only typical of scores of well-known cases. The 
individuality of this case is left for the sequel. 
The next afternoon the same group of chil- 
dren were playing at the same place, when the 
canine hero of the day before came trotting 
down to them with the most friendly wags ana 
mods. There being no occasion this time for 
supplying him with delicacies, the children only 
stroked and patted him. The dog, however, 
had not come out of pure sociability. A child 
in the water and cakes and candy stood to him 
in the close and obvious relation of cause and 
effect, and if this relation was not clear to the 
-children, he resolved to impress it upon them. 
Watching his chance, he crept up behind the 
child who was standing nearest to the edge of 
the pier, gave a sudden push, which sent him 
into the water, then sprang in after him, and 
gravely brought him ashore. 

To those of us who have had a high respect 
for the disinterestedness of dogs, this story 
may give a melancholy proof that the devel- 
opment of the intelligence at the expense of 
the moral nature, is by no means exclusively 
human.— Spectator. 

The English Collie Club. 

AT a meeting of the Collie Club, held at the 
CryBta] Palace, London, on Tuesday af- 
ternoon, July 7, the following description of 
the dog whose interests the members study was 
adopted: 

"The skull of the collie should be quite flat 
and rather broad, with fine tapering muzzle of 
fair length and mouth the least bit overshot, 
the eyes widely apart, almond shaped and ob- 
liquely set in the head; the skin of the head 
tightly drawn, with no folds at the corners of 
the mouth; the ears as small as possible, semi- 
erect when surprised or listening, at other times 
thrown back and buried in the *runV 

"The neck should be long, arched and mus- 



cular, the shoulders also long, sloping and fine 
at the withers; the chest to be deep and narrow 
in front, but of fair breadth behind the shoul- 
ders, 

"The back to be short and level, with the loin 
rather long, somewhat arched and powerful. 
Brush long, 'wi' upward swirl' at the end, and 
normally carried low. 

"The forelegs should be perfectly straight, 
with a fair amount of flat bone; the pasterns 
rather long, springy, and slightly lighter of 
bone than the rest ot the leg; the foot with toes 
well arched and compact, soles very thick. 

"The hindquarters, drooping slightly, should 
be very long from the hip bones to the hocks, 
which should be neither turned inward nor 
outward, with stifles well bent. The hip bones 
should be wide and rather ragged. 

"The coat, except on legs and head, should be 
as abundant as possible ; the outer coat straight, 
hard and rather stiff the under coat furry and 
so dense that it would be difficult to find the 
skin. The 'ruff 1 and 'frill' especially should be 
very full. There should be but little feather' 
on the forelegs, and none below the hocks on 
the hindlegs. 

"Color immaterial 

"Symmetry.— The dog shall be a fair length 
on the leg, and his movements wiry and grace- 
ful. He should not be too small— height of 
dogs from 22 in. to 24 in., of bitches from 20 in. 
to 22 in. 

"The greyhound type is very objectionable, 
as there Is no brain room in the skull, and with 
this there is to be found a fatuous expression, 
and a long, powerful jaw. 

"The setter type is also to be avoided, with 
its pendulous ears, full soft eye, heavily-feath- 
ered legs, and straight, short nag. 

"The smooth collie only differs from the 
rough in its coat, which should be hard, dense 
and quite smooth.

Breeding for Type. 

WE are at all times pleased to give informa- 
tion of practical value to any inquirers, 
though it is frequently anything but an easy 
task to bore at the roots of pedigrees. Among 
other letters received last month was one from 
a new-beginner in fox-terriers which we give la 
full. The name of the writer is suppressed as 
we have no desire to give offense to him, but 
simply use the letter as a peg to hang an 
opinion upon: 

Editor American Kennel Register: 
. I am very anxious to find out the blood of the 
following fox terriers. What I mean is whether they 
are descended either from old Trap, Jock, Foiler or 
Belgrave Joe, or of uncertain ancestors. Not having 
a copy of the E. K. C. 8. B., I apply to you. 

There is Trajan A.K.R. 1480, by Corinthian ex Pearl, 
whosH pedigree is, to me, an unmeaning list of 
names, though the names of Corinthian and Pearl 
are very familiar. 

Nailer, by Buff ex Activity. I cannot find out Activ- 
ity's pedigree. 

Active, by Gamester ex Gipsey. I do not know 
what strain Gipsey belongs t". 

Scarsdale, A.K R. 1212. Will you give me the full 
pedigree of Jester II.. Riot, Satire, also of Old Rag- 
man and Grove Ella? Also the breeding of cham- 
pion R^yal aod champion Tussle, as I don't know 
the pedigrees of Artful, Merry Girl, Cricket, Joe and 
Venus? 

In Fay, A.K R. 1909. Can you give me the breed 
ing of Brokenhurst Frolic, Nottingham Nettle, Tes- 
ter and Old Mac? By enlightening me on the above 
you will greatly favor me. as I cannot breed from 
them without knowing further. 

Also of Mr. Thayer's Jaunty. I don't know either 
her sire or dam. 

Ab opportunity occurs we will reply to the 
above by instalments. But what we want to 
impress upon breeders in general is, that paper 
pedigrees never bred good dogs. Pay less at- 
tention to the stud book and more to what is 
going on about you. Scan the catalogues of 
dog shows closely and note the dogs that are 
put down as siring the winners. Take that as 
evidence worth more than a pedigree tracing 
back to the flood. As we have previously 
stated, pedigree suggests the ability to be & 
successful sire or dam, nothing more than that. 
Take Elcho, in Irish setters, or Obo II., in 
spaniels; who cares what their pedigree is? It 
is sufficient for the breeder to know tnat they 
are successful sires. 

In all breeds where outward form is the cri- 
terion of merit, type can only be obtained by 
carefully and systematically making a strain. 
This cannot be (lone out of the stud book. Be- 
ginning with one or two bitches of good family 
and well made, the choice for sire should be the 
dog that is siring the winners of the present 
time. Of the result only the best should be re- 
tained. Interbreed the progeny and follow 
out the same course of putting the poor ones in 
the bucket. How far interbreeding may be 
carried without bad results depends, in our 
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opinion, almost entirely upon the animals used, 
and if a weak sire or dam is never bred from, 
there is no reason why the progeny should be 
anything but robust animals. Be careful in the 
selection of the breeders and never use the pedi- 
gree unless there are the frame, build and con- 
stitution to produce desirable results. It is 
the overlooking the physical defects of the sire 
or dam and relying entirely on the pedigree 
that, in our opinion, has caused much discom- 
fiture when interbreeding has been tried. 



Thoughts on Mastiff Breeding.

Id the present accepted fashion in mastiffs 
compatible with perfect health and devel- 
opment; in other words, is it possible to breed 
dogs to the standard without inviting deform- 
ity? This question has frequently recurred to 
the writer suggested by the crooked limbs of 
many of the most noted prise winners of the 
day. To allude to the deformities of the mas- 
tiffs of England might seem an unkindness, and 
to dwell on the defects to be noted in the ken- 
nels of American breeders good taste will not 
sanction. Material to. illustrate the theory of 
the writer is absolutely indispensable, and the 
mastiffs at the Crystal Palace are chosen, with 
an apology to their breeders and owners for 
their selection. A careful analysis shows that 
not a single mastiff in the front ranks that is 
not, in a measure, defective in the hind parts; 
being either weak in the loins, too narrow in 
the quarters, cow-hocked or too straight in the 
stifles. Many have slouchy, dragging gaits, 
others are "stilty" in their movements. The 
dog considered by many to be the best in the 
world is badly cow-hocked, weak in the loins, 
And has narrow hindquarters, which he finds it 
difficult even to drag after him. 

Among the mastiffs at the Palace well-shaped 
and developed behind, not one was given a 
first prize. To one was awarded second; in her 
class there were but two entries. Another re- 
ceived third prize; four were very highly com- 
mended, and the remainder unnoticed. Recall 
the mastiffs of America, and on the fingers of 
one hand can be counted all the noted winners 
that are ndt imperfect in loin or limb. Surely 
there must be a reason for all this. The one 
which naturally suggests itself, and in which a 
ready solution for these deformities is found, 
is over-eating and insufficient exercise. Were 
they due to other and constitutional causes the 
infirmities would be general, that is, the fore- 
legs as well as those behind would be affected. 
Consider then the origin of the most prominent 
prize winners in England, were they not bred 
in London or its suburbs? Was it possible for 
them while being matured to have had free- 
dom of movement sufficient to develop perfect 
limbs and symmetrical bodies? Again, do not 
English breeders generally theorize that mas- 
tiffs need but little exercise, and therefore re- 
strain them from active exertion? Answers to 
these questions must aid in sustaining the 
theory of the writer. Following out this line 
-of reasoning, would mastiffs if allowed suffi- 
cient liberty during the growing stage— per- 
mitted to gambol, run and jump in constant 
activity as their natures prompted them— then 
.have developed into that cart-horse form, with 



short legs, heavy body, and lazy, waddling 
gait* In the human experience perfect health, 
and development is born of activity. Exercise 
does not invite the accumulation of fat, nor in 
the maturing youth promote low statures and 
coarse heavy frames; rather does it tend to a 
symmetrical growth, greater height and slen- 
derer limbs and bodies. Will any one gainsay 
that the tall, slender, muscular man of quick, 
active movement is healthier bv far than the 
short, heavy, obese man, with his alow, labored 
manner ana duck-like gait? 

It is proper to assume that the representative 
does in England are found in the front ranks; 
in fact in accepting a type of mastiff demand- 
ed by the present fashion, deformity in limb is 
one of the characteristics. The dog that wad- 
dles along with a slouchy gait, who finds a 
walk laborious, a canter torture, a run impos- 
sible, is the one chosen as nearer the standard 
of to-day. Within the year a mastiff has been 
imported to this country of which a judge in 
England, an acknowledged authority on the 
breed, is reported to have said that he consid- 
ered him the best specimen for breeding pur- 
poses he ever saw. The writer has carefully 
examined the dog in question and can honestly 
say that never before has he seen a mastiff so 
deformed. The muscles of the thighs are 
wasted, and paralyzed to such a degree that 
were his hindlegs of wood his movements 
would be as graceful and unrestrained as now. 

Is it possible that specimens like this can be 
regarded as proper for breeding? Can heads 
formed even in the most perfect moulds com- 
pensate for incomplete development and de- 
formity of limb? If so, why this marked dis- 
tinction, why are abnormalities considered less 
important in this breed and fatal faults in 
others? Had Beaufort, Elcho and Glencho 
been faulty in the loins and cow-hocked, would 
they have' won their premier positions? True, 
they are sporting dogs and speed is an essential, 
but is not perfect symmetry and development 
as necessary in one breed as in the other? Con- 
sider for a moment other animals. In a com- 
petitive class of thoroughbred stallions, would 
not lameness from spavins, curbs, navicular 
diseases and other abnormalties disqualify, no 
matter how perfect the horse is in form? In 
breeding cattle and sheep, is not success de- 
pendent in the main upon the selection of per- 
fect sires? The farmer in improving his grains 
selects only the sound and healthy seeds for 
planting. The breeders of domestic animals 
must appreciate the value of a high degree of 
health in progenitors, for the reason that all 
signs of defective nutrition or impaired develop- 
ment are transmissible. Dr. Manley Miles has 
given a case in point: "A mare affected with 
ringbone that unfitted her for farm work was 
kept as a breeder for several years. The colts 
were uniform in color, and as they showed no 
indications of disease wuen two or three years 
old, they found ready buyers at good prices. 
At the age of five years or six, however, they 
all had ringbone to a greater or less extent, and 
several were entirely disabled." The same 
author has stated: "In horses, strain of the 
back tendons, swelled legs, grease and roaring 
are often hereditary." Instances are not 
wanting showing that even slight defects in 
animals are inherited. 

It is generally believed, and on good evidence, 
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that in man and animals the offspring derive 
from the father more than the mother, external 
form and frame, from the latter more than the 
former, the vital organs, the lungs, stomach 
and mental nature. Knowing this, should it 
not be insisted upon that the sires have all the 
essentials, and especially among them well 
developed frames and muscles. 

This fact was well understood by Bakewell 
and his successors in the breeding of Leicester 
sheep ; of them Lord Somerville said: "It would 
seem as if they had at first drawn a perfect 
form and then given it life." Of the funda- 
mental laws in breeding, Youatt asserted that 
from passages in the Ola Testament bearing on 
this point, the best principles of breeding were 
understood at the time it was written. 

It must not be forgotten that not only is 
health in a high degree essential in progenitors, 
but also harmonious development of the 
muscular system. Compare the wild boar of 
the past with the pig of to-day. Wild life and 
activity developed the former, breeding and 
want of exercise has made the latter a loath- 
some thing. 

In our bench shows the writer has studied 
mastiffs, has found there pictures of grace and 
symmetry, with blood pure, eyes bright, head 
in propoi-tion. bodies well knit and limbs in 
harmony; all indicative of active powers, 
capable of making a run of several miles be- 
hind a team, or a jump over a "five-foot" fence. 

Those same dogs he has seen enter the ring 
to be displaced by others, cow-hocked and 
weak-loined, lame, shuffling specimens. And 
why ! because their heads, as the Almighty had 
intended, were in keeping with their bodies, 
and their legs in harmony with all. Of them 
the criticism made was "deficient in head and 
leggy." "Leggy 1" that term has now become 
common from its continued application go our 
mastiffs. And whence comes it? The wild 
boar had legs and was "leggy;" the pig of the 
present has the shortest possible. The former 
was symmetrically developed by activity, the 
latter is propagated largely by restraint. 

The beau ideal of an athlete is a man, tall, 
muscular, graceful. The short "stubby" boy, 
by well-appointed exercise and gymnastic 
training, becomes the ideal. The same boy, if 
decreed to live a sedentary life, would grow 
less in height, be gross in frame, lazy by nature, 
slothful in habits, and possibly fat, short- 
legged, with a shuffling, slouchy movement. If 
two puppies are selected, litter brothers, one 
given perfect liberty to run the fields, jump 
fences and follow his own promptings: the 
other kenneled, allowed but a small yard, there 
to eat, grow fat, occasionally bark and largely 
doze his time away, who can gainsay the result 
of this experiment. The first will in nearly all 
cases be more slender in body and have limbs, 
at the sight of which in the ring the average 
judge of to-day will wisely shake nis head, say 
"leggy" and turn to award the prizes to crip- 
ples with hydrocephalic heads, and loins un- 
able to bear a firm pressure of the hand. 

B v their awards, virtually , breeding is directed, 
at least influenced. The question of health, 
muscular strength and development, the possi- 
bility of transmitting vices, weighs little wnen 
compared to better shaped heads and prize- 
winning records. 

Should this be so ? Should a race of cripples be 



encouraged by awards, while dogs having per- 
haps little longer muzzles, but rich, pure blood, 
strong, healthy, well-made bodies and power- 
ful limbs, are displaced by those so imperfect in 
constitutions and structure, they must transmit 
to their "get" if not absolute weaknesses and 
deformities, at least a tendency to the same. 

Following this subject a step further, a dog 
is valued no less for his intelligence than hi* 
beauty of form. Why can it not be said of 
him as of man— 

"Mens sana in corpore sano." 

Infirmities in man warp his nature, propagate 
eccentricities, rendering him capricious if not 
morose. Among those of rich, pure blood, well 
developed bodies and limbs, and healthy to a 
high degree, would more naturally be sought 
buoyancy of nature, bright, keen intelligence. 
Might not the same physiological law exist 
among animals! Certainly it does not seem 
unreasonable to suppose that not only deformi- 
ties and infirmities embitter their natures, ren- 
der them impatient and savage, but inactivity 
vitiates faculties; lazy, indolent habits blunt 
perceptions and dull understanding. 



Show Distemper. 

THE following letters appeared in the For- 
est and Stream: of Aug. 27 and Sept. 3. 
With reference to Dr. HouseTs statement that 
his letter in last month's Register was not sent 
for publication, all we can say is that it was 
addressed to the editor and was printed ver- 
batim. No request was made not to publish, 
and as usual we simply exercised our discretion 
as to the value of the information. It seems 
that it was a good thing the letter did appear, 
as Dr. Housel can correct the error he made re- 
specting Glenchelcho: 

Gen. Wayne. Pa.— Editor Forest and 
Stream: In the last issue of the American 
Kennel Register, Dr. J. R. Housel, in his 
communication relative to the death of two of 
his dogs from distemper contracted at the re- 
cent Philadelphia show, lays blame to the 
veterinarian for allowing Glenchelcho (improp- 
erly registered at Philadelphia show as Glen 
Elcho) to remain, after his owner had requested 
permission to remove him. If you will permit 
I would like to reply to this through your col- 
umns (as well as the A. K. R ) so that the com- 
ing Philadelphia show may not suffer from ex- 
hibitors being scared away by this communica- 
tion. I wish to say, as the owner of the dog, 
that he had no signs of any sickness whatever 
during the show nor has ho had any since, 
neither did I remove him from the show or 
have any desire to do so. He had distemper 
during the fall of 1884. and was perfectly well 
and traveling around in all kinds of weather by 
Jan. 1, 1885.-^J. M. Fronepield, Jr. 



Watsontown, Pa, Aug. 28. —Editor Forest 
and Stream: In your issue of Aug. 27 Mr. J. M. 
Froneneld, Jr., denies that Glenchelcho had dis- 
temper at the Philadelphia show last May, and 
hastens to contradict me, for fear that my 
charge will be the means of keeping exhibitors 
away from the coming Philadelphia show. I 
am sorry I did not mark the Irish setter that 
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did have distemper, in the catalogue. And I 
dont think that Mr. Fronefield will deny that 
there was an Irish setter in the pappy clam 
down with distemper during the last three 
days of the show. I am sorry that my article 
appeared in A. K. R. as it was not sent for 
publication, and 1 so requested, for I would 
Se one of the last ones to do or say ought that 
would injure the Philadelphia show. I am 
under obligations to the management of the 
late show for favors shown me while there. 
But I think it the duty of the veterinarian to 
have removed at once any subjects of dis- 
temper. I was appealed to by the owner of 
this Irish setter to enter a protest against his 
remaining, as he. the owner of the dog, had re- 
quested the privilege of removing him and had 
been refused to do so. The dog was benched 
the third or fourth dog north or my Flora H. 
I may be wrong as to name, but in subject I 
am correct. Was it not Gerald? If this article 
meets the eye of the owner of the dog that was 
afflicted with distemper and that made the re- 
quest to me I ask him to corroborate my state- 
ment. I don't suppose there ever was a dog 
show without its after results of distemper, 
and I dont doubt for one moment that those in 
charge of the Philadelphia show were any more 
negligent than the management of other dog 
shows. In conclusion I wish to say I don't 
court any paper controversy on the subject, 
but will ask Mr. Fronefield to say am I right or 
wrong in saying there was a red Irish setter 
down with distemper? I say there was such a 
subject, if I am wrong as to name of dog.— J. 
R. HOTJSEL. 

Editor American Kennel Register: 

In the August issue of the Register, Dr. 
Housel's letter is intended to cast a slight on 
the management of the spring bench show of 
the Philadelphia Kennel Club, and especially on 
the veterinarian. It probably would have been 
better if the gentleman had first ascertained 
that the statements he made were correct be- 
fore he displayed them before the public. The 
dog mentioned in his letter, Glenohelcho, as the 
owner states in Forest and Stream, had not 
distemper, and he had no intention of remov- 
ing him. The dog I think he refers to was a 
red Irish setter, Gerald. This doe was called to 
my attention about 2:30 in the afternoon, and 
the owner had an order to remove him, which 
he did before 8 o'clock. The dog, in my opin- 
ion, at the time had not distemper, but was 
suffering from the effects of the Journey and 
his new surroundings. This opinion has been 
•confirmed by a communication i had from the 
owner since stating that he had no symptoms 
of distemper, but simply a slight cold. 

That there was not a case of distemper I 
would not say : there certainly was none that 
showed any objective symptoms, I doubt if 
there ever'wasashow held where there was 
not one or two dogs sent affected with the dis- 
ease, and especially in the incubative stage, 
when it would be impossible to detect the dis- 
ease even with the aid of a thermometer. It is 
just as reasonable to suppose that Dr. Housel's 
dogs were in this stage when sent to the show 
as to believe they contracted the disease there.

The Rancocas Kennels. 

THE distinguished position which Mr. Pierre 
Lorillard nas achieved in the sporting world 
through the medium of his world-famous racing 
stable, located on his Rancocas Farm, at Jobs- 
town, N. J., portends to be further augmented 
by his entry into the canine world. For many 
years Mr. Lorillard has been an ardent sports- 
man and a great lover of well-bred and well- 
trained sporting does. On becoming a pur- 
chaser of his magnificent estate in Burlington 
county he at once set about making a game 
preserve. From having a few brace of well- 
trained native setters, he is now the owner of 
one of the best kennels of blue bloods in this 
country. In December of last year Mr. Loril- 
lard determined to go extensively into the breed- 
ing of first-class English setters, which he hoped 
m time would not only make their mark on the 
bench, but at the fiela trials in tins country and 
in England. Expense was not to be considered 
in the attempt to accomplish this end, and he 
began looking forward to the time when he 
should, by a system of crossing the Llewellin 
and Laverack strains, produce a race of dogs 
which should be known as the "Rancocas 
breed." 

He had been accustomed to shoot with a 
friend, Mr. Percy C. Ohl, of Plainfield, N. J., 
who had for many years been a breeder of 
native setters and who is a thorough sportsman 
in every respect. He sent for Mr. Ohl, told him 
that he contemplated the foundation of a sport- 
ing dog kennel; discussed the subject with him 
and asked Mr. Ohl to become its manager. Mr. 
Ohl at once entered into the project, and armed 
with a letter of carte blanche to draw on Mr. 
Lorillard for whatever money he needed for 
the securing of the foundation stock, he started 
on his purchasing pilgrimage. Leaving this 
city in January of this year, he visited New 
Orleans, Memphis, St Louis, Chicago and Can- 
ada, and the principal dog centers m the Ea&t. 
His trip lasted until April, and when he re- 
turned home he had purchased at a cost ap- 
proximating to $15,000, the following well- 
known setters: 

Dashing Monarch (UeweUin's Dash— Coun- 
tess Moll). 

Storm Petrel (Don Juan— Petrel HI.). 

El Mahdi (Don Juan— Petrel II.). 

Hamlet (Don Juan— Fairy Lass).

Sudan (Druid— Ruby). 

Grouse Dale (Grouse— Daisy Dale). For field 
work only. 

Petrel II. (Pride of the Border— Petrel). 

Blue Belle (Rattler -Daisy). 

Vannette (Count Dick— Petrel). 

Lavelette (Druid— Princess Draco). 

Dame Petrel (Don Juan— Petrel III.). 

Glenada (Glenrock— Blue Belle). 

Glenlass (Glenrock— Blue Belle). 

Dame Buck (BuckelJew— Madame Llewellin). 

Lotta (Don Juan— Fairy Lass). 

Countess Mollie (Count Noble— Spark). 

Coomassie (Thunder— Peeress). 

Nancy Rake (Leicester— Petrel). 

He also purchased the pointer Shot (Sensation 
— H. W. Livingston's Rose). Besides the above 
when we visited the kennels in June, there 
were eight fine puppies by Gladstone out of 
Lavelette, and five by Dashing Monarch out of 
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Vannette. Blue Belle was in whelp to Dashing 
Monarch and Petrel II. to Count Noble. 

We have just learned from Mr. Ohl who 
writes that Hhe kennel since then has been 
-visited by malignant distemper, which broke 
out very suddenly, and had not the sanitary 
arrangements been complete our loss would 
.have been very great. Mr. Harry Ohl, who is 
the veterinarian, is deserving of the highest 
praise for his wonderfully successful treatment 
of the disease, especially in the cure of chorea 
and paralysis. I never saw distemper in such 
a horrible form before. In seventy-two hours 
after it was noticed hardly an animal in the 
kennel, old or young, but what was affected, 
while every variety of its freaks was shown 
and with some new additions. But as we did 
not lose a dog that was over a few months old 
we think the success in battling with the dis- 
ease was Lever equaled anywhere." Judging 
from the above account the Ranoooas Kennel 
is to be congratulated in weathering the storm 
so bravely. 

It was not until after the dogs had been 
brought home and given comfortable quarters 
in the barn which adjoins Mr. OhTs comfortable 
home on the Ranoooas Farm, that the plans for 
erecting a suitable kennel building were agreed 
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upon; and it was not until the middle of June 
that the stock was introduced into their new 
and handsome home. All things considered, 
the kennel building is the most elaborate and 
well-appointed building of its kind in this coun- 
try. The accompanying diagram shows that 
in shape it has somewhat the form of a cross. 
The building is of wood, finished inside with 
hard wood. The main building, that is the one 



described as the reception room and kitchen, is 
two-storied in height, and it and the three wings 
are covered with peaked slate roofs. The roof 
of the main building *s surmounted with cupola 
and flagstaff. All the compartments in this 
model kennel are well ventilated and lighted, 
and all the corners of the rooms are rounded 
so as to not break the circulation. The build- 
ing is upon a mound five feet in height, and 
especial care has been given to have the drain- 
age as perfect as possible. The floors are of 
cement, traversed with patent drains. The 
second story of the building is partitioned into 
sleeping rooms, store room and a room for 
bitches in season. 

There are three spacious yards, one to each 
department They are surrounded with picket 
and wire fences sunk two feet under the ground 
and are nine feet above it. The yard belong- 
ing to the department where the working dogs 
are kept is an acre in size. The other two 
yards are of about a quarter of an acre. AH 
the yards are provided with "shades" or bar- 
racks wih straw-thatched roofs. The one in 
the large yard contains a wide shallow trough 
in which the dogs 1 feet are washed after they 
have been worked. The working dogs have 
free access to their department, where a fresh 
supply of water is always on hand. The refrig- 
erator, marked F in the diagram, is about ten 
feet long, and in it a large supply of food and 
milk is always kept. 

In front of the fennel is the exercising field, 
a beautiful clover-covered pasture 187 acres in 
extent. Through it, and about 150 yards from 
the kennels, a pretty brook flows, and a portion 
of it has been dammed into a bathing place for 
the dogs, where in warm weather they are 
taken every day. 

The cost of the kennel building, which was 
planned by Mr. Ohl and erected by Mr. Loril- 
Iard's resident workmen, carpenters, etc., was 
about $5,000. It is situated about a quarter of 
a mile from the largest of the three preserves. 
Not only is the Ranoooas Farm a great harbor 
for game, but the surrounding country is well 
stocked with quail, English pheasants and Eng- 
lish partridges, thus affording every opportunity 
to work the dogs in close proximity to then* 
home. Altogether the establishment of Mr. 
Lonllard's Ranoocas Kennels will for some 
time to come be watched with interest by the 
sporting-dog lovers of this country. It has en- 
tered the lists under unexceptionable condi- 
tions, and if the adage is correct that "money 
makes the mare go," Mr. Lonllard's venture 
should have a *'boom" that will give it a satis- 
factory record in no time.— X. %n Forest and 
Stream. 

The English Mastiff. 

BT M. B. WYNN. 

Part X. 

WE have now arrived at the period of the 
early days of dog shows, the first hav- 
ing taken place in June. 1859. With them we 
may trace the origin of photographing noted 
specimens, ana it is almost needless to say that 
photographs from life are of far more value to 
the breeder than drawings, however good and 
truthful the artist, as, to say the least, there 
are few who do not insert a mannerism of their 
own. At the same time I disclaim against the 
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worked-up fancy portraits that are sometimes 
dishonestly issued by owners of dogs that have 
won numerous unimportant prizes, for obvious 
purposes. Such portraits are simply a public 
Swindle, the f aulte having been tonecf down and 
suppressed, while fancied beauties and perfec- 
tions are inserted, not because they exist in 
the specimen, but because it may get a few 
pounds out of the pockets of the unwary public 
and put it into that of the unworthy owner of 
the dog. And generally these worked-up 

Shotos are the reputed portraits of dogs that 
ave won prizes at the smaller shows, under 
possibly bribed or incapable judges, their own- 
ers being afraid to enter such pot-hunters and 
prize-grubbers for competition at the larger 
shows, knowing perfectly well that under com- 
petent judges they would stand no chance 
against the best dogs of the day. Such a de- 
basement of art is truly a monstrous swindle. 

In 1861 Mr. Lukey took first prize at Leeds 
with his Countess, Mr. Cautley, the owner of 
the noted Quaker, at that time knowing so 
little about the English mastiff as to have 
entered that fine dog in the foreign variety 
class. Mr. Lukey had some photos taken of 
Countess from life. In possession of this superb 
bitch he failed to mate her judiciously, being 
carried away with the vulgar error of great 
size, to obtain which he crossed her with Lion, 
a dog bred in America by then Captain Gamier, 
R. E. Lion was a longish-headed, somewhat 
leggy animal, showing signs of a boarhound 
cross The infusion of this mongrel blood 
nearly ruined Mr. Lukey's strain, causing him 
to lose ground, which he never thoroughly re- 
covered. There were three dogs from tnisLion 
and Countess cross, viz. : Mr. Ashton's Lion, Mr. 
Lukey's Governor and Garnier's Harold, the 
latter a white-faced specimen that took after 
his mother in type, being a reversion to Mr. 
Thompson's strain. Mr. Gamier admitted that 
this dog was the finest male specimen he had 
ever met with, and consequently he was supe- 
rior to anything he had ever bred, and was, 
perhaps (Quaker and Tiger excepted), the best 
specimen he had ever, up to that date, set eyes 
upon. Governor, grand big dog as he was, 
nevertheless instead of possessing the short, 
square head of the true English mastiff, in- 
herited too long a head and pointed muzzle 
from his &ire. and for the most part he 
begot animals with the long wedged- 
shaped head of the boarhound or Great 
Dane, leggy and showing too much of the ex- 
tended lithe figure, approaching toward the 
greyhound type. However, among his numer- 
ous unsatisfactory offspring (for like many 
other very large dogs he was extensively used 
and proved a decided failure at the stud) he 
begot Rufus, whose mother, Mr. Sam Horn's 
Jenny, was one of the then few remaining old 
English mastiffs, and was of the Trentham 
strain. Fortunately this cross restored the 
shorter head for Mr. Lukey. Rufus being a very 
grand-headed dog, although low standing and 
somewhat deformed. He was mated with Mr. 
J. K. Field's Nell III., who was a daughter of 
Cautley 's Quaker out of a very fine mastiff bitch 
owned'by Wm. Guppy (not Garrett, as is often 
erroneously stated); ner mother belonged to 
Lord Darnley, but her sire was never stated, 
and it has been rumored that he was a bull 
mastiff. However, this alleged bull cross has 



never been thoroughly investigated, much leas 
proved, and it is certain that Cater's Yorkshire 
Quaker, by Cautley's Quaker out of Guppy'* 
Nell was a very good mastiff, and a winner of 
numerous prizes, and his full sister, F. White's 
Princess (2,375) took the third prize at Cremorne 
show in London, in 1868, while his other sister, 
Nell III., threw to Rufus Mr. Edmund Field's 
Old King (2,301), who did more toward resusci- 
tating the true type of the old English mastiff 
than any other sire within the last twenty-five 
years. Both from his dam and the dam of his. 
sire, Old King inherited some of the purest and 
best mastiff blood extant 

It is worthy of note that Mr. Lukey never 
kept any stud book or written pedigree of his 
dogs, and although (like nearly every success- 
f ufbreeder) he at times bred regardless of alfin- ' 
ity, without seemingly any ill effects, yet he 
had no objection to a distinct cross, and it 
should be a significant warning to modern 
breeders that in crossing be introduceed a for- 
eign, distinct and inferior type, and in so doing 
lost his old one and with it the high prestige 



he then held, as Mr. Cautley with Quaker and 
Mr. Hanbury with a daughter of Bill George's^ 
Tiger beat Mr. Lukey easily, and the latter had 
to content himself with a secondary position 
between 1860 and 1869. In the latter year Mr. 
Lukey's lamp of fame threw out a final flicker, 
as by using Old King he obtained Beauty, 
Baron and Bounty, their dam being a grand- 
daughter of Bill George's Tiger. But the three 
were never equal to the trio Mr. Hanbury bred, 
viz., Taurus, .2,340; Hebe and Herpa, by Old 
King and also out of a granddaughter of Bill 
George's Tiger. What showed thatMr. Lukey'* 
ability as a breeder was not so acute as some 
people have been led or have led themselves to 
suppose, was the fact that with Beaut v, Bounty 
ana Treasure, and two daughters of the latter 
by the sire of Rajah — from these five grand 
brood bitches he failed to breed a single prize 
specimen; in fact, their offspring were so in- 
ferior that (with the exception of Bounty) they 
left no posterity. The truthful historian has at 
times to run counter to popular opinion, and I 
shall, therefore, conclude these remarks on Mr. 
Lukey with the well-known line: "De mortuis 
nil, nisi, bonum." 

In June, 1862. Mr. E. Hanbury's Duchess, by 
Bill George's Tiger, took the first prize at Hoi- 
born show, London, and was figured in the 
Illustrated Sporting News, and was also figured 
in the same for May 31, 1862, and in the same,, 
issue of Dec. 6, the same year. At fifteen 
months she weighed only 102 pounds. The cuts- 
may be relied on as accurate, as there was a 
striking likeness between them and Mr. Han- 
bury's fine dog Rajah (2,838). The cuts show a 
very broad, short-headed, fine-coated, muscular 
specimen, with a very fine stern carried down, 
and they form an important piece of mastiff 
history,' showing that the type Rajah was of r 
was inherited from and through Duchess, quite 
as much as through Nell IV. (the full sister of 
Old King) who was supposed to transmit the 
erroneously so-called bulldog type. A Lyme 
Hall mastiff belonging to Mrs. Coalville was 
figured with Duchess in the Illustrated Sporting 
Mews in 1862. These portraits were drawn at 
the Birmingham show, and it shows the Lyme 
Hall specimen to have been long in the head 
and houndy in ear.

Breeding for Type. 

Editor American Kennel Register: 

In reply to your "Breeding for Type," in Sep- 
tember number last, I would say that I quite 
agree with you , and always hare taken it for 
gospel faith, 'that paper pedigress never breed 
good dogs." My letter was not written for the 
purpose u of tracing back to the flood" the ped- 
igree of any dog or for the sake of gloating 
over a long pedigree. I was led to write it 
after carefully studying the remarks of Mr. 
Doyle in Vero Shaw's book. I think when you 
are told so thoroughly the characteristics of the 
different strains; the broad chests of the Trans, 
the open feet of the Belvoir terriers, and the 
bad ears and sour expression of the Buffers, 
etc., it is foolish to go ahead and breed blindly, 
regardless of the good and bad qualities of the 
many strains of which the fox-terrier breed is 
especially made up. You will surely agree 
with me that there are certain fox-terriers 
from whose progeny you would be loth to 
breed. For example, the celebrated champion 
Kattler or Flippant. 

After noting my dog's bad faults and exam- 
ining his pedigree, I see he has a good deal of 
Trap blood in him, which generally tends to a 
wide chest, hence my dog's wide chest. This is 
simply an instance, and I may be wrong in my 
conclusions. . 

It must certainly be the best plan to use a 
stud dog who is siring the winners, but would 
you not prefer to use an untried young dog of 
good pedigree rather than the sire of winners 
who is of unknown or doubtful pedigree? As 
to the specimens to be bred together, I under- 
stand tney must both be of the same type; 
not a coarse large dog to a light delicate 
biteh or vice versa. As to correcting the 
faults of one by the merits of the other, I 
should think their brothers and sisters would 
have to be noticed more and be much more 
important in deciding than the animals to be 
bred. 

I have read with much pleasure the articles 
you pointed out; I quite agree with the writer 
of No. 1, page 69, Vol. I., that a good pedigree 
always should go with a good dog, for as you 
say pedigree suggests the ability to be a good 
sire. No. 2 seems to care for pedigree just as 
any hobby and I should think in breeding he 
would never refer to pedigrees, and thus would 
be a dangerous breeder and would do a good 
deal of barm to any breed by his introduction 
of bad blood. No. 3 speaks truly in saying one 
must have experience. This is just what I 
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want and I suppose I will get it in time to 
come. 

VoL II. page 14.— "H." thinks a doc; with 
three or four generations of pedigrees is just as 
good as one with fifty. I agree perfectly. In 
fox-terriers you want to trace back to some 
dog such as Jock, Trap, Belvoir Joe or Foiler. 
When you get there who cares what the above 
dogs 1 pedigrees are. You know perfectly their 
reputation as stock getters. No. 2, by the "ter- 
rier man,' 1 1 have read with much interest. It 
is solid sensible advise. Thankfully yours, 
The INQUIRER. 

[The above is a reply from the gentleman 
who set us on a fox-terrier pedigree hunt, as 
may be seen in last month's Register. In for- 
warding the result of our investigations we 
drew the attention to various communications 
which had appeared in the Register on the 
breeding question. There is one point which is 
too much overlooked in estimating the value of 
"strains," and that is the process of selection. 
A strain can be completely altered without any 
outside influence by a change in the policy of 
selection. In reply to the direct inquiry as to 
whether we would breed to an untried young 
dog of guod pedigree rather than the sire of 
winners who is of unknown or doubtful pedi- 
gree, our answer is that we would prefer the 
sire of winners. As to the untried young dog, 
if he was a particularly good dog, we should 
prefer to breed to his sire in the hope of secur- 
ing another good young one. In the event of 
the sire being dead ana with evidence that the 
young dog is not a chance good one, but the re- 
sult of improvement on both sire ana dam, then 
we might use him, but it would be very much 
in the nature of an experiment. For instance, 
there is Beaufort, the best pointer we have ever 
seen; had we been breeding pointers we would 
have preferred using Bow, the sire of Beaufort, 
until satisfied by the experience of other people 
that Beaufort was a good sire. There are 
always plenty of people anxious to breed to 
prize winners, and we are quite willing to let 
them experiment for us. and in a year or two we 
obtain all the information necessary without 
being put to the expense of following all of 
their examples. The successful breeder is not 
the one who leads in breeding to new dogs, but 
the one who avoids the failures of more venture- 
some breeders. This of course does not apply 
to a person who has a strain of his own making 
and is in a position to foretell with certainty 
what the result will be.— Ed.]

Part X.— Concluded. 
About 1860 L. L. Pemberton, Esq., entered 
the arena as a mastiff breeder, purchasing 
Whynot from Bill George. Nothing was known 
of her pedigree, and from her woolly coat she 
bore every trace of the Alpine breed. Mating 



her with Bill George's Tiger, Mr. Pemberton 
obtained Lord Kingsdown's Rufus (2,385), who 
took the third prize at Islington in 1863 ralso 
Wolf (2,858), best known as Bamford's Wolf, 
having won first prize at Birmingham for that 
gentleman in I860, and subsequently first prise 
at Northampton in 1871 for the author, then 
beating Nero (2,818). In the same litter Mr. 
Pemberton bred Jenny, a remarkably fine ani- 
mal. Mating her with Governor, he obtained a 
large litter of fine dogs, of great size and well- 

§rown bodies, but very inferior in head to either 
leir dam or uncles, snowing the inferiority of 
the Governor type to that of Bill George's 
Tiger. Both Wolf and Rufus inherited the Bar 
sinister or dew claw from their dam. Wolf was 
the sire of Phillis (2,994), winner of the second 
prize at Birmingham in 1871, while the off- 
spring of Governor and Pemberton's Jenny 
failed to win prizes, although one of them,. 
Faust, when mated with Brenda, a daughter of 
Old Sing's, produced Fabius, who won several 
prizes for Miss Hales. 

In 1865, R. H. Cline won first prize at Birm- 
ingham with Prince (2,824), taking the second 
prize with him at the same show the two fol- 
lowing years. He was a very broad-set, mus- 
cular animal, with very small ears and short 
head, although his muzzle was somewhat too 
pointed. He was, however, too small to meet 
with general approbation, as he stood little over 
twenty-seven inches at shoulder. He was the 
sire of Lima (2,307), a pretty but small bitch,, 
being one of the same strain as Horn's Jenny, 
and therefore tracing back to Lord Vernon's 
and the Trentham blood. It is a pity that. 
Prince was not more extensively used at the 
stud, but the mania for size at any cost and 
from whatever mongrel or foreign source had 
then commenced, and thus some of the finest 
and best of the old English mastiff blood has 
been allowed to die out. Mr. Cline himself 
bred some very symmetrical and typical mas- 
tiffs., but his strain were comparatively small, 
or at least were too small to be fashionable. 
Mr. E. Hanbury mated his Duchess with Gov- 
ernor, but the offspring were inferior to the 
dam, Phoebe not being good enough to secure- 
honors on the show bench, while Prince (2.826) 
E roved, although superior to his sire, anything 
ut a satisfactory stud dog, his best produce 
being decidedly Griffin, who was out of Nell 
IV., and full sister to Old King. Prince also 
sired Heinzman's lion, a good but small speci- 
men, who begot Exley's Victor (2,350), a dog 
that did good service in Yorkshire toward 
keeping up the breed, getting some very good 
and useful stock, if not exactly of the very- 
first quality. 

In 1863 the Rev. C. W. Holbeck (a relative of 
the Armitage family) took first prize at Birm- 
ingham with Tigerj2,846), by Sir George Armi- 
tage's Lion out of Venus, both of the Kirklees 
strain. About the same date Mr. H. Cautley 
tried his hand at breeding, but produced noth- 
ing of any note. 

Among more modern breeders the Misses 
Hales and Agliouby, John Birch, G. H. Rushton 
(owner of Leo, 2,805), Chas. Batburst, P.Aspinal 
and A. B. Asford, have been extensive breed- 
ers, and owned specimens of fair merit. 

In 1876 Goddard, A.R.A.. painted champion 
Nero, 2,315, bred by then captain but now Sir 
T. G. F. Hesketh, Bart. The painting is a full 
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length portrait, and will be one of the means 
of handing down to posterity th© form of one 
of the finest mastiffs of his day. It is not only 
a splendid picture as a work of art, but also a 
very accurate and striking likeness of the dog, 
whose worst fault was his want of breadth of 
skull. His muzzle was remarkably grand and 
his lips extremely pendulous. He was also a 
very muscular, well grown, symmetrical ani- 
mal, of great size and bone, with a stern, if 
possible, even too fine; in color he was a dark 
dusky or smoky fawn, approaching almost to 
mouse color. His pedigree was very short and 
indifferent, and his produce inferior and dis- 
appointing. The portrait was photographed, 
and there are some fine photos of about 24x12 
inches in size. 

As a breeder no one has done more toward 
resuscitating and making the English mastiff 
popular than Mr. Edwin Nicholls. This truly 
great and clever breeder has produced some of 
the very best specimens that nave come before 
the public for the last fifteen years. In 1867 he 
took third prize at Manchester with Venus, and 
the year previously at the same show he 
secured third prize with his Quaker, a grand- 
son of Cautley's Quaker. Mating these two 
together Mr. Nicholls produced Hilda, Brenda 
(2,359), Slut (the dam of champion Empress, 
2,372), Lion (2,309), Leo (2,805). Mating Hilda 
with Old King he produced Wolf (2,852), Turk 
(2,349), who was once sold for £450, Prince (2.823) 
and Knight Templar (2,303), although Miss 
Agliouby's name appears in the K. C. Stud 
Books as the breeder of the last mentioned 
four, that lady having purchased Hilda in 
whelp by Old King. Mating Brenda with the 
same dog Mr. Nicholls bred Countess (2.360) 
and Brenda, the dam of Fabius (2,292), ana 
among a great number of good ones he has 
bred since, the credit of breeding champion 
Beau belongs to Mr. Nicholls, Mr. Beaufoy, his 
actual breeder, having purchased the dam from 
Mr. Nicholls when in whelp to his Prince. 

The English rule for reckoning the person 
who owns the bitch at time of whelping as the 
breeder has its disadvantages, as it is calculated 
to mislead the general public. In such cases 
where a bitch that has been mated, changes 
hands before whelping, the registration rules 
should require the name of the owner at the 
time of mating being stated, as it is not at all 
impossible or unfreouent that a person with no 
knowledge of mating dogs may purchase a 
bitch in whelp and obtain a name as a breeder 
from the produce, and owing to the fame ac- 
quired in this way spread broadcast, subse- 
quently, a lot of worthless, ill-bred puppies. 
Breeders with the talent Mr. E. Nicholls has 
shown himself to possess are few and far be- 
tween. 

Champion Graphic. 

GRAPHIC'S public life began at the Alex- 
andra Palace, June, 1882, when only four- 
teen months old, on which occasion Mr. White- 
house placed him first over the first prize win- 
ner at the previous winter show. His breaking 
was completed the following autumn and he 
was regularly shot over up to within a fort- 
night of his first appearance at Birmingham in 
November, 1882, where he won first in a very 
strong class. In the month of December fol- 
lowing he suffered his only defeat on the bench, 



at Plymouth, under the judging of Mr. Hugh 
Dalziel, where he was placed second to Cham- 
pion Bang II., a position which he, however, 
reversed with ease the next time they met, at 
the Crystal Palace show, the report stating: 
"Pointers were a good collection, both Graphic 
and Bang II. putting in an appearance. * * 
The result; however, was never in doubt, as Mr. 
Norrish's grand dog won all around with much 



His first and only appearance at field trials 
was in the all-aged stake (when about twoyears 
old) at the Kennel Club Ninth Field TVials, 
Blandf ord, 1883, where he suffered defeat, being 
drawn against that veteran field trial winner 
Fatima, owned by Mr. J. R. Lloyd Price, who 
publicly stated in the Field, May, 1882, ''Fati- 
ma and Elias" to be "the best brace of field 
trial pointers in the world at the present time." 
He, however, suffered in good company, for 
no less a celebrity than Dr. Salter's bitch Malt 
(winner of the all-aged stakes, 1884, the dam of 
Osborne Ale, winner of this year's Derby), also 
succumbed to the excellent work of this well- 
known bitch (Fatima). 

His next appearance was at the Devon county 
show, where he carried off all the honors in his 
class, including the special cup for best pointer. 
At Colchester, June, 1883, his honors were 
equally high, besides adding to his other win- 
nings the cup for the best pointer or setter, 
beating the champion. Sir Alister, for the latter 
trophy. 

A fortnight after he won his champion title 
at the Crystal Palace, having sustained that 
position of honor against all comers at every 
show — Crystal Palace, Birmingham or else- 
where— whenever exhibited, down to and end- 
ing with the Crystal Palace, January, 1885, the 
last time shown. 

In addition, he, with his half brother, Donald 
HI., received the Kennel Club cup for best 
brace in pointer or setter classes, defeating the 
champion setters Royal IV. and Novel, at York. 
He also, on this occasion, received one of the 
highest possible honors, the special prize "for 
best pointer which has ever run in any public 
field trial." 

In the course of about two years he has won 
in all twenty-three prizes, having been shown 
sixteen times, of which prizes one only was 
second, seven first, eight champion (prizes or 
cups) and seven specials (cups or prizes). 

His sire, Bonus-Sancho, is by Mr. Sam Price's 
old champion Bang out of Leach's Bell, a win- 
ner which produced in different litters Bang II., 
Bow Bells, Merry Bells, Bruce Bell and many 
other winners; Leach's Bell, by champion San- 
cho out of Leach's Fan: champiou Sancho, sire 
of champion Wagg and brother of champion 
Chang; Vesta (the dam of champion Bang) and 
Random (sire of Don Juan). His dam. Fursdon- 
Juno, is a litter sister to champions Ponto and 
Fan, which have won so many prizes for Mr. 
Fletcher. A word as to Graphic's progeny. 

Mr. Norrish's Beau Ideal and Revel III. are 
almost too well known to need description, 
having generally won whenever exhibited, the 
latter in the challenge class, and also beating 
champion Bang II., taking first and cup for best 
in pointer or setter classes. Revel III. was 
beaten at the last Crystal Palace show by cham- 
pion Belle of Bow, but it was a very near thing 
between them, vide the report of the judge.

Mr. Harter's Bell of Cranfleld is also well 
known, having been placed first in the pappy 
olass at the Crystal Palace show oyer that grand 
looking dog Paragon. Countess of Cranfleld, 
also Mr. Harter's, will be remembered as first 
in the small bitch class at the last Kennel Club 
show, while Grandee (formerly Devon Duke), 
late Mr. Norrish's, has won in very strong com- 
petition, and Mr. Leach's Bracket, the latter 
when under twelve months old was placed sec- 
ond in small dogs and third at the last Crystal 
Palace show. 

Zeus and Zasme (Mr. J. E. L. Lloyd's) are also 
well known, the former having been placed 
first at Bristol, Plymouth and Barnstable, and 
the latter also first, Mr. Lort, the judge, in his 
report stating: "In the bitch class Mr. Lloyd 
had an easy win with Zasme. in by no means 
an indifferent class. This bitch is a great beau- 
ty; she has a perfect head, neck, shoulders, 
loin, stern, carnage. She is a nice size, and 
though her legs look perhaps a trifle light for 
her body, they are of the right shape and 
make, and no one can say they are not of last- 
ing sort" Mr. Lloyd also writes, "They are not 
only bench winners, but perfect in the field," 
and he describes Zeus as follows: "Is a thor- 
oughly good dog in the field (has been and is 
regularly shot over), with rare back, loins, 
thighs and second thighs, and exceptionally 
well developed stifles, good bone and coat, deep 
•chest is fast and enduring. " 

Of Lass of Bow Mr. Sam Price writes to Mr. 
Anthony in regard to her work: "I can truly 
say I have never seen a smarter pointer," and 
adds "she is staunch, backs rigidly at any dis- 
tance. She is very fast (quite as fast or faster 
than Daisey) with good carriage and lively ac- 
tion of stern; she has an excellent nose, takes 
the wind and quartern her ground methodic- 
ally and she has also taken to retrieving natu- 
rally, which she does tenderly." In a letter in- 
closed to the owner of Graphic by Mr. Price 
and written to him by a gentleman who has 
Lad of Bow in his hands, the following descrip- 
tion of Lad's field work occurs: "He gallops 
well, has a stylish way of moving in the field, 
a good nose and an excellent temper; with care 
he will make a perfect dog." 

Mr. Price further states/ *I am so well pleased 
with them that I intend to send Climax (their 
dam) to Graphic's brother, who is owned by a 
neighbor of mine. He is, I hear, a grand dog 
in the field. He is not so handsome as Graphic, 
nevertheless he is a good looking dog." In an- 
other letter Mr. Price states, "I have made it 
a rule never to breed from anv dog I have not 
known to be thoroughly good m the field." 

Climax of Braunfels, owned by Prince Al- 
bert Solms (the owner of Naso of Kipping) is a 
litter sister to the brace mentioned above and 
was the winner of the puppy stakes, Berlin 
field trials, 1885. 

The latest addition to the bench winners 
among Graphic's progeny is the Duke of Con- 
naught. The last report published concerning 
him states: "We have recently referred to 
the winner, Duke of Connaugnt, not quite 
twelve months old. He is a magnificent young- 
er son of champion Graphic and Maud, by old 
Bang— blue blood enough in all goodness." 
There are other worthy sons and daughters of 
Graphic, but space will not permit mention to 
be made of them. 



Mr. Anthony, with rare candor, writes us as 
follows: "I should not be truthful, however, 
in my description, did I not give the other and 
leas flattering side, as conveyed to me by two 
persons in England, but only two. with whom 
I have corresponded. One a prominent breeder 
in England and a very successful competitor 
at field trials, writes: ( I saw him run in an 
English field trial and considered him a dunter, 
ana I cannot believe, at his present age, he can 
have altered much for the better,' his whole 
letter being of the same temper, but as this is 
rather the worst in it I quote it, as the whole 
would be too long. The official report in the 
Kennel Gazette, referring to this same trial, 
states: 'Fatima and Graphic had very' bad, 
flinty ground to perform upon, and Graphic, 
who is a nice mover, did not seem able to get 
himself out to advantage, points on two pheas- 
ants ending the heat in favor of Fatima.' I ac- 
knowledge, however, that this statement made 
by so prominent a breeder made me feel weak 
for the moment, and would have quite taken 
away my breath had I not realized that seeing 
is believing, and that I could probably trust my 
trainer's word equally with that of a gentle- 
man whose kennel of pointers had, with I be- 
lieve one exception, been invariably defeated 
on the bench f>y Mr. Norrish's. I felt so cha- 
grined, however, that I sent a copy of the let- 
ter and my answer to a well-known breeder, 
asking him what he thought of the statements. 

The folio wins: is his reply: 4 Mr. 's letter, 

copy of which I have received from you, is not 
very complimentary to Graphic, in the field at 
least. However, I should take but little notice 

of this, for as a matter of fact never saw 

him work except on that occasion at the trials, 
when he was only down a few minutes in the 
end of one fallow and the corner of another 
close to a wood, when Fatima made a point at 
a pheasant and won. Mr. 8. Price and Mr. 
William Francis, of Exeter (the breeder of 
champions Sancho and Chang and so many of 
our best)— these gentlemen saw Graphic work 
a whole day within a week of his running at 
Blandf ord. You could get an unbiassed opin- 
ion of them.' A statement follows regarding 
the character, movements, etc., of the point- 
ers owned by the prominent breeder referred 
to, in which the comparison is quite favor- 
able to Graphic; but as it is not my province 
to decry any dogs, but rather lend a helping 
hand to every breeder of repute, I forbear to 
quote the balance of the letter. I previously 
corresponded with Mr. Price, as the letters 
heretofore quoted will show, but I have not 
had time to receive an answer from Mr. Fran- 
cis, though I have this week written him. The 
other, a solicitor, who, like the gentleman pre- 
viously referred to, had some dogs for sale, 
writes: 'I should be much disappointed if he 
(Graphic) ever got a point in the field with 
either of these dogs, but I have not the least 
doubt he will beat either of them on the bench.' 
These are the only two cases in a voluminous 
correspondence carried on by me with many 
of the prominent breeders in England, in which 
Graphic's field qualities have been condemned, 
lam fully aware that owners of dogs usually 
give but one side to the public, and that the 
very best. As I wish no honors for Graphic 
that he is not justly entitled to, I make public 
the bad with the good."

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The New Dos Show Rules. 

THE following communication appeared in 
Forest and Stream since the lait register 
was published. The Pittsburg meeting fell 
through and it is not known when another will 
be called: 

Some months ago you were kind enough to 
give publicity to an article upon the first sample 
of dog show rules issued by the American Ken- 
nel Club for the guidance of its members. 
Subsequently the club delegates met at Phila- 
delphia, where a new set of rules were framed, 
and are, I understand, to be brought before 
the Pittsburgh meeeting for final adoption. 
With your permission I will comment upon 
these rules, which I will premise by saying are 
a vastly superior set to the old "shake oag" 
lot. Nearly all of the suggestions offered in 
my former criticism have been adopted, but 1 
think the rules can yet be improved. 

2. All dog* entered for competition or exhibition 
only shall be entered in the name of the bona fide 
owner. Such entry rau«t be identified by the name 
of the dog, its date of birth, and. if known, the name 
of its sire, dam and breeder, otherwise it must be 
entered "pedigree unknown." It the name of a dog 
which has won a first prise has changed, its name at 
time of winning any and every such prize, and the 
place thereof, must be given. 

For "shall be entered/ 1 it would be better to 
make it "must be entered. 11 The words "and, 
if known 17 should precede "its date of birth. 11 
There should also be a correction made in 
"otherwise it must be entered 'pedigree un- 
known. 1 " The pedigree may be known, but 
its date of birth or the breeder's name may be 
unknown or forgotten, and in such a case "pedi- 
gree unknown 11 does not apply. The word 
"been" is required in the sentence "If the name 
* * * has changed." Then a limit should be 
specified as to how many times the repetition 
of the old name and record must be given. 
The presumption is that this applies only to the 
first entry made after the change, and if such 
is the case it should be so stated. 

3. If a dog is entered without being identified, as 
directed in Rule 2, it shall be disqualified from com- 
petition. 

The words "from competition" had better be 
omitted. 

4. Puppies may be entered in the grown classes in 
addition to the puppy class by the payment of an 
extra entrance fee. 

In this rule it would be well to clearly specify 
when a puppy's eligibility to the class ceases. 
For instance, if a dog's date of birth is May 1, 
1885, and a dog show is held beginning on May 
1, 1886, with the entries closing on April 29, 
some may consider that it is eligible because 
it was under a year on the date of closing the 
entries. Then again, is it or is it not over the 
age on the recurrent date? It is a point that 
ought to be made clear and it seems to fit on 
to this rule better than any other. 

6. Dogs to be eligible for special prizes must in all 
cases be entered in their regular classes, and no dog 
eligible for special prizes can be withdrawn from 
competition, unless it has been stated on entry 
blanks, "Wi>l not compete for specinl prizes." Stud 
dogs and brood bitches with their progeny, may 
compete for such special prizes as may be offered, 
but the progeny must be entered in regular classes. 

The opening of this rule is a relic of the old 
one. It is not necessary at all, as it would be 



extremely difficult to see how a dog could com- 
pete at all unless entered, and how can he be 
entered in any other way than in the regular 
class. Let the committee, by all means, cut 
out all useless verbiage, and in this rule all par- 
poses are served by making it begin, "No dog 
eligible for special prizes, etc." "Entry blanks'' 
should be "entry blank," as the rule refers to 
a dog. I fail to see the object of the addenda 
respecting stud dog and brood bitch prizes. It 
is purely a matter within the province of the 
show committee and will be fully covered by 
the wording of the premium list. It would be 
equally proper to say, "Dogs competing for a 
kennel prize must be entered in the regular 
classes. 1 ' There is no necessity for that and 
neither is there for the clause as given in the 
rule. 

The wording of Rule 8 is very crude, "Any 
dog * * * must have stated on its entry- 
blank, etc." 

9. in estimating the number of prizes a do? has 
won, with reference to whether it should compete in 
champion class or not, the number of prizes won 
shall be calculated up to 12 o'clock noon of the day 
previous to the day of closing entries for the show. 

I fail to see the object of eligibility being 
calculated up to noon of the day previous to 
the day of closing entries for the show. An 
exhibitor filling out an entry blank on the date 
of closing entries puts down three first prises, 
one of which does not count for a champion 
class because it was awarded on the afternoon 
of the preceding day. That is decidedly- 
wrong. In England, entries close with the 
secretary on the announced date, not as with 
us by mailing a letter on that day, and the 
limit is noon of the day previous. With us all 
prizes won on the day of closing should be in- 
cluded in estimating eligibility to champion 
class. 

10. Dogs that have won in a champion class shall 
be continued in said clas3. 

This has been characterized as a legacy of 
"construction." Possibly the framer of this 
rule meant to say "a champion class under 
these rules," and that is quite proper. After a 
dog had won three prizes at associate club 
shows, and th?n a champion prize, two of the 
clubs might resign and this would give the dog 
only two prizes, one of which is a champion, 
and throws it back into the open class. 

14 Dogs that have been erroneously entered may 
be transferred by the judge to their prop* r classes. 
If s-ich classes have been judged they shall not be 
reopened. 

If we are to understand that exhibitors are 
all to be treated alike, it is difficult to see how 
such can be the case under such a rule. A mem- 
ber of the Executive Committee informs me 
that the rule was suggested by a case which 
occurred at the late Philadelphia show, in 
which a pointer was entered in the wrong class 
through the owner not being aware of his in- 
creased weight putting him in the large size 
class. If the attempt is to be made to provide 
rules for every special circumstance that may 
arise at a doe show, we will soon be in a 
worse plight than we were before. Take two 
cases: Mr. A. enters a dog in the bitch class by 
mistake, and Mr. B. gets his bitch in the dog 
class. Manifestly, if it is proper to correct Mr. 
B/s error, Mr. A. should oe equally favored: 
but it so happens that Mr. A. cannot be placed 
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•on the same footing as Mr. B., because the class 
in which his dog should hare been entered has 
been judged. The principle is entirely wrong; 
both exhibitors should be treated alike. This 
can only be done by throwing the responsibil- 
ity of the error on the person who made it, 
and let the entry form govern in all cases. In 
other words, the rule should be that errors in 
yna.iring entries cannot be corrected by the 
managers. 

15. The decision of the judges shall be final in all 
cases, except where mistake, fraud, misrepresenta- 
tion or collusion can be shown. In such cases the 
managers, or such referee as they may appoint, 
.must decide all cases, 'and the dog must be re judged. 

A little Lindley Murray would improve the 
last sentence "In such cases the managers * * * 
must decide all cases, and the dog must be re- 
judged." 

17. Any person guilty of misconduct, or has been 
.guilty of misconduct, in any way in connection with 
dogs, doe show 8 or Held trials, may, in the discretion 
of the managers, be disqualified from exhibition or 
competition at these shows. Such disqualification 
shalfbe recognized by all the members of this associ- 
ation, until the person or persons disqualified shall 
appeal to, and the case has been decided by the ex- 
ecutive committee. The disqualification of the own- 
ers will apply to ail dogs connected in the perpetra- 
tion of the fraud. 

If the wording of this rule ran something like 
this it would read smoother: The managers of 
any club may suspend or disqualify any person 
proved to their satisfaction to have been guilty 
of discreditable conduct in connection with 
dogs, dog shows or field trials. Such suspension 
■or disqualification shall be recognized by all the 
members of the association and can only be re- 
voked by the executive committee, to whom 
appeal may be made. The penalty shall extend 
to any dog connected with the perpetration of 
a fraud. 

There is a question as to how much the 
phrase *'in connection with dogs" may be made 
to cover. It would seem to go far enough to 
cover a case of willful deceit in a.dog trade. 

18. A castrated dog or spayed bitch shall be dis- 

Sualifled from competing, or from receiving a prize 
: awarded. Total or partial blindness shall have 
great weight against a dog. 

I should like to know how a totally blind dog 
can be recognized at all by any judge. 

19. All clubs shall reserve the right to exclude or 
remove from the show such dogs as it may deem 
proper or necessary. 

A better reading would be, "The right is re- 
served to exclude or remove from the show any 
dog the managers may deem proper or neces- 
sary. w 

20. Each member of the association shall appoint 
their judges, arrange prize lists, form of catalogues, 

• - assume its own financial responsibility, and arrange 
such other details as may properly come under its 
individual management. 

This is entirely out of place as a dog show 
rule. Its proper sphere is in the rules apper- 
taining to the association itself, either in the 
constitution or by-laws.

A Visit to Pasteur's Laboratory. 

AFTER a quiet and agreeable run on the 
Southeastern Railway to Dover— a very 
pleasant moonlight trip across the Channel to 
Calais, and a very shaky ride on the French 
railway, I arrived in Paris about 6 A. M., on 
Monday morning. 

Having received a letter of introduction to 
the learned scientist, M. Pasteur, from M. de 
la Rochelamleit, a French gentleman, who is 
residing in this country, I was not long before 
I was making inquiries for 45, Rue St. Ulun, 
which is a hospital used by the French Govern- 
ment for soldiers, wherein the professor's labor- 
atory is situated. The laboratory consists of 
two or three spacious rooms, very sparingly 
furnished, with the exception of chemical ap- 
paratus, of which there is abundance, arranged 
around the rooms. The principal laboratory, 
where most of the experiments are carried on, 
is at Mendac, just outside Paris, where the 
Professor has a fair size park, with suitable 
buildings, a gift of his Government, for experi- 
mental purposes. 

I was anxious to know if the disease— rabies, 
or la rage as it is called in France— had been 
common in Paris during this year, but from 
what I could gather I am inclined to think it 
had not. I next asked if it was found in France 
that dogs were more liable to the disease than 
bitches; but was informed that they were not. 
I was induced to put this question inconse- 
quence of the large number ot dogs I have seen 
affected compared with bitches. There may 
not be anything in it, for. as many people may 
remark, there are more dogs than bitches. No 
doubt there are ; but I am inclined to think that 
there is something more than numerical supe- 
riority to account for the large percentage of 
the former sex becoming affected. 

It is often supposed that a dog can communi- 
cate rabies to another dog, or hydrophobia to 
a human being, while the disease is existing in 
the system in a latent form— that is, the period 
between the time of inoculation and the time 
of the development of rabies. I am glad to be 
able to write that M. Pasteur says such a thing 
is impossible, and I am quite of that opinion, 
for many cases have come under my notice to 
prove this. But a bite from a dog three days 
prior to the symptoms of rabies showing them- 
selves is very dangerous, and should be treated 
as a bite of a rabid dog. M. Pasteur is still 
conducting his experiments with this disease, 
though the success he has had has been almost 
complete, but up to the present the attenuated 
virus which he prepares unfortunately will 
only keep a very few days, and this to a 
certain extent reduces its value, as it takes 
many months to prepare, but he feels sure 
that he will overcome this difficulty before 
very long. 

The attenuated virus or vaccine by which 
M. Pasteur inoculates dogs to prevent rabies, 
and which also acts as beneficially in human 
beings to prevent hydrophobia is prepared by 
passing some original virus obtained from the 
brain of a rabid dog successfully through thirty 
monkeys, in the following manner: First mon- 
key, inoculated in the brain by trephining, with 
virus prepared from rabid dog's brain, by ma- 
cerating the bulk in water at a temperature of 
115 deg. Fahr. (the broth contains the virus). 
This monkey dies from the disease on the flf- 
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teenth day. A second monkey is inoculated 
with the virus prepared from the last monkey's 
brain and it aies on the twentieth day. A 
third is inoculated from the virus prepared 
from the second monkey and this one dies on 
the thirtieth day. The sixth monkey, similarly 
treated, dies in two months, the tenth monkey 
in three months, the twentieth monkey in 
five months. And thus the virus prepared 
in this way, gradually gets weaker, so 
that by the time the twenty-seventh monkey 
is reached it does not kill, but has the wonder- 
ful effect of acting as a preventive against the 
disease, so that even if this monkey is inocu- 
lated with the virus direct from a rabid dog it 
has no effect. M. Pasteur does not stop at the 
twenty seventh monkey, but continues to re- 
duce tne power of the virus until the thirtieth 
monkey is reached, and at this stage he con- 
siders the vaccine perfect, and it is with this 
that he inoculates dogs. M. Pasteur, some 
months ago, had four dogs that had been bitten 
by a rabid one. Two of these dogs, the day 
after receiving the bite, he inoculated with the 
attenuated virus; the other two were left alone. 
These, in course of time, showed signs of rabies 
and died, but the two that were vaccinated are 
still alive and well. If by further experiments 
this vaccinating after inoculation by a rabid 
dog still proves that it will prevent the disease 
developing, then the vaccine will be a most 
valuable agent, and it should not be long- 
many years— before cases of rabies are rare. 

It was the general opinion that when M. 
Pasteur's experiments were first read and 
talked about, that it would be necessary for 
every dog that was to be proof against rabies 
to be vaccinated, but if it is, as M. Pasteur 
says, equally successful when done within two 
days of the time of the inoculation, it will not 
be necessary to have one's dogs vaccinated un- 
less they have been in contact with the disease, 
and in this way it acts as a cure of that much- 
dreaded complaint. 

No doubt all these experiments on the poor 
monkey appear very cruel, but the instruments 
used are very keen and fine, so that pain is re- 
duced to a minimum, and if by M. Pasteur's 
inoculating process human beings, leave alone 
our faithful friend tne dog, are to be spared the 
mcst horrible of all deaths, then one cannot 
help thinking that the ends gained justify the 
experiments carried on. 

I may here mention that M. Pasteur says 
that the germs of the disease are never found 
in the blood, but only in the nervous system. 
The vaccination or inoculation with the atten- 
uated virus is performed by subcutaneously 
injecting a small quantity of the fluid or broth 
prepared from the brain. 

There is no doubt that this French scientist is 
an exceptionally clever and deep-thinking man, 
and whatever he puts his hand to, he works with 
unusual perseverance to gain his object. It is 
the same man who prepared, and still prepares 
—for it is now a commercial article ana sent all 
over the world— that vaccine for inoculating 
cattle and sheep, to mitigate, and, in many 
cases, prevent that very fatal blood-poisoning 
disease known by the name of black quarter.— 
A, J. Sewell, M.R.C. V.S., in Live Stock Journal.

Mastiff Type. 

TH AT there has been a great change in type 
of dogs within fifteen years is well known, 
but as our readers may not have had opportu- 
nities of noting this variation, we give illustra- 
tions of the famous mastiffs, Governor, Turk 
and Hanbury's Duchess, dogs of the earlier 
date, and to compare with them, Colonel, Pon- 
tiff and Elaine, dogs of the later type. Com- 
pare the head of Governor with that of Pontiff, 
Turk's with Colonel, or Hanbury's Duchess with 
Elaine, and the difference is almost as great as 
though they were different breeds.

Reading your September issue, in the Pedi- 
gree Register, page 132, No. 2628, I see the 
pedigree of Aston's Judy (E. 8,486) as by Royal 
(E. 2,383) out of Bathurst'a Juno (E. 2,880). I 
saw at once there was a mistake somewhere, 
as, first. Royal never served Bathurst's Juno 
(E. 2,880) ; second, Aston's Judy was whelped 
September, 1874, and was bred by a Mr. J. 
Hudson; third, Bathurst's Juno (E. 2,380) died 
in 1860 or 1870, soon after giving birth to the 
litter of which Lansyne was one, and was 
never out of the Bathurste' possession. 

Thus you will at once see the impossibility of 
the pedigree as stated by you. The mistake 
appears to have arisen from the compiler of 
vol VI. of the E.K.C.S.B. having ignorantly 

5 laced the number, 2,380, after the name of 
udy's dam, while you in America have added 
to it unconsciously by giving the name of the 
owner of Juno (E. 2,380) a different bitch to 
Hudson's Juno, the maternal great grand dam 
of Chinalette.

The English Mastiff. 

BY M. B. WYNN. 

Part XI. 

IN drawing this essay to a close, it has been 
suggested to me editorially to give "the 
leading characteristics of the several promi- 
nent strains," and while I shall endeavor to 
comply according to the best of my ability, 
having a sincere wish to benefit my mastiff- 
loving readers, I trust, however, that they will 
give me full credit for impartiality. The gen- 
eral characteristics of the prominent strains of 
any race of animals must be of service to 
the breeder of the variety. But to coacer- 
vate them requires lengthened experience and 
considerable judgment, and even then the 
faults and perfections fluctuate and are greatly 
modified by the various strains that they are 
fused with; The leading strains between 
twenty and twenty-five years ago were Bill 
George's Tiger, Cautley's Quaker. Lukey's 
Governor and Weller's Wallace. The first was 
succeeded by his sons, Bamford's Wolf, Lord 
Kingsdown's Rufus, Bainford's Sampson and a 
number of daughters of exceptional merit. 
Tiger himself was crooked in his legs, slack in 
loin, both defects probably owing to bad rear- 
ing; as, first, his immediate progenitors were 
very good in both reapect^ although some of 
Mr. Lukey's old strain, from whom he was de- 
scended, were slack in loin and weak and 
crooked in the legs; secondly, although some 
were a little slack in loin, Tiger's cwn stock 
were very straight on the legs and also very 
active animals. Lord Kingsdown's Rufus, who 
died in my possession, could jump a five- 
barred gate when past eight years old, and 
Captain, another son of Tiger, presented to me 
by Messrs. Broadwood (the noted piano manu- 
facturers), was one of the fastest and most de- 
termined cat killers of any breed of dog I have 
ever seen. Bruin, another son of Tigers that I 
had from Mr. Hanbury, was a remarkably 
muscular and symmetrical animal, with vast 



bone and splendid limbs. Four sons of Tiger's 
out of three different bitches died in my posses- 
sion, all being aged dogs, had the best of limbs, 
and were active up to the last 

Bill George himself, like many modern Lon- 
don breeders, was somewhat cramped for 
room, and having a number of dogs on the 
ground, his home-reared puppies were neg- 
lected, not getting sufficient exercise and 
liberty, the result being that his mastiff-breed- 
ing operations were, 1 believe, anything but 
satisfactory. Wolf, Phillis, Rufus, Sampson, 
Bruin, Branch, and Treasure, were very uni- 
form in type, and the four last had the dark 
clouded or sooty back, showing the brindle 
blood of their ancestry. The most striking 
characteristics of the Tiger line were magnifi- 
cent heads, iet black ears and muzzle, generally 
stone fawn in color, ears of medium size, rather 
inclined to be over large and leathery, coat 
hard. 

Cautley's Quaker was nearly allied to Bill 
George's Tiger. His male descendants have 
sunk into insignificance, owing to being crossed 
without ju'lement, with inferior blood; but his 
grandson, Old King, took after him verv much 
in type and his great grandson, my Sing II. 
(sire of Norah, first, Birmingham, 1876, out of 
Muna, same litter as King IL) resembled 
Quaker still more. I sold the dog to Mr. 
Hawett, of Wigan, Lancashire, and ne wrote 
me as follows: 4 *29th of December, 1876. Dear 
Sir — When I showed my King II. at Blackburn, 
Thompson and Douglas judged, when Thomp- 
son! saw King he asked my groom, 'Where 
does that dog come from?' He afterward told 
me in the hotel that he thought it was old 
Quaker coming into the ring. He pointed out 
to me his ears, and the beauty of his hind- 
quarters, etc. Yours faithfully, Thos. Hawett." 
Mr. Thompson wished to have placed Bang 
II. first, but being shackeled with a fellow arbi- 
trator who was really no judge of a mastiff, 
he had to give way and place the dog second, 
although previously when in my possession he 
had taken first prize at Nottingham, beating 
champion Empress (2,369) ( , then Mr. Flower's, 
but subsequently my property. Quaker (2,880), 
Pan I. (2,873), Sir Leo Armitage's late Tiger, 
King II., Norah II., and the Quaker strain gen- 
erally were remarkably symmetrical, very 
muscular, had generally small, semi-erect ears, 
very fine coats and sterns, but were somewhat 
small and light in bone, generally remarkably 
active and terrible fighters. Norah II. being 
about the fastest fighter I have ever seen. 
When her temper was roused she would attack 
either dog or bitch, and upset the vast Hercules 
on his back in a second. In the Live Stock 
Journal of Dec 22, 1876, report on the Birming- 
show (made, I believe, by that excellent all- 
round judge and olever reporter, 4 *Caractacus," 
the late £. SandelL Jr.), is the following 
mention of Norah II. : "We cannot say we 
personally acknowledge the winner, Mr.Wynn's 
Norah, as the correct type, but it is about the 
standard of the school of which Mr. Wynn and 
Mr. Hanbury are now the acknowledged lead- 
ers. Norah is own sister in blood to Peeress, 
and remarkably like her in character and gen- 
eral appearance ; her body is nice, neither flat 
and weedy nor cloddy, and though she is some- 
what light in bone for her size, her legs are 
beautifully straight; her color is more creamy 
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than fawn, and like Peeress, she has white 
blaze, collar and less; her head is correct in 
shape, but according to our notions sadly 
spoiled by her semi-erect ears/' 

Such was the report of a writer that hon- 
estly avowed he dia not exactly hold with the 
type. But such very much have been the char- 
acteristics of the King line, Taurus (2,840) and 
his son Young King (8,426) being of the same 
type. The King line have generally possessed 
grand heads, with very black ears and muzzle, 
and have been of the stone fawn, but have not 
had sufficient size to meet the approbation of 
the generality of present fanciers, yet the strain 
has done more toward keeping up the true type 
than any other. Lukey's Governor, superseded 



by his son, Mr. Hani. _ 
Griffin and grandsire of 



's Prince, the sire of 
Ajah (2,888), the latter 
dog one of the best sires of his day. Writing 
in 1878 for Henry Webb's book, "Dogs, Their 
Points," etc., published by Dean & Sons, I 
therein stated, in my opinion, that Field's 
King. Lukey's Baron and Kajah were probably 
the three best specimens then extant, not then 
having seen Taurus (2,840), although I then 
stated that from his blood he should be equal 
to any, and that with such specimens to breed 
from I saw no reason to fear for the future. 
It is not assuming too much to say that re- 
sults have proved the correctness of my judg- 
ment and prognostications, and breeders have 
even gone as tar as to say that it now reads 
like prophecy. 

That the Governor type would and could not 
hold its own I proved, having given a long sum 
for Timon, a grandson of Governor's, beingby 
Cromwell, by Governor out of Jenny, byBill 
George's Tiger out of Whynot, Timon's dam 
being also by Cromwell out of a daughter of 
my old Norah, of El varton Castle origin. Timon 
was a very fine specimen, with vast head, beau- 
tiful color, and measured and weighed well. I 
exhibited him at the Birmingham show, where, 
with Mr. Hanbury as judge, he was simply un- 
noticed, although (like many other overrated 
specimens through such performances) he had 
won several prizes at small local shows. 

The most striking characteristics of the Raiah 
line have been vast skulls, short heads, fine 
coats, mostly apricot fawn with good chest and 
loin, generally deficient m blackness about the 
ears and wanting in pendulosity of lip and 
squareness of muzzle, medium in size and some- 
what light in bone, but these two latter often 
remedied by the bitches they have been crossed 
with. The late Pontiff was a very typical 
representative of the line, improved in coloring. 
Old Ameer (whose full sister I sent out to 
America) derived much of his excellence from 
the large percentage of the King blood in his 
dam, and therefore could not be justly con- 
sidered a typical representative of the Kajah 
line. 

The immediate descendants of Mr. NicholPs 
(not Cautley'd) Quaker and his Venus, were 
very houndy, having generally long-pointed 
muzzles, deep hanging flews, Ions;, folding, 
leathery ears, very suggesdve of a bloodhound 
cross in one of their immediate ancestors. 
Miss Hale's Lion, a fine dog in other respects, 
was very much spoiled by this houndiness. 
Old Turk inherited something of it from his 
dam Hilda, who was full sister to Miss Hale's 
Lion. Hilda was a long-bodied, heavy bitch, 



with very poor head, light bone and decidedly 
leggy. Miss Agtionby*s Wolf inherited still 
more of the houndy type than even Turk, and 
his descendants have generally been much 
spoiled by it. 

Hercules, his son Green's Monarch and grand- 
son Mr. Beaufoy's Nero, have been an element 
for the introduction of size with coarser bone, 
but the line has usually been long and pointed in 
head, heavy in the ear and very coarse, but 
excellent in color, and it is a pity Mr. Beaufoy '» 
Nero was not more extensively used, as for all 
the defects in his blood, he was calculated to 
get some useful bitches, it being always more 
satisfactory to breed for type from the sire, 
with color and size on the dam's side. 

The only descendants of Weller's Wallace 
that have come before the public were Druid 
and Peneril. The latter proved sterile, as did 
his nephew, Mr. Norris's Wallace, by Druid. 

The Druid cross I have never liked, owing to 
the deerhound blood in his dam, but Druid 
possessed vast size, and that was enough to 
recommend him to some people. However, 
Druid, his son Trajan and grandson Tarquin all 
proved decided failures at the stud, plainly 
throwing back in many instances to the mon- 
grel blood. The strain is characterized by 
long narrow heads, remarkably small ears, 
a tendency toward narrow lanky bodies, 
tucked up gaunt flanks, coarse coats, legginess 
and lightness of bone, in fact, a decided mani- 
festation of the vertragal type is often more 
or less present in Druid s descendants. 

Another strain that has become prominent, 
owing to its size, is that of Big Ben. Crossed 
with the King blood he begot a very typical 
specimen in Caesar, who was nevertheless coarse- 
and somewhat neavy in ear. Had not Big 
Ben's pedigree been stated as a full brother to 
Punch (2329), his characteristics were much 
more suggestive of his sire's kennel companion 
Hercules (2296), than of the fine-coated, some- 
what light-boned son of King and Hilda. Big 
Ben's stock have been characterized by great 
size, vast bone and general coarseness. Crossed 
with the Druid strain, his descendants have be- 
come possessed of great size and an improved 
ear, but have been defective in symmetry, and 
the faults of both stirps, although modified, 
have been apparent. Old Cardinal is undoub- 
tedly the best and most typical representative 
of the Big Ben and Druid blend, and his son 
Commodore (although lacking the size of his- 
sire, and being better in some other points), 
owing to his in-breeding, should transmit all 
the good points of the strain. Benmore inher- 
ited much of the Druid type through his dam, 
and while Big Ben mostly begot large stock, 
he did not stamp his own type or likeness to 
any extent on his offspring. 

That magnificent dog Beau (who, although 
by male descent belonging to the Prince line, 
yet inherited far more of the King type through 
his dam), did not prove the success at the stud 
that I anticipated, for although he begot some 
very grand and useful bitches, yet nis male 
progeny were on a whole decidedly inferior, 
especially in the points Beau himself was so 
good in. Big Ben and Beau both illustrate the 
necessity of a sire not only being good himself 
in regard to points, but being the son of a sire 
also of the same required type, otherwise there 
i$ mostly a lack of potency to transmit the 
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type the sire is of. Dormant types appearing, 
and those on the dam's side predominating, for 
as I have already laid down, the offspring 
usually ftirow back to the grandparents and 
their brothers and sisters sooner than exactly 
following either sire or dam. 

In my next and concluding part I propose 
touching upon the characteristics of several of 
the most prominent of our present specimens.

Pug Pedigrees. 

UNTIL within very late years it would 
hare been quite impossible to form any- 
thing like a pedigree table of the pug family; 
and this was not because there was any want 
of antiquity in the breed or because it was of 
recent manufacture, as all its associations 
point to exactly the opposite direction. It is 
possibly the most aristocratic breed in the 
"Stud Book." The belonging of lords and 
' ladies, and always cared for with so jealous 
guarding as to have precluded the chances of 
being crossed with plebeian strains. It has so 
existed for a period to be counted almost by 
centuries, but no one kept any record of pedi- 
grees, and when the shows became prominent 
institutions, it was the fashion to talk of Mr. 
Morrison's strain, said to have been procured 
from the royal household, and the Witloughby 
d'Eresby breed, but the public had simply the 
names of a few from the above sources, to- 
gether with others without any stated pedi- 
grees. The first volume of the "Stud Book" 
makes mention of sixty-five pugs, and it is 
notable that those specified as winners were 
for the most part without pedigrees. There 
was Mr. J. Smith's Victor, winner of first prize 
Birmingham, first prize Crystal Palace, first 
prize Manchester, and first at many other 
shows. Mr. A. Jardine's .Punch was another, 
and Mr. H. Gilbert's Blondin was a third big 



winner recorded without a pedigree, but 
stated to have been bred by Mr. Morrison. 
There was also Mr. A. D. Clarke's Chang, a 
winner of the first at the Crystal Palace, and 
Mr. C. Banford's Prince was first at Islington 
and first at Birmingham. Mr. Hayne's Mungo 
was a good winner, and his pedigree is given 
as by Lord d'Eresby's Ruby, son of Romeo, out 
of his lordship's Cora; but; no great amount of 
merit as seen in the present day can be traced 
to these old champions, and the Pillars of the 
Pug "Stud Book" must be taken from winners 
of a later date, and their ancestors were not 
the early prize takers, though at the same 
time the value of their blood has been stamped 
by the regularity with which the best pugs of 
the day have descended from them; as, for in- 
stance, there is the late Mrs. Monck's Sambo 
(6764), and he is described as by William's Bill 
out of Darling's Topsy, by Angelo out of old 
Topsy. None of the names anterior to Sambo 
have been recorded as winners, but from Sambo 
sprang Bango, sire of Lovat, sire of Mrs. 
Foster's champion Diamond. There are four 
generations of nrst-class winners, and so Sambo 
is fairly entitled to be called a pillar of the 
"Stud Book." The last volume of the "Stud 
Book," No 12, gives a good account of this line, 
as there is Bradford Ruby, by Lovat, Diamond, 
by Lovat, and Punch VIII.. by Bradford Ruby, 
while Diamond is credited with a recent bitch 
winner in Ikey Mo. A beauty of this lino has 
been that they are not too big; both Lovat and 
Bango were charming little pugs, Ruby is 
somewhat bigger, they are very handsome and 
perfect in points, ana bred to carefully, with 
small bitches inbred to the sort, tbe best of 
prize winners and perfect sized pets might be 
expected.

The nice size of the above line might have 
come down both from Sambo and the dam of 
Bango— namely, Blossom, as she belonged to 
Mr. E. Field, and all that gentlemen's pugs are 
small sized. 

The year 1874 must be marked as a notable 
one in Pug "Stud Book" statistics, as, besides 
the above-named Sambo, there was whelped at 
nearly the same time Mr. H. Maule's Tragedy, 
and in the male line he was, like Sambo, des- 
cended from dogs with no winning record — as 
he was got by Noble's Tich bourne, but on his 
dam's side there was a strain which has, seem- 
ingly, done more for the pug family than 
almost any other. We refer to Mrs. Laura 
Mayhew's Click, described as by Lamb (im- 
ported from Pekin) out of Moss, and we have 
understood that the latter was a Willoughby 
d'Eresby bitch, Ihe dam of Tragedy was by 
Click, and the Tragedy strain is now an import- 
ant one, as Tragedy is the sire of Mrs. Booth's 
Comedy, a champion dog. and sire of Bosco.

The above line has produced representatives 
much bigger than those of the Sambo line, but 
pug points, especially in head properties, are 
very marked in the descendants of Tragedy. 

A very fashionable line of late has come down 
from a dog, also bred in 1874, and, like those 
mentioned above, by a dog unknown to show 
fame. This dog is Max (7769). late Punch, bred 
by Mr. Smith, and got by Sam out of Rose. 
Max is the sire of Turn-Turn, and the still more 
celebrated Tum-Tum II. As in the case 
of Tragedy, their dam was a Click bitch, but 
Max is the sire also of Master Tragedy, so that 
he has shown his aptitude to get winners out of 
different bitches. His fame, however, will be 
transmitted though Turn Turn II., one of the 
best pugs ever bred, and the sire of numerous 
winners. The line commencing with Max 
would be:

"With the above three winning dogs, spring- 
ing from Tum-Tum II., there is every promise 
of an extensive line from Max, who in addition 
also has Master Tragedy and others to increase 
it. There are also a great many beautiful little 
bitches by Tum-Tum II., and the latter, in 
years to come, may be looked back to as a 
"Pillar of the Stud Book" to a greater extent 
than his sire Max. 

To trace back as far as anything to a winning 
generation is Mrs. Booth's Boffin, as his sire is 
Peter (4705). Peter took tirst at Nottingham and 
was got by Mr. Boyle's Punch out of the prize 
bitch Edith. Another Peter, however, has the 
appearance of belonging to a more lasting 
strain, as Mr. Field's Young Peter was got by 
Peter (a son of Punch and Bettie), and this 
Young Peter, who won at the Alexandra 
Palace as a puppy, now appears as the sire of 
Mr. Weekley's Atlas, sire of the Rev. H. G. 
William's Peter Minor. 

The Sootey strain deserves full mention, as a 
lot of winners have sprung from it, and its 
ancestry traces very nearly direct from the 
pedigrees recorded in the first volume of the 
^Stud Book." Mr. J. Lewis's Sootey (6,766) 
was got by Jumbo, son of Ruby, son of Bishop's 
Pompey, Jumbo taking second prize at Birm- 
ingham in 1873. Sootey himself won most of 
the principal prizes, and he is the sire of 
Sootey Junior, Smutty. Sootey III., Young 
Sootey, and Tubby. With the progess in high 
breeding within the last ten years, many of the 
pug strains are now well established, and the 
last volume of the "Stud Book" will show that 
the strains enumerated in this paper are all 
very well represented ; but there is good proof 



that the pug family is so large, and that it ha* 
been kept so pure by others than tbose who 
have bred for show, as to exceed in its re- 
sources almost any other breed to be found in 
the "Stud Book." An instance of this is sdren 
in a very perfect little pug of the present day — 
namely, Mr. W. L. Sheffield's Stingo Sniffles, 
by bis owner's Jingo — So So, whose pedigree ia- 
stated in the "Stud Book" to be unknown. 
There are other recent winners by dogs with 
no public records, and with only what may be 
called private pedigrees; but that they are 
perfectly bred is shown by their produce. Pug 
breeders have beautiful ground to exercise 
their skill upon, and there is not a more inter- 
esting or satisfactory breed to take up than 
these blue-blooded little companions of rank 
and fashion.— ''Leatherhead," in Kennel 
Gazette.

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Black Poodle Styx. 

THAT the barber has a good deal to do with 
the appearance of a prize poodle, our illus- 
tration this month amply testifies. It is that 
of a black poodle which appeared in a recent 
number of the Kennel Gazette, together with 
the following sketch of his career: 

Styx has seen various vicissitudes of fortune 
in his short career as a show dog. At Brussels 
this year, when he was exhibited by M. J. 
Delin-Jacob, he was undipped, and his coat 
was so matted and rusty, and altogether he 
presented such a ragged, wretched appearance, 
that he was one of the first to be ignominionsly 
turned out of the ring. His present owner 
having purchased him. after a fortnight's rest 
and some hard work ai his tangled coat, Styx 
made his appearance in the Foreign Glass, at 
Waltham Abbey Show, when (under Mr. 
Taunton) he took first prize, but was sub- 
sequently disqualified under Kennel Club new 
rule XVHL, which forbids poodles being ex- 
hibited as foreign dogs. His next appearance 
was at Brighton, where in spite of his greatly 
improved appearance Mr. Berrie placed him 
second only to Mr. Wright's Doctor— no one 
being more astonished at the decision than 
Doctor's owner. A month later, however, he 
appeared at the Crystal Palace, fresh from the 
hands of Madame Felix, and took first prize 
(under Mr. Percival) from Punch II., Boy, and 
his old antagonist, Doctor, who could only get 
third here, and even the Brighton judge ad- 
mitted that the dog was rightly placed. Pass- 
ing on to Ryde Show, he again placed a first 
to his credit, following this up by winning first 
price at Frome last month (under Mr. Adoock), 
m one of the largest classes of poodles ever 



seen in the provinces. He is owned by the Rev. 
Gambler Bolton, of Lee, Blackheath, who 
purchased him from M. J. Delin-Jacob. 

The Sans Souci Kennels. 

OUR announcement made last month that 
we would publish no returns from the 
Sans Souci Kennels or accept pedigrees of dogs 
bred there has met with requests from several 
gentlemen for our reasons. Others have sent 
on a copy of an affidavit made by one Joseph 
King that such and such bitches were served 
by Ben Nevis in his presence. This Joseph 
King, we believe, is tbeperson who resides in 
H. M. Perry's house in West Philadelphia, and 
is virtually in his employ. From the annexed 
statements it will be seen that the course of 
procedure at the Sans Souci Kennels in respect 
to the serving of bitches is most peculiar. The 
dog Comet is a well-bred one, being by Eclipse 
out of Nestor, and ought to produce as good^ if 
not better, stock than Ben Nevis; but that is 
not the question. Under the circumstances we 
must reiterate our decision that we cannot 
register puppies said to be by Ben Nevis. It is 
a most unfortunate state of affairs, and we 
would gladly take any other course if circum- 
stances warranted our doing so. We have no 
desire to prevent breeders from using Ben 
Nevis, but the services must be witnessed by 
some person kno wn to us as reliable. To that 
end we are enabled to announce that Mr. James 
Watson will provide the necessary guarantor. 
He has made arrangements with a responsible 
person in Philadelphia to receive bitches sent 
on for service, keep them in his possession while 
there, and see that the errand on which they 
are sent is fulfilled. Mr. Watson's address is 
P. O. Box 770, Philadelphia, and further par- 
ticulars can be obtained from him. 

STATEMENT BY MR. JAMES WATSON. 

After the appearance of the Register for Novem- 
ber, containing notice of the exclusion of the Sans 
Souci Kennels and H. M. Perry from the privileges 
of the Register, I received several communications 
respecting H. M. Perry. Among others was one that 
Charles Kaftery, who had trained collies for Perry, 
was prepared to make a statement. 1 met him by 
appointment, and he informed me that he had seen 
Ben Nevis tried with Wanda, but without success, 
and had also endeavored to get Ben Nevis to serve a 
collie of his own, also without success. He further 
advised me that the young man who kept Comet 
had told him that Wanda's puppies were by Comet, 
and not by Ben Nevis. I requested Rafterytosee 
Comet's supposed owner again, and inquire more 
fully about Comet's services, and by appointment I 
met Raftery on Nov. 80. He advised me that he had 
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lust seen the young man who had told htm that 
Comet had served Wanda,and that Ben Nevis had 
subsequently done so, We called together that 
afternoon at .the store where the young man is em- 



/oung 

ployed, but he was out. I than asked Eafteryto 
mace an appointment with the young man for the 
evening of Dec. 2. I found Raftery at the agreed- 
upon place, and after waiting three-quarters of an 
hour we decided to go to the young maa*s house. 
On our way there we met him with a friend. I re- 
cognised him as the person who had voluntarily ad- 
vised me during the State Fair dog show that he had 
Comet. 

I told him I would like to know what bitches Comet 
had served. In a peculiar and defiant manner he re- 
plied, "He never served Wanda; we tried him, but 
he would not do it." He would not say why he had 
said otherwise to Raftery, but kept repeating that 
Comet would not serve Wanda, and said that he had 
taken the dog up to Perry *s house for the purpose of 
exciting Ben Nevis, who was no food. From his 
statement to me of what occurred it was evident 
that Comet was perfectly willing and capable of ser- 
vice, but that actual connection, according to bis 
then story, had not occurred. 

In reply to the question as to what other use had 
been made of Comet, he said he had been tried with 
one or two more, but bad only served one. That he 
was taken to serve a black bitch from Boston, and 
at the same time there was another black bitch. 
These he described as mother and daughter. With 
regard to these bitches he said Ben Nevis would not 
take any notice of the mother, and while he and 
Perry "were trying to get Comet to serve ber, Ben 
Nevis ran upstairs and served the daughter. " These 
were his exact words. I then said, "What about the 
one you say he did serve?" He first of all denied 
having said so, and when I told him his exact lan- 
guage, he said he could not exactly remember; his 
memory was not clear; he had forgotten all the par* 
ticulars, and could not say any more. By this time 
it * as so evident that he did not intend aeknowl- 
edging any service by Comet, that I closed the con- 
versation. 

Knowing that Mr. George A. Smith, of Philadel- 
phia, had been interested in getting some collies on 
from Boston to Ben Nevis, I called upon him the 
following morning and asked whether there had at 
any time been two collies at Perry's place bearing 
the relation of mother and daughter. He said yes— 
|fr. Fletcher's Beauty II. and his own Jeanne, which 
he had sold to a Boston gentleman. I asked their 
color, and he replied "black. " Jakss Watson. 

STATnXKHT OF MR. BATTERY. 

I reside in West Philadelphia and am well acquaint- 
ed with Hextamer M. Perry and his dogs Ben Nevis, 
Comet, Nelson, Wanda and others. I trained Nelson 
for him and ran him at the sheep trials at the State 
Fair of last October. I also had Ben Nevis to try and 
make him drive sheep. Jfar services for such have 
never yet been paid for. I have never seen Ben Nevis 
serve a bitch but on one occasion I saw him tried on 
Wanda at Perry's house but without success. I have 
lately been informed that when Ben Nevis was in my 
care an attempt was made to steal a service of Ben 
Nevis, but it failed through the inability of the dog 
to take ad ****•£*> of the opportunity. I know the 
young matt who Keeps. Comet and met him on Spring 
Garden street one evening when Wanda's puppies 
were about a weekT old. Jftold him 1 would try and 
set a puppy for myself by Ben Nevis out of Wanda. 
Jle replied vhat they were not Ben Nevis's pups but 
/Comet's, as Comet had served her first. When I told 
Mr. Watson of this he asked me to see the young 
Vnan again and ask him particularly about Comet 
Serving Wanda, and also make an appointment for 
Ks. Watson to meet him. He told me again on Hon- 
day^JNovvdO, that the Wanda puppies were by Comet 
and satttwh* understood Ben Nevis served her 
subsequently to Comet. I was present when Mr. 
Watson met him on the following Wednesday even- 
ing, and I heard mm teU-ftr. Watson that Comet did 
not serve Wanda. withe and Perry had tried to 
make him do so so as to excite Bea Nevis, who 
would not serve hex, but the dog had not succeeded. 



I heard him tell Mr. Watson that Comet had been* 
tried on a black bitch from Boston whicn was at 
Perry's the same time that her daughter wan. He 
said Ben Nevis would not serve the mother; that be 
and Fety then tried to gat Comet to serve the mother* 
and while they were doing so Ban Merit ran upstairs 
and served the young hitch.

The English Mastiff.

Part XII.— Conclusion. 



F concluding this essay, which I have 
brought down to the times of living and 
present breeders, I feel it would be invidious 
on my part (unless under the cover of a nom 
deplume, in which the writer's name lends no 
weight to the facts stated) to trace out too 
minutely the peculiarities and failings of ex- 
isting specimens, as although I could justly 
praise the efforts of some, I should have to cen- 
sure others, and expose the various little weak 
points many of them have appeared to over- 
look in their anxiety to obtain other points in 
the highest perfection. I have endeavored to 
point out the true type, which is the main 
point, as if breeders can but realize and grasp 
the ideal, it is only a matter of time, outlay 
and experience to produce animals approxi- 
mating it. 

It is a mistake and one to be regretted, when 
nearly every breeder runs upon one or two par- 



ticular winning strains. Many good strains 
have fallen away and died out through this in 
England. The pure black breed owned by Sir 
John Osme, Bart., has become extinct, so has 
the old-fashioned brindle strain kept up for 
some time by Sir Clifford Constable, Bart. 
The Duke of Sutherland's are also almost if not 
quite extinct, although only a few years since 
his Grace exhibited a small but very typical 
specimen at Darlington show, Yorkshire. And 
other strains I could mention now no longer 
exist. 

At the same time great care should be taken 
in introducing fresh blood, and it is, no doubt, 
partly owing to the repeated failures when 
fresh strains have cropped up and been tried, 
that has caused English breeders to be so 
guarded and exclusive. That fine dog, Colonel, 
was an instance, in himself his dam's type 
prevailed over that of his sire, who was a very 
inferior specimen, and, as might have been an- 
ticipated from such mediocre blood, Colonel 
was anything but a success at the stud: for, 
although he begot some very useful bitches, 
his sons were generally very inferior and few- 
found their way into the Stud Book. The lead- 
ing characteristics of the strain were medium 
size, with good muscular development, some- 
what light in bone, and forelegs none too 
straight, the coats and stems fine, muzzles too 
pointed, and heads inclined to run long and 
narrow. Colonel's sire, Ben (N. B. — A different 
animal to E. NicholTs Big Ben), was a very in- 
ferior specimen, with only plenty of size to 
recommend him. What mischief the vulgar 
and mistaken rage for size at any cost has 
done ! What foul crosses have been introduced 
into the mastiff to obtain it 1 

Another strain that has worked its way to 
the front ranks is that of Mr. Morris's old Flora, 
an animal with very marked and popular 
characteristics, which have proved themselves 
to be very fixed. The pedigree of this bitch 
was lost, owing to her first recorded owner, 
Mr. Williams, of Stroud (a well known mastiff 
fancier some years since), having been lost 
sight of and having been unwilling: or unable 
to state her true pedigree perhaps. The history 
of this bitch, so far as it is known, is instruc- 
tive to a thoughtful breeder, as it shows how 
good blood introduced through the female, 
may modify existing strains for the better. 
Flora was purchased by Sir John Morris 
Knight (cousin to the late James Morris, Esq.. 
of Oswestry), from Mr. Williams, in whelp at 
the time to Sultan (2,339). Sir John Morris ex- 
hibited her and her seven whelps (all females) 
for the first time at Wolverhampton, where 
she was catalogued at the modest price of £20. 
Flora and two of her whelps, v$. : Countess 
(2.361) and Duchess (2,366) were next shown at 
Birmingham in 1872, where, had they not had 
the ill-luck to meet two such bitches as cham- 
pion Peeress (2,898) and champion Empress 
(2,372), they would probably have secured 
the highest honors. However, . all three were 
very uniform in type, all being short and 
very good in head with a redundancy 
of loose skin and wrinkle about the 
head and neck, all three were short in body 
and some what too chunky or dumpish in body, 
as it is sometimes expressed; but this is a term, 
although used at tunes among dog fanciers, 
having its origin, I expect, from the Stafford- 
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shire bulldog-loving colliers, and lumpish it its 
nearest synonym. I have made use of it be- 
cause it just describes that inactive, unsymmet- 
rical form that these dogs had and transmitted, 
but which is not necessarily consistent with a 
dog's being thickset and massive. The only 
striking differences between the three were, 
that Countess and Duchess both inherited the 
notedly overlarge ears of their sire. Sultan, 
while Old Flora had light, dull, reddish-colored 
points, her ears, muzzle and nose being of that 
color which is sometimes described in pugs as 
coffee-colored and in bulldogs as the Dudley 
front. 
On m aking inquiry of Mr. Jas. Morris, he 
stated to me that they knew nothing of Flora's 
pedigree or breeding, and no pedigree was ever 
stated in the Wolverhampton catalogue. 

Crossing these bitches with various known 
strains has shown the permanency of their 
characteristics and also produced some very 
remarkable specimens. Old Flora was subse- 
quently mated with Aulaf , but all her puppies 
died young, though several of them had the 
brown nose and markings. 

Countess was mated with Granby, a dog 
(with all his faults) possessing much of the King 
type, which line be was inbred to. From this 
alliance came Stanley, one of the grandest- 
headed dogs that has been produced, but inher- 
iting the over-large ears of his dam. Vaughn 
Davis made a small oil painting of this dog's 
and engraved it on a salver, which was 
mted through the Mastiff Club and won 
:r. Beaufoy. Strange to say the portrait 
striking likeness to Crown Prince, al- 
painted before that dog came out.

mind that no theorising, however logical, can 
possibly alter the characteristics of genera, that 
are fixed and have existed from remote ageav 
Modification may tend to produce a more perfect 
and more useful animal, but the characteristics 
lost, the species may be an improved breed, but 
is no longer the original one. If we breed 
mastiffs approximating a boarhound type, they r 
should no longer retain the name of English' 
mastiffs. I would advise American breeders ' 
instead of fntilely tracing back sources, and ; 
seeking to eclipse one another bj endeavoring ' 
to import constantly from England specimens 
calculated to beat those at present in America, 
rather to endeavor to breed up to the 
ideal standard from the best specimens in 
their possession with occasional importations 
really first-class blood. By pursuing that' 
course, in a few years they might hone to 
breed mastiffs that Englishmen would be glad 
to purchase back for England, but if Americ 
depart from the true type and merely bi 
the large dogs of an unfashionable type, 
Englishmen would give a ten-pound note 
such outsiders. 

In concluding these remarks, I may 
down that pedigree is everything. By 
gree I do not mean merely a carefully 
ten out extended chart of ancestral n 
the kind of thing I fear that many^nae 
swallow with the same foolish aVidfl^ 
salmon does a highly dressed dandy ai 
fly. If they would only remember that 

stud books in the world and all the paper 

has pedigree written on it, will not shoi ten the 
muzzle of a mastiff one quarter of an inch or 
add anything to the girth of skull or chest. 

The sort of pedigree that is all in all, if men 
wish to breed with an vthing like certainty ani- 
mals approaching a fixed ideal standard, is 
pedigree showing a fair percentage of imm< 
late ancestors approaching more or less dose!

remembered that for some reason the off 
more generally resembles the uncles, 
grand parents and their brothers and 
than either their sire or dam. Moreover, 
can only be fixed and blood be rendered 
potent by breeding4n to the required t; 
A pedigree should therefore snow a 
amount of concentration, that being the 
sure way of collection of type into a curreit, 
which gains strength and development >y 
cultivation. The capability of a sire to tra is- 
mit his own type depends very much u\ on 
his having inherited it from a succession of 
ancestors in whom the properties have exis ed 
hereditary force being concentrated a id 
strengthened greatly by incestuous allian es 
of animals of kindred type. Lastly in 
demning a defect in an animal, the bn 
should consider and try to ascertain if possil 
whether or not it is, or likely to be, a heredif 
fault. Many otherwise good judges are si 
bv egotism in thinking their own strain 
animals Che best, and are tainted by the vice 
cynicism, and argue concerning a weak poi 
as though it were a whole. The result J ~ "*" 
although their judgment may be < 
enough according to the standard for 
tion, they nevertheless mislead others 
seldom make any mark as breeders.
